THE ALCOHOL SITUATION OFFERS 
SERIOUS PROBLEMS TO SEVERAL 
IMPORTANT INDUSTRIES—NO-MAIL- 
ING RULING SUSTAINED. 





The protests of pharmaceutical manufacturers, 
wholesale druggists, flavoring extract manufacturers 
and other industries dependent upon the use of grain 
alcohol have been overruled for the second time by 
the Postoffice Department in its interpretation of the 
“bone dry” mailing clause of the postoffice bill— 
Section 5 of the act of Congress of March 3, 1917. 
Despite the exemption of intoxicating liquors for 
‘medicinal, sacramental, scientific and mechanical 
purposes” from the regulation forbidding the ship- 
ments of such liquors into prohibition territory, Solic- 
itor Lamar of the Postofice Department has again 
ruled—on Friday—that ethyl alcohol is an intoxi- 
cating liquor within the meaning of the act, and that 
advertisements or solicitations for orders of such al- 
cohol are nonmailable into such dry territory. This 
ruling has been indorsed by the Postmaster-General, 
and after July 1 of the current year all such adver- 
tisements or solicitations of orders will be denied 
mail privileges. 

Just to what extent this ruling will be carried out 
is a problem which affects every wholesale druggist, 
flavoring extract manufacturer and manufacturing 
perfumer in this country. Since the department has 
seen fit to rule that ethyl alcohol for use in the arts 
and in medicine is an intoxicant, what guaranty is 
there that medicines or pharmaceutical or other prep- 
arations containing more alcohol than the amount 
specified in the United States Pharmacopoeia will 
not be held to be intoxicants and their advertising 
or their inclusion in wholesale price lists be deemed 
a reason for the exclusion of such announcements 
from the mails? 

The distinction between alcohol in the arts and 
industries and in medicine has heretofore been gener- 
ally made, just as an exception was included in the 
section of the act of 1917 allowing the shipment of 
such intoxicants into dry territory for the purposes 
enumerated. New York State provides for a sepa- 
rate alcohol license to allow the sale of alcohol in 
small quantities by vendors not engaged in the sale 
of alcoholic liquors. It is a fact, however, that 
under the new New York State excise law the ship- 
ment of alcohol—even for the purposes specified— 
into towns forbidding the sale of liquors under the 
local option law is banned, and, according to an 
opinion of the Attorney-General, not lawful unless 
the excise law shall be amended, 

In addition to the uncertainty as to the sale of 
alcohol for the purposes enumerated in prohibition 
territory, and the possibility, now a certainty, that 
advertising matter will not be allowed mail distribu- 
tion, the trade has been faced with an equally dis- 
turbing situation in regard to the almost prohibitive 
taxation of grain alcohol, no matter for what purpose 
it is to be utilized. The efforts of the drug trade— 
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and this includes manufacturers of other commodities 
than medicines who use alcohol in their products—to 
gain relief from proposed war taxation have so far 
been without avail. The government’s revenue re- 
quirements—taken with the vigorous opposition by 
the ‘‘no liquor’’ men in Congress to any treatment 
of the liquor question other than prohibition—has 
rendered of little moment the logical arguments of 
the drug and allied industries. The fact that the 
doubling of the alcohol tax will create hardship and 
bring about heavy financial losses as well as handi- 
capping legitimate makers of .perfumes and flavor- 
ing extracts—not to speak of medicinals—seems 
not to have entered into the consideration of the na- 
tion’s lawmakers. 


The only suggestion of eventual relief from this 
double tax yet offered—and this is only tentative— 
is that should the revenue raised under the proposed 
war measure be more than adequate to meet the 
government requirements the members of the Senate 
Finance Committee may be willing to concede the 
tax increase when the alcohol involved is to be em- 
ployed for medicinal or mechanical purposes. This 
sop to these great industries has not been made by 
the committee as a whole, but is the individual 
opinion of members of that committee, based solely 
upon the proviso that there is no deficiency in the 
amount of revenue projected under the war measure. 

Just so long as the bill remains in committee there 
will be the possibility that these legitimate excep- 
tions may be made, and the several industries so 
vitally affected are not relaxing their efforts, and will 
not relax them, until the final vote shall have been 
taken and the measure becomes a law. 
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WHY DO FEDERAL DEPARTMENT 
BULLETINS CRY “WOLF! WOLF!”— 
WASHINGTON MORE SPECTACULAR 
THAN THE YELLOW PRESS. 





For the past several weeks there have emanated 
from Washington, in the majority of cases at the 
instance of some executive in the Federal depart- 
ments, or from some member of one of the several 
subcommittees working with the Council of National 
Defense, alarmist reports concerning the scarcity of 
many of the important industrial products of the 
country. Only last week the chairman of the Coal 
Committee of the council declared that the petroleum 
production of the country is not sufficient to win the 
war, and that, unless new fields are developed, the 
reserve stocks will be exhausted before the war ends. 
This alarmist view is not held by fully as well-in- 
formed members of another council committee, that 
on petroleum, as the interview with Chairman A. C. 
Bedford in this issue indicates. Other cases of a 
similiar nature could be cited, not the least important 
of which is the report the past week following the 
recent investigations of the Bureau of Chemistry in 
regard to the naval stores output. 


These reports state that the threatened shortage 
of naval stores—rosin and turpentine—is due solely 
to the scarcity of labor, and not because there is not 
sufficient timber or that the runs are not good. Under 
the auspices of the bureau, a campaign of education 
is being conducted in the South for the reduction of 
waste and the production of a higher quality output. 


The trade, however, does not hold with the views 
thus expressed. One factor which cannot be over- 
looked and which more than any other has affected 
the naval stores situation during the past few months, 
has been the shortage of freight facilities. Cars have 
not been available in sufficient quantities to move 
stocks actually sold for consumption, and such has 
been the scarcity of such cars that it has been pro- 
posed seriously to increase the size of the trade “car 
lot” to allow of more complete loading of such cars 
as can be obtained. 

The water transportation situation is no better. 
Many steamers otherwise available have been re- 
moved from coastwise service. The warehouses and 
storage docks of the South give no indication of any 
shortage of finished naval stores. It has been almost 


impossible to move goods already sold, and during 
the tank car famine, so acute several months ago, 
tank carloads of turpentine were “‘lost’’ between such 
nearby points as Philadelphia and New York. 

The condition as regards exports is unparalleled.

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CHANGES BROUGHT ABOUT BY THE

The production of sulphuric acid, one of the most 
important of all the materials employed in the manu- 
facture of modern explosives, and particularly of 
guncotton, nitroglycerine, T. N. T. and picric acid, 
the bases of the majority of smokeless powders and 
high explosives, has been increased enormously dur- 
ing the past two years. The total output of all grades, 
including the acid manufactured by smelters, ex- 
pressed in terms of 50 degrees Baume, is stated to 
have been 3,868,000 short tons in 1915, with an 
estimated production in 1916 of 4,475,000 short 
tons. 

The most notable feature of the sulphuric acid 
industry during the past year and a half has been the 
increase since the latter part of 1915; and, con- 
tinuing through 1916 and to date in 1917, of the 
production of those concentrated acids used largely 
in the manufacture of explosives, the output of such 
grades having increased fivefold in 1916 over the 
previous year. 

The great problem of the sulphuric acid manu- 
facturer of today, and one which has been of a par- 
ticularly perplexing nature to acid makers from 
pyrites, has been the difficulty experienced in getting 
the raw material, the best of which is imported from 
Spain, since, because of. U-boat conditions in the 
Mediterranean Sea, this supply has been cut down 
in a large measure since the United States entered 
the war. As the acid is difficult to transport, it has 
been the commercial practice to produce it as near 
the consumption point as possible, transporting the 
raw materials to the acid plants. 

Since the war began the domestic production of 
pyrites has increased steadily, from 341,000 tons in 
1913 to 394,000 tons in 1915, and a still further 
increase in 1916. The imports have kept pace dur- 
ing the same years, climbing from 850,000 long 
tons in 1913 to 1,245,000 tons in 1916, but: with 
probable decreased receipts during the ‘past, few 
months for the reasons above stated. In other words, 
the United States consumes from 1,000,000 to 
1,500,000 long tons of pyrites a year, about 40 
per cent of the world production, and 75 per cent of 
this consumption is imported. oe 

With the decrease of receipts of foreign pyrites, 
many manufacturers have turned to brimstone, which 
is produced in large quantities from the deposits of 
almost pure sulphur in Texas and Louisiana, al- 
though a few years ago the United States was a 
large importer of foreign-produced sulphur. It is 
stated by authorities familiar with the needs of the 
government and of the Council of National Defense 
that these sulphur beds of the coastal fields furnish 
the best raw material for a quick expansion of sul- 
phuric acid production, since considerable stock has 
been accumulated and a greater output could be 
obtained readily. It is stated authoritatively that 
the United States is now capable of producing an 
ample supply of sulphur for all purposes, but ‘that 
the chief production is from two sources, both close 
to the shores of the Gulf of Mexico, and thus open 
to enemy raids and destruction of plants in the event

There is still another source of sulphuric ‘acid 
which must not be overlooked in any consideration 


of the possible supply—the by-product acid produced 
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fromm smelter futnes in Western mining States, and 
particularly in Montana, California, Utah and Ari- 
zona. This production has increased enormously 
during the past three years and can still be further 
augmented. new war development in this field 
was the production in 1915 of 59,000 short tons 
and in 1916 of 110,000 short tons of the concen- 
trated acid required in the manufacture of explosives. 
The production of sulphuric acid by the contact 
process through the use of platinum has come to the 
fore during the past months. The process is a purely 
chemical one by which sulphur dioxide gas produced 
by roasting pyrites or burning sulphur is combined 
with the oxygen of the air by being brought into con- 
tact with a mass of finely divided platinum, usually 
mixed with asbestos, the result being sulphur trioxide 
which is mixed with water to form sulphuric acid. 
There seems to be no reason to fear any scarcity 
of sulphuric acid, despite the change in the pyrites 
situation. The main problem is one of continued 
demand. The equipment is expensive, and some time 
must necessarily elapse before plants equipped for 
the pyrites process could be converted into sulphur or 
brimstone-using plants. So long as war demand 
exists there would be no question of a market for 
the production, even though it were to be increased 
largely, but the finding of a profitable market for 
this increased supply in peace times is a real prob- 
lem which has deterred many manufacturers from 
entering too widely into new processes of production. 
The result is that producers are heavily sold 
ahead on contract, and that it is difficult to place 
new business. Prices are firm, with offerings lim- 
ited, and the sales are confined in large measure to 
resale lots. 
The British Government has recently issued an 


order under the Defense of the Realm Act. forbid- 
ding the manufacture of sulphuric acid in Great 
Britain 6n and after June. 1, 1917, except under 
a license issued by the Minister of Munitions, but 
the problem faced by Great Britain is not the same 
as that in this country—-we can manufacture all the 
acid we can use despite the change in the pyrites 


situation. Great Britain, lacking the basic materials 
within its own borders, has been forced to take steps 
to protect its munitions’ manufacture; the American 
manufacturer has simply refrained from taking addi- 
tional production steps to protect himself. 





FISHERMEN’S LUCK, THE DECREASED 
MENHADEN FLEET, AND THE MAR- 
KET PROBABILITIES. 





“The trouble with the menhaden catch of the 
past few years,” declared an old-time menhaden oil 
handler the past week, “was that there’ were more 
steamers than fish. With a reduced number of 
steamers going out from the Chesapeake and other 
stations this year, I look for a better catch—if the 
fish are running.”” This seems on its face a somewhat 
colloquial summary of menhaden fishing possibilities, 
and yet such has been the uncertainty of ‘the catch 
during the past few years that there may be within 
it more than a modicum of truth. The real problem 
this year, as it always has been of late, is—WiAll 
there be a good run of menhaden? Given the fish, 
the fleet, despite the fact that it has been cut in half 
by requisitions for other purposes, should prove large 
enough to do the work allotted to it. 

Although the first fortnight of the 1917 fishing 


season has only just been completed, the conditions 
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prevailing ha¥e-nét~ been “ofa partiéularly engaut- 
aging nature. The-weather has not been propitious 





‘off the Capes, since wet weather and heavy winds 


have prevailed; during a good part of the time. The 
catch to date, ‘in consequence, -has been light. 

Due to the largely reduced production of men- 
haden oil during the past few years, during which 
it was hoped that each fishing season would offset 
the decreases of the previous year, the condition of 
the menhaden oil market has been increasingly strong 
as regards prices. In fact, the prices today for fu- 
ture delivery of this year’s crude oil are nearly double 
those paid at this time last year—the actual figures 
being 76 cents this year, as against 45 cents in 1916. 
The first price paid for 191 7—three weeks ago— 
was 85 cents, but this was for a small lot. 

During the past few months the price of refined 
menhaden oil has been advanced steadily, and, in 
view of the demand for competing oils and their 
growing scarcity, the prevailing sentiment in the mar- 
ket is that, even though the catch may approximate 
that of the banner year—1912—-when 146,000 
barrels of oil were produced, the general tone of 
the market must continue strong, and that prices ob- 
tained under the best catch conditions will suffer no 
alarming diminution. 

The industry seems to be shifting its base more 
and more to the South each year, and the establish- 
ment of several new plants for Southern coast fish- 
ing is indicative of the prevailing optimistic sentiment 
on the part of the oil producers. They, at least, are 
convinced of the stability of the market, and, as they 
can operate until the first of the year, instead of 
being subject to season conditions as in the North, 
the outlook is for a vigorously conducted fishing 
season, with the fish, as usual, the first requisite.

The total production of crude oil on 
the Grosny oilfields during 1916 amounted 
to. 102,731,246 poods, as against 88,159,052 


poods obtained during 1915, and 98,445,187 
poods during 1914. Thus the production 
has increase, as against 1915, by 14,572,194 
poods, or 16.5 per cent., and as against 
1914 by 4,286,059 poods, or 4.4 per cent. The 
roduction on the old area amounted to 

,698,000 poods, as against 76,795,000 poods 
obtained in 1915, showing a decrease of 
8,097,000 poods, or 10.6 per cent.; while the

The efforts of the drug trade to obtain 


relief from the war tax on alcohol from 
the Senate Committee on Finance has 
been fruitless up to this time. 

The general belief here among those 


who are endeavoring to be relieved from 
this tax in the case of alcohol used tn 
the arts and sciences and for medicinal 
and mechanical purposes is that if the 
bill wnen ready to report shows a rev- 
enue in excess of the requirements or 
the Treasury Department the committee 
will be willing to make this concession 
in the alcohol tax, but if there is a de- 
ficiency of revenue shown they will 
decline to do so. 

There have been no hearings during 
the past week on the bill, but various 
interested persons have’ interviewed 
some members of the committee in favor 
of obiaining the exemptions desired. Mr. 
Spiehler, of the Manufacturing Per- 
fumers’ Association, and Thomas Lan- 
nen, of the Flavoring Extract Manufac- 
turers’ Association, have seen. members 
of the committee.

gave his approval to an additional bulle- 
tin issued by Solicitcr Lamar, of the 
department, reiterating his decision that 
advertisements of alcohol cannot be in- 
serted in publications going through the 
mails into dry territory. ‘This action is 
taken after numerous protests that such 
advertisements of alcohol to be sold for 
use in the arts, sciences and medicines 
should be permitted. In this bulletin 
Solicitor Lamar says:— 

“The department regards ethyl alcohol 
as an intoxicating liquor within the 
meaning of the act, and matter contain- 
ing either advertisements or solicitations 
for orders for such alcohol will be un- 
mailable on and after July 1 when ad- 
dressed to territory affected by the act. 

‘Methyl alcohol, wood alcohol and de- 
natured alcohvl are not regarded by the 
department as intoxicating liquors within 
the meaning of the act.” 

Solicitor Lamar adds that this bulletin 
is subject to change, being based upon 
the best information available at ihe 
time; in a few days the department will 
announce the exact territory from which 
such advertising matter will be barred 
from the mails. 


GOVERNMENT DEVELOPED DYES EXPECTED © 
TO SOLVE PROBLEM OF PRINTING BUREAU 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 
Foiling counterfeiters by producing 


bank notes at the Government's big 
money-making plant, the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, with a distinctive 
ink that cannot be photographed, is the 
latest project of Joseph E. Ralph, di- 
rector of the bureau. Development of 
this distinctive dye in the color experi- 
ment iaboratory of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, which will be the ex- 
clusive property of the Government, pat- 
ented and copyrighted, and _ protected 
with every safeguard for the use of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
alone, is the proposition about which 
Director Ra.ph is hopeful. 

The expert chemists of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing have been work- 
ing with the expert chemists of the 
Bureau of Chemistry for months upon 
this problem, wiuich now looks as though 


it is essentially solved, according to 
Mr. Ralph, who gives generous credit 
to Dr. Alsberg, chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry. 

The value of recent discoveries in the 
process of manufacturing basic dyes, 
made by the Bureau of Chemistry,. was 
pointed out by Director Ralph because 
they should prove valuaple not only for 
the reds and blues for lakes for inks 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, but because they will guarantee to 


the Government a dependable supply of 
dyese with stronger tone quality. 


To illustrate this point Mr. Ralph 
showed samples of a German red lake 
which he purchased soon after the out- 
break of the war at 24 cents, and con- 
trasted it with an American red lake 
which cost $2, and the latter having 


but 1-lvth of the color strength, so that 
the real proportion of cost was 24 cents 


for the German lake as against $20 for 
the American lake. ; 
Another German red lake which cost 


30 cents was contrasted with an Ameri- 
can red lake costing $1, but which had 
only 1-5 of the color strength. 

He showed a Prussian blue made in 
Germany on a potash base which cost 
only 30 cents, and one made in the 
United States on sodium base which 
cost $2. ‘ 

In explaining the situation which has 
prevailed, the difficulties that had to be 
contended wi*h, and which now seem 
in a fair way of being overcome, Mr. 
Ralph said:— 

“The dry colors of which the largest 
quantities are used by this bureau are 
manufactured from products that have 
practically all been produced in Ger- 
many—for instance, bronze blue, Chinese 
blue and Prussian blue, are made from

‘his’ product,” he explained, ‘“prus- 
siate of potash, was imported from Ger- 
many and American manufacturers of 
colors used it in manufacturing blues, 
and with the combination of yellow, also 
‘made green colors. 

“Since the European war, manufac- 
turers in the United States have begun 
the substitution of sodium ferrocyanide 
for the potash salt and have been get- 
ting fairly good results, though the col- 
oring was not equal to the potash blues. 
Owing, however, to the fact that soda 
can be substituted for potash salts in 
a number of cases, the price of soda 
soon rose to prohibitive levels, making 
the domestic product cost several times 
as much as in normal times, while the 
blues made from the imported potash 
salts which were from 2 to 2 cents 
per pound prior to the war were then 
sold for 76 cents to $1.50 per pound—the 
last time any quantity was available in 
this country.”

This cause celebre had its origin tn 
ihe passage of two local ordinances by 
the New York Board of Health requir- 
ing before patent medicines or proprie- 
taries could be placed on sale in this 
city that either the ingredients contained 
in such medecines, with their physiolog- 
ical or therapeutic effects, should be dis- 
closed on the container in English, or 
the names of such ingredients should be 
filed with the Department of Health of 
the City of New York. The sections in- 
volved are Nos. 116 and 117 of the Sani- 
tary Code. 

Taking the ground that the enforce- 
ment of these regulations is unwar- 
ranted and possibly unconstitutional, the 
three drug firms mentioned instituted 
proceedings to prevent such enforce- 
ment, and the matter was brought be- 
fore the same court—Appellate Division— 
in April, 1916. The record of ‘the case 
since that time has been one of refer- 
ence, adjournment, exchange of briefs. 
etc., and hundreds of pages of printed 
briefs have been prepared on both sides 
of the controversy. 

So thoroughly has the case been en- 
tered into by the counsel for the city 
and for the drug firms involved that it 
is believed that the decision of the court 
will be delayed longer than two weeks 
of active argument, and possibly not 
until after July 1. 

The arguments of the counsel on both 
sides have been summarized, as_ pre- 
sented, in the columns of the Reporter, 
since the case was. first sent to the 
courts, the last previous complete sum- 
mary having appeared in the Reporter of 
February 26, at the time of the final filing 
of papers. 
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Pennsylvania Narcotic Bill Expected 
to Be Law This Week. 


Harrisburg, June 22, 1917. 

The Vare anti-narcotic bill, aimed at 
breaking up illegal sales to drug users 
in Pennsylvania, is expected to pass the 
legislature hext week, This bill passed 
the Senate in May and was. materially 
ehanged when it was sent to the House 
Committee on Health and _ Sanitation. 
There hearings were held and features 
of the Whitaker, Sullivan and Campbell 
bills were incorporated in the measure. 
The bill was passed finally in the House 
last week and the Senate: refused to 
concur in certain amendments. The Sen- 
ate finally agreed to these amendments, 
and that the Senate and House might 
act upon the measure at the same time, 
it was agreed to appoint a. conference 
committee on the bill. 

Only the early adjourning of the Legis- 
lature this week prevented the bill from 
becoming a law Friday. So confident 
were the sponsors of the measure that 
it would be a law by Friday, June 22, 
that they prepared for a dinner in Phila- 
deiphia to celebrate its passage. It is 
belleved the Governor will sign the bill 
at once.

Manufacture and Distribution of Sul- 
phuric Acid Under Strict Control.. 


The British Minister Munition 
exercise of the powers te 98 tipea 
him by the Defence of the Realm regu- 
lations, has issued the following orders 
in regard to sulphuric acid:-- 

; No person shall, as on and from June 
11, 1917, until further notice, manufac- 
ture suiphuric acid except under a 
license issued by, or under the authority 
of, the Minister of Munitions, and in ac- 
cordance with the terms and conditions 
of such license as to the quantities to be 
manufactured or otherwise,. 

No person manufacturing sulphuric 
acid shali, as on and from June 11, 1917, 
until further notice, use during.any one 
calendar month more than’'ten tons in 
all of 95 per cent. sulphurie acid (or its 
equivalent in acid of other strengths) for 
the purpose of all other manufactures, 
trades and businesses carried on by him, 
except under and in accordance with the 
terms and conditions of a license issued 
by or under the authority of the Minis- 
ter of Munitions. 

No person shall, as on and from the 
day following the date of this order, 
until further notice, supply sulphuric 
acid (including waste sulphuric acid) to 
any person except under, and in accord- 
ance with, the terms and conditions of a 
license issued by or under the authority 
of the Minister of Munitions. Provided 
that no heense shall be required to sup- 
ply not more than 56 pounds of 95 per 
cent. sulphuric acid (or its equivalent in 
acid of other strengths) to any person 
during any one calendar month. And 
provided also that any sulphurfe acid 
supplied subsequently to the date of this 
order in pursuance of written directions 
or requests given or made by, or on be- 
half of, the Minister of Munitions pre- 
viously to the date of this order shall, 
unless &nd until such written directions 
or requests are cancelled or withdrawn, 
be decmed to have been supplied under a 
license issued under the authority of the 
Minister of Muintions within the *mean- 
ing of this order. 

All. persons engaged in roducing, 
manufacturing, selling, distributing or 
storing sulphuric acid (including waste 
acid), or in any manufacture, trade or 
business in which the same is used, shall 
make such returns with regard to their 
businesses as may from time to time be 
required by, or under the authority of, 
the Ministry of Munitions. 

A schedule gives the following maxi- 
mum prices for weak acid of all 
strengths up to and including 9 per cent. 
H,SO,:—Arsenical acid, 70s. per ton, for 
acid of 140° Tw. at 60° F., with an in- 
crease or reduction of 5d. in respect of 
each complete degree Twaddell by which 
the specific gravity is more or less than 
140° Tw. at 60° F.; non-arsenical or de- 
arsenicated acid, 8s. per ton for acid of 
144° Tw. at 6° F., with an increase or 
reduction of 6d. in respect of each com- 
plete degree Twaddell which the specific- 
gravity 1s more or less than 144° Tw. at 
6° I’. The maximum prices for concen- 
trated acid of over 90 per cent. H,SO, in- 
clude £5 3s. for arsenical, and £6 13s. for 
de-arsenicated of a strength over 90 per 
cent. up to 91 per cent., and higher prices 
tor increasing percentages up to £7 and 
£7 Ws. for 9% per cent, to 96 per cent. 
For acids over 96 per cent. in both classes 
there is an addition of 1s. per ton for 
each complete 1/10 per cent. of additional 
monohydrates.

WHAT NATIONAL COUNCIL OF DEFENSE 
EFFORTS HAVE ALREADY ACCOMPLISHED 





Report by Director Instances Creative Work of Inestimable 
Value to Nation—Fine Work by Research 
Council. 


W. S. Gifford, director of the Council 
of National Defense and of the Advisory 
Commission, has made a report to the 
chairman of the council in which he 
takes up in detail the work already ac- 
complished by that body, which may be

The National Research Council is at 
present engaged in such investigations as 
the study of devices for detecting com- 
pletely submerged submarines and mines, 
range finders of various types, devices 
detecting invisible aircraft and sap-

ok parties, improvements in wireless 
apparatus and other instruments used 
with aircraft, military photography, pre- 
vention of corrosion and electrolytic ac- 
tion on the hulls of vessels, balloon fab- 
rics, fabrics for army slickers, new ex- 
plosives, and utilization of wastes and 
by-products, The Committee on Nitrate 
Supply, appointed at the request of the 
Secretary of War to consider the process 


to be used by the government im its plant 
for preducing nitrates for explosives and 
fertilizers, has submitted a full report. 
Through the co-operation of the Bureau 
of Standards and the geophysical labora- 
tory of the Carnegie Institute with glass 
manufacturers, the problem of supplying 
the optical glass for military purpOses 
is well advanced toward solution. Other 
vital matters which are being fully in- 
vestigated are anti-toxins and serums for 
diphtheria, tetanus, pneumonia, dysen- 


tery and meningitis, intradermal method 
of vaccinating for smallpox, polyvalent 
vaccines for typhoid fever, sterilization 
of drinking water, soldiers’ clothing and 
blankets, infected wounds, shock, fatigue, 
occupational diseases with special refer- 
ence to munition workers, protection of 
the ear from high explosives, and study 
of noxious gases and methods of protec- 
tion against them, 


Minerals and Metals. 


This committee, headed by Bernard M. 
Baruch, has organized the field with re- 
gard to raw materials, minerals and 
metals in ...e following industries: Alco- 


hol, aluminum, asbestos, magnesia and 
roofing, brass, cement, chemicals, coal 
tar by-products, copper, lead, lumber, 


mica, nickel, oil, pig iron, iron ore and 


lake transportation, rubber, steel and 
steel products, sulphur wool and zinc. 
Co-operative committees have been 


under the foregoing headings. 
Several of these committees maintain 
representatives in Washington in order 
to Keep in close touch with the execu- 
tive departments of the Government, 
and the chairman of all of the co-oper- 
ative committees visit Washington from 
time to time and get in touch with the 
departments with which they have to 
deal. Their endeavor is to become ac-

quainted with the requirements of the 
Government departments and their speci- 
ucations, and in every way possible be 
helpful. While those committees were 
formed to mobilize the industries in 
given nelds and to act only in an ad- 
visory capacity, experience has shown 
that they have been of great immediate 
value to the Government in perfecting 
early deliveries and in the making cf 
lower-than-market prices, 

The concrete accomplishments of the 
Committee on Raw Materials, Minerals 
and Metals, maw be itemized as follows: 

Forty-five thousand pounds of copper 
have been offered to the Government 
by the copper interests, acting at the 
instance of this committee, at an ap- 
proximate saving to the Government of 
$10,000,000. It is ..e belief of this com- 
mittee that through this agency hun- 
dreds of millions of pounds of copper 
required by the Allies and our own de- 
partments, such as the Army, Navy and 
the Panama canal Commission, can »e 
bought at prices that will show an enor- 
mous saving. 

The co-operative committee on zinc 
has already contracted for some 25,000,000 
pounds of zine at practically two-thirds 
of the market price, and is prepared to 
use its efforts to effect still further sav- 
ings on the vast quantities that must 
be purchased. 

‘14u€ CO-operative committee on chemi- 
cals is now engaged in negotiations with 
tne fertilizer interests cf the country 
Which will stabilize and lower prices. 

The co-operative committee on oil has 
closed contracts for the delivery of oil 
to the Navy, of a highly satisfactory 
nature with regard to prices and de- 
liveries.

GOVERNMENT COLOR LABORATORY EXPERTS 





Secretary Houston Announces New Process of Manufac- 
ture of Phthalic Acid and Anhydrite. 


Washington, June 22, 1917, 

What is practically a solution of the dye 
problem for the United States, indicat- 
ing the early building up of a great Amer- 
ican dye industry so that the United 
States will never again be dependent 
upon Germany or any other count for 
dyes, is what lies behind an Official an- 
nouncement by Dr. David F. Houston, 
Secretary of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

With customary conservatism, the an- 
nouncement merely states that the De- 
partment of Agriculture ‘‘announces that 
the color investigation laboratory of the 
Bureau of Chemistry has perfected on a 
laboratory scale a new process for the 
manufacture of phthalic acid and phtha- 
lic anhydrite. This process as carried 
out ii the laboratories appears so prom- 
ising that it is thought that some manu- 
facturers of chemicals and dyestuffs in 
this country may be able to supply their 
demands for these compounds through 
this process, provided the process may 
be reproduced upon a technical scale so 
as to obtain results commensurate with 
the laboratory investigations. 


Department Will Assist. 


“With a view to helping the chemical 
industry of this country the Department 
of Agriculture announces that it is ready 
to assist manufacturers who wish to pro- 
duce these compounds. The expense of 
the technical installation and of the 
labor and materials mecessary will of 
necessity be borne by the firm, individual 
or corporation wishing to manufacture 
the products. 

“The chemists of the color investiga- 
tion laboratory will assist with expert 
advice, ete. The department reserves the 
right to publish all the data obtained 
from the technical experiments. 

“Since it seems very desirable that 
phthalic acid and phthalic anhydrite be 
made available at the earliest possible 
moment, this offer of assistance will not 
be held open by the department for an 
indefinite period.” 

This process gives an American supply 
of a substance which is not only in great 
demand by dye manufacturers, which is 
largely used in the manufacture of 
indigo, but which has an important place 
in synthetic drugs, and one product, 
phenolphthalein, is used in medicine as a 
purgative, as an indicator in analytical 
chemistry. 


Will Aid Printing Bureau. 


As an example of how far-reaching the 
development of this process is and how 
valuable to the government itself, it is 
probable that this will solve any ques- 
tion that has arisen as to the Fann vt 
of getting for the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing a sufficient supply of red 
and blue inks, used in making stamps, 
ete. It will be remembered that soon 
after the outbreak of the war Joseph E. 
Ralph, director of the bureau, went to 
extreme measures to buy up all the 
available American supply and later put 
tnrough large contracts for all he could 
get in Germany. Last week, when bids 
were opened for the ink supplies for the 
bureau for the next fiscal year, the red 
and blue inks were omitted from the 
schedule. The bureau officials stated that 
they had a sufficient supply still on hand, 
but a rumor has been current in the 
trade that the bureau would find itself 
unable to get a further supply. 

The new method of manufacturing 
phthalic anhydrite will prove valuable, it 
is believed—and the officials of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry admit this—in making 
‘lakes’ for the manufacture of litho- 
graphic inks. As the phthalic anhydrite 
is a basis for a set of very vivid color- 
ings, principally reds and blues, it will 


in all probability supply these ink colors. 

Dr. Carl W. Alsberg, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, said:—‘‘Phthalic an- 
hydrite is one of the intermediates for 
the manufacture of indigo, it is the basis 
of a whole series of important dyes which 
are not now being produced in this coun- 
try, and if it works out satisfactorily on 
cae aan conan should go a long 

wards establishing an 

dye industry.” xs <i eT 


Basis of Brilliant Colors. 


Phthalic anhydrite as the basis of a 
series of brilliant colors exhibits yellow, 
yellowish red, rose red, bluish and violet 
red, and blue colors. They often possess 
a_ splendid florescence when applied on 
silk, woolens and by the use of an oil 
mordant on cotton. 

What are known as the pyronines con- 
stitute a small sub-class of basic dyes 
and a larger class are called phthaleins, 
which last class contains further the 
eosines and rhodamines. These are bril- 
liant and beautiful dyes—many of the 
reds and pinks and some blues and 
greens, varying to lavenders and purples. 

Phthalic acid was formerly, and prob- 
ably 1s now, used in Germany largely for 
the manufacture of artificial indigo. The 
manufacture of indigo in the United 
States alone would provide a very ex- 
tensive market for phthalic acid if the 
new process can effect production 
cheaply enough. 

The Color Investigation Laboratory of 
the Bureau of Chemistry is in charge of 
Dr. H. D. Gibbs. It was authorized less 
than a year ago, and the plant at Ross- 
lyn, Va., has not yet been put in prac- 
tical working shape, so that the results 
thus early attained, as indicated by the 
official announcement of Secretary Hous- 
ton, are most encouraging to the bureau. 

The trade has been taking a keen in- 
terest in the work of this laboratory and 
it is a foregone conclusion that the 
manufacturers will promptly accept the 
offer of the department for help in de- 
veloping this process.

Fixation of Nitrogen from Air Now 
on Commercial Basis in U. S. 


The American Nitrogen Products Com- 
pany, it is announced, has the honor ot 
being the first to offer sodium nitrate 
produced through a fixation process in 
this country, through their selling 
agents, the Marden, Orth & Hastings 
Co., of New York. In view of the fact 
that the normal receipts of nitrate of 
soda from Chile are by no means equal 
to the consumption demands due to war 
conditions, the provision of new supplies 
by the process now under consideration 
by the government, but not as yet de- 
cided upon, is a matter for congratula- 
tion and a timely illustration of the pro- 
gressiveness of American industry in 
time of stress.

New Disinfectant Law in Connecticut 
Provides for Two Tests of 
Germicidal Value. 


The Connecticut State Legislature, 
after the House had passed a measure 
regulating the testing and labeling of 
disinfectants, recalled the act for fur- 
ther consideration and amended it in 
certain particulars to meet the objections 
raised by Secretary Benjamin M. Kaye 
of the Imsecticide and Disinfectant 
Manufacturers’ Association. The new 
act allows the use of either the Rideal- 
Walker or the MHygienic . Laboratory 
methods of determining the _ relative 
germicidal value of a disinfectant. 


MEXICAN TAX ON 
CRUDE PETROLEUM 


New Valuations and Rates 
Effective. for .May .and . 
June. 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 
The tax rate on petroleum as estab- 
lished for the months of May and June 
by the secretary of the treasury of the 
Mexican government and which has just 
been received in this city, is as follows:— 
The valuations are:— 


On crude petroleum of a density of 
0.91—$11 per ton. 

On combustible 
sity of 0,91—$8.50. 

On petroleum with a density of 0.97— 
$5 per ton. 

This is on the basis of Mexican gold 
and the metric ton of 2,200 pounds. The 
ratio established by the exican gov- 
ernment for the exchange of American 
money into Mexican is $1.75 Mexican for 
$1 American paper and $1.99 Mexican for 
$1 American gold or silver. 


The valuations per ton 
fore be:— 

For the $11 oil, $5.78 American. 

For the $8.50 oil, $4.47 American. 

For the $5 oil, $2.63 American. 


From 4 1-3 to 8 Cents a Barrel. 


The rate of taxation is 10 per cent 
ad valorem, and on the first grade the 
tax would therefore be 57.8 cents per 
ton; on the second grade 44.7 cents per 
ton and on the third grade 26.3 cents 
per ton. Reduced to the barrel, the 
American standard of oil measurement, 
official statistics show that of oil with 
a density of 0.91 there are practically 
seven barrels to the ton, and of oil 0.97 
density there are practically six and a 
half barrels to the ton. The first grade 
of oil would therefore be taxed at the 
rate of a little over 8 cents per barrel; 
the second grade at the rate of about 
6 1-3 cents per barrel, and the third grade 
at the rate of about 4 1-3 cents per 
barrel. 

The current quotations on all grades 
of crude oil in the United States vary 
from 8% cents to $3.10 per barrel, or $3.92 
to $20.14 per metric ton. If an average 
be taken of $1 per barrel, it will be 
seen that the valuations set by the Mexi- 
can government are far below that, and 
that a tax of 4 to 8 cents per barrel 
can scarcely be considered as_ prohibi- 
tory or excessive. As a matter of fact, 
experts say that Mexican oil follows 
very closely in value the product of the 
Kansas and Oklahoma fields, which is 
at present $1.70 per barrel or there- 
abouts. 


Six-Cent Rate in 1914. 


When the export tax was first put on 

oil in 1914 it averaged 6 cents per bar- 
rel, at that time no distinction being 
made as to quality. It was so placed 
in order to make the large companies 
ey something in return for the privi- 
eges enjoyed, they having been ex- 
empted from the production tax under 
the terms of concessions granted by the 
Diaz government, and an export tax 
being the only resource, 

Under the decree of April 17 last, the 
tax was established as given above (10 
per cent ad valorem), but the valua- 
tions of the oil were placed at from 
$7.50 to $14 per ton. Under the amended 
decree these valuations are materially 
reduced, as shown, and the tax is low- 
ered in keeping with the smaller valu- 
ations. 

In conformity with the provisions of 
article 4 of the decree of April 13 of 
the present year the secretary of the 
treasury and public credit of Mexico for 
the collection of imposts on petroleum 
for exportation, for the two months of 
May and June of the current year has 
fixed) the valuation as follows:— 

Combustible petroleum of a density of 
0.91 at $8.50 per ton: 

Crude petroleum of a density of 0.91 
at $11 per ton. 

Petroleum of any density greater than 
0.97, $5 per ton. 

These prices will be applied the same 
tariff as to combustibles as indicated. 
In the case of ‘gas oil’ there will be 
applied the same tariff as to combustible 
petroleum. 


How Tax Is Fixed. 


The tariff that will be placed on com- 
bustible petroleum for the collection of 
imposts in the months of May and June, 
1917, is fixed in the following manner:—

Would Make 600 Lbs. Standard 


Barrel of Turpentine in Georgia. 
New Orleans, La., June 22, 1917. 
Representative C. E. Stewart, of Cottee 
county, Georgia, has prepared a bill to 
make 600 pounds the standard weight or 
a barrel of turpentine, and this bill will 
be introduced by him in the House of 
Representatives at the next session. 
The purpose of the bill is to bring 
about a saving to naval stores producers 
in the cost of handling turpentine, The 
present standard weight of a barrel of 
turpentine is 525 pounds. A _ turpentine 
distiller pays $3 for barrels. ‘The factor 
to whom he sells the turpentine sells him 
hack the empty barrels for $3. Thus he 
loses $3 a barrel on each transaction, 
By increasing the size of barrels a 
smaller number would be necessary for 
handling the year’s output and thus a 
considerable saving would be effected.

That there will be a greatly increased 
vegetable oil supply coming from the 
crushers this year with several hundred 
plants crushing the soya beans, peanuts 
and other oil-bearing seeds and nuts 
other than cottonseed, is predicted by 
Sam J. Rogers, director of the Bureau 
of the Census, in the report summarizing 
a survey of the manufacture of vegetable 
oils for edible purposes. This shows that 
there were 112 concerns in the United 
States last year engaged in the manu- 
facture of 262,558,661 pounds of oil from 
peanuts, mustard seed, kapok seed, rape 
seed, sunflower seed, soya beans, wal- 
nuts, corn, copra, palm kernels and 
olives. 


This inquiry was authorized by the Sec- 
retary of Commerce at the request of 
the Secretary of Agriculture in connec- 
tion with the mobilization of the food 
resources of the country. Although the 
manufacture of some of these oils in the 
United States is of comparatively recent 
date, it is believed that the list of estab- 
lishments canvassed is complete. 


The following summary shows the 
number of establishments engaged in the 
production of the several oils, together 
with the quantity of each kind produced 
during the calendar year 1916:—

Monthly reports concerning the produc- 
tion and movement of cottonseed oil are 
now collected by the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, in compliance with the act of Con- 
gress approved August 7, 1916. During 
the period from August 1, 1916, to April 
30, 1917, there were 756 mills in the United 
States which expressed oil from cotton- 
seed. During this period 4,164,801 tons of 
cottonseed was crushed, the total quan- 
tity of cottonseed oil produced being 
1,288,084,077 pounds. During this same 
period 1,161,591,332 pounds of crude cotton- 
seed oil was refined, from which 1,080,- 
€36,014 pounds of refined oll was obtained. 
The stocks of cottonseed held at the oil 
mills on April 30 amounted to 229,817 tons. 

In addition to the production of domes- 
tie vegetable oils which may be used for 
edible purposes, considerable quantities 
are also imported. During the calendar 
year 1916 there was imported 64,349,308 
pounds of cocoanut oil, 16,597,785 pounds 
of cottonseed oll, 145,409,269 pounds of 
soya bean oil, 29,270,063 pounds of palm 
oil, 4,323,735 pounds of palm-kernel oil, 
2,089,801 gallons of peanut oil, 2,690,755 gal- 
lons of rape-seed oil, 7,686,593 gallons of 
Chinese-nut oil, .and 7,382,353 gallons of 
edible olive oil. During the same period 
there was exported 188,213,816 pounds of 
domestic cottonseed oil and _ 9,118,812 
pounds of corn oil; also 478,438 pounds of 
foreign cocoanut oil, 2,062,900 pounds of 
soya bean oil, 56,805 pounds of palm oil, 
22,780 gallons of peanut oil and 52,263 gal- 
lons of edible olive oil. 





FAT FAMINE FEARED—NATIONAL COUNCIL 
OF DEFENSE PERFECTING SUPPLY PLANS 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 

A soap famine is said to be an inevit- 
able certainty for this country as one 
result of the growing shortage of fats 
and oils, for which there is no immediate 
relief in sight. This is the opinion of 
an expert who has been watching condi- 
tions closely for the last three or four 
years. 

This nation uses more soap per capita 
than any other people on the face of the 


earth, and in fear of a soap famine im- 
portant committees under the Council of 
National Defense and under the food ad- 
ministration organization of Herbert C. 
Hoover are bending their efforts to insti- 
tute relief measures. This threatened 
shortage of soap and consequent record 
prices is but one phase of the dearth of 
fats and oils, to which attention has 
been cailed by several authoritative artl- 
cles in the Reporter. 

Whereas glycerine has previously been 
a by-product in the manufacture of soap, 
on account of the war demand for 
glycerine to be used in the manufacture 
of high explosives, soap is now a by- 
product of glycerine. Under these condi- 
tions, although all materials used in the 
manufacture of soaps are unusually 
high, the soapmakers have been able to 
keep the selling price at normal because 
of the high prices they have been re- 
ceiving for the by-product glycerine for 
conversion into nitroglycerine to fill war 
orders and for technical purposes. While 
the soap manufacturers have been pro- 
ducing more soap lye than could possibly 
be used in this country, it was naturally 
assumed that a tremendous surplus was 
being piled up which would hold soap 
prices at normal for an indefinite period. 
It develops, however, that this surplus 
production has been sold abroad at 
prices ruinously low in comparison with 
prevailing prices, in order to keep stock 
moving so that the extraordinary profits 
from glycerine might be harvested. 

As a result of all this, coupled with 
an increasing shortage of fats, both ani- 
mal and vegetable, there is a lack of 
the raw material for soap manufacture. 

Prospect of a 10 per cent. duty on tal- 
low and the war tax on toilet soap, the 
tax on freight and other war measures 
are adding a still heavier load on this 
particular schedule. The public gen- 
erally does not realize the fact, but it is 
being felt generally by the trade that 
with tallow now more than 20 cents and 
threatening to go to 30 cents, while soap 
lye giycerine is selling only at 42 cents 
per pound, the profit on the latter can- 
not carry as it has been carrying the in- 
creasing cost of the former. The price 
of taliow has more than doubled and this 
has taken all the profits out of soap 
manufacture and will force greatly in- 
creased prices. ° 

Government officials and the trade rep- 
resentatives who have been called into 
conferences are agreed that there is 
pressing need to further increase the 
production of oil-bearing plants, both 
those which are already recognized as a 
source of supply, and others. 

Now here is what it is proposed shall 
be done to meet the situation:—It is 
agreed that there should be a dependable 
census, comparable to the food census, 
of the situation on fats and oils. That 
the government has already gone a con- 
siderable distance is shown by the fact 
that the Bureau of the Census has issued 
a statement regarding a survey of the 
manufacture of vegetable oils for edible 
purposes, to be found elsewhere in this 
issue. A similar report covering animal 
fats and oils will soon be forthcoming. 
Following the taking of this fats and 
oils census it is proposed to develop the 
oil-seed crops. It is too late to do any- 





thing in this line this year, but those 
working along development of such 
auxiliary crops for the Department of 


Agricifiture say such development can 
be done successfully and that these crops 
will greatly relieve the shortage. 

Another proposition is that the govern- 
ment and the people generally turn to 
the utilization of fixed oils now lost in 
waste from canneries. The seeds of most 
of these fruits are rich in oil. There is 
information now before the Bureau of 
Plant Industry, as a result of several 
years’ study, showing the waste in to- 
mato seeds. At one plant on a crop 30 
per cent. of normal there is a pile of 
seeds % feet high, 20 -feet wide and 40 
feet long of refuse seeds rich in oil. At 
another plant the waste annually is 25 
tons, 

There is another suggestion for relief 
of the situation, which also has pre- 
viously been made in the Reporter. That 
is the possibllity of widely extending the 
use of oils and fats as articles of popular 
diet in the form of margerines. With 
butter at 60 cents a pound and the prices 
of other food products enormously in- 
creased, the consumption of fats in many 
families must be reduced. As the wage- 
earner or the man with a fixed salary 
with raising prices must find the quan- 
tity he can buy curtailed, there is pros- 
pect of his maintaining the mormal fat 
consumption for his family in dietary by 
the substitution of these oil and fat mar- 
gerines. 

That the United States now badly 
needs fats and oils, will need them much 
more within the next two years, and 
that there is in this country not only a 
great opportunity but the utmost in- 
centive to build up a great vegetable 
oil industry, taking in many seed crops 
not now grown, is the consensus of opin- 
lon of those who have been stdying con- 
ditions and devising war measures for 
relief, 


Danger of Castor Oil Shortage Be- 
cause of Lubricant Demand 


Arouses Government. 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 

With the United States getting prac- 
tically its entire supply of castor oil 
b@gns from India, with shipping depleted 
so that there is no surety when addi- 
tional supplies can be imported, and with 
prospects of a big airship fleet to multi- 
ply the demand for castor oil, another 
problem is presented to the Council of 
«National Defense for solution. 

Some authorities have stated that the 


consumption of castor oil in one airship 
flight is four or five gallons an hour. 
While this seems preposterous, it is an 
indisputable fact that as a lubricant for 
the airship motor there is a tremendous 
demand for castor oil, which is causing a 
shortage. 

Wiith prospect of an early wholesale 
manufacture of airships, -according to 
plans for standardization of the indus- 
try through the committee of the Ad- 
visory Commission of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, of which H. E.. Coffin is 
chairman, there must be a supply of 
castor oil or else much of the efficiency 
of the air fleet will be lost through sub- 
stitution of inferior lubricants. 

The customary importation of castor 
oil beans from India to the United States 
is about a million bushels a year. 

An official of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture who is in close touch 
with conditions admitted that this is a 
perplexing problem. He said he. feels 
very confident that the castor beans can 
be satisfactorily grown in this country, 
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and that with proper organization of re- 
sources every bean that is needed for the 
production of castor oil can be grown. 

Already in existence is the machinery 
for crushing these beans, and all that is 
needed is to grow them. 

Here again is prospect of starting a 
new auxiliary crop in the United States 
which will give this country trade in- 
dependence from any foreign source ot 
supply. 


REPEAL OLEO TAX. 


Presidents of National and State Seed 


Crushers’ Associations Act. 


Fielding Wallace, president of the In- 
terstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion, has sent out the following telegram 
to the officers of State associations:— 


In view of the present and prospective 
worldwide conditions releiive to the scar- 
city of food products, and especially edible 
fats, including butter, this country cannot 
afford to continue to tax oleomargarine, a 
wholesome article of human diet. From a 
revenue standpoint the comparatively small 
amount of tax derived is not justified, in 
view of the restrictions it places On a val- 
uable and needed product. Such class leg- 
islation should not be countenanced at this 
time when our country should use all its 
efforts in the economic administration of 
its wonderful resources, especially as to 
the food and feed products. This unjust tax 
should by all means be suspended during 
the period of the war, and the production 
of oleomargarine should be allowed under 
the supervision of the Federal Agricultural 
Department. 

In addition, {ts sale should be permitted 
without license tax and without any color 
restrictions whatever, 

Please have the members of your associa- 
tion send immediately a day letter to Sen- 
ators and Congressmen of your State to this 
effect. Also have commercial organizations 
do likewise. 








President C. C. Littleton of Texas 
Cottonseed Crushers Sends Out 
Appeal. 


The movement on the part of the cot- 
tonseed crushers of the country for the 
reduction of the present tax on oleo- 
margarine in the interests of the con- 
sumers of the country has been given 
renewed impetus by President Littleton, 
of the Texas association, who writes as 
oe to the members of that organiza- 
tion :— . 


In view of the present and prospective 
worldwide conditions relative to the scar- 
city of food products, and especially edible 
fats, including butter, this country cannot 
afford to continue to tax oleomargarine, a 
wholesome article of human diet. From a 
‘revenue standpoint the comparatively small 
amount of tax derived is not justified, in 
view of the restrictions it places on a val- 
uable food product. 

Our country should use all its efforts in 
the economic administration of its re- 
sources. especially as to food and feed prod- 
ucts. We feel that the tax on this article 
should be suspended at least during the 
period of the war, and the production 
should be allowed under the supervision of 
the Federal Agricultural Department, and 
the sale of such should be permitted with- 
out license tax and without any color re- 
strictions whatever 

Agricultural colleges should be urged to 
teach the best use of vegetable oils for 
consumption as articles of human diet. 

Our Levislative Committee fs actively at 
work in Washington in an effort to secure 
the removal or reduction of the tax on oleo- 
margarine, and now is the opportune time 
for this to he accomplished. 

Asheraft. secretarv of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Interstate Asso- 
ciation. at Washineton has sveeested that 
the members of the Texas association he 
urged to write to their Senators and Con- 
gressmen from their districts. bringing this 
matter to their attention as outlined above, 
and I trust that each of vou will at once 
write such an anne?l to vour Congressman 
and thus assist in the effort being made to 
remove this tax on oleomargarine.

Price of Margarin in France. 


The French advisory committee on 
prices ot foodstuffs, in view of the in- 
creased cost of. raw materials entering 
into the manufacture of margarin, has 
proposed to Increase its price 30 centimes 
per kilo. Consequently, the Paris pre- 
fect of police has issued an ordinance 
fixing the retail selling price as follows, 
beginning May 10:—Table margarin, 3.60 
franes per kilo; cooking margarin, 3.20 
francs per kilo (approximately at the 
rate of 5.70 frances’ per dollar, 28% and 
25% cents, respectively, per pound). 





Developing Import Trade in Peanuts 
at Bristol. 


A new trade, the importation of peanuts 
from West Africa, has been started at 
Bristol, aud it is understood that the ex- 
periment not only has proved satisfac- 
tory but gives promise of becoming per- 
manent. During the year ended April 
30, 1916, the peanuts imported direct from 
West Africa amounted to 15,352 tons, 
whereas in the preceding year only 5 tons, 
were imported. Peanuts from West Af- 
rica have been paying a freight rate of 
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approximately $41 per British ton. The 
value of the peanuts at Bristol is about 
$121 a ton, and of cake about $73. Nor- 
aa the value would be but half these 

Seed-crushing and oil-cake manufac- 
ture are carried on to a considerable ex- 
tent at both Avonmouth and Bristol. An 
important business in feeding cake is 
done with the neighboring agricultural 
centers, while the oil is sold to indus- 
tries in this city using such products. 
The following figures show, in long tons, 
Bristol's imports of oil cake and oilseeds 
during the past 2 years:—

Soya Bean Oil Freight Rates from 
Pacific Coast Established. 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 


In the matter of soya bean oil from 
Pacific Coast ports the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission authorizes the estab- 
lishment, effective July 1, 1917, of a rate 
of 814% cents per 100 pounds on soya bean 
oil, in tank cars, from Pacific Coast ports 
to Brunswick, Ga.; Savannah, Ga.; 
Charleston, 8. C., and Jacksonville, Fla., 
without observing the long-and-short- 
haul provision. This rate is constructed 
by an arbitrary of 66% cents per 100 
pounds acceptetl by lines west of the 
Mississippi River for transportation from 
Pacific Coast ports to Memphis, Tenn., 
and other lower Mississippi River cross- 
ings, plus 80 per cent. of the local rate 
from the said crossings to the above- 
named South Atlantic ports. The rate 
named in this item is not applicable to 


all intermediate points. Upon reasonable 
request a rate will be established to 
any intermediate point upon one day’s 
notice to the commission and to the 
public, which will not exceed the above- 
named proportional rate of 56% cents to 
lower Mississippi River crossings, plus 
80 per cent. of the local rate from the 
said crossings to the said intermediate 
point.

TO GROW DIGITALIS. 


Council of Defense Urges Increased 
Production-—Has It Overlooked 


Immense Coast Supply? 


WASHINGTON, June 22, 1917. 


That the National Council of Defense, 
through its sub-committee, is deeply 
concerned about the supply of certain 
drugs for the Army and Navy, particu- 
larly digitalis, is shown by the fact that 
the experimental laboratories of a num- 
ber of Western universities have been 
urged to promote the growing of digi- 
taiis on an extensive scale, 

Since there are known to be large 
areas on the Pacific coast where digi- 
talis grows wild in abundance, the action 
of the committee in soliciting an in- 
creased production is not clearly under- 
stood by some students of the drug in- 
dustry. The latter say that this must 
be one of the unavoidable instances in 
such a big organization where there has 
not been time to closely cd-ordinate all 
activities and that probably the Pacific 
coast wild supply was entirely over- 
looked. ; 

Some of the large manufacturing drug 
concerns have been obtaining their sup- 
ply of digitalis from this wild field for 
some time. These fields are in Oregon 
and Washington and especially in the 
valley of the Columbia river. 

Digitalis is considered the most reliable 
heart tonic. Digitalis is almost indis- 
pensable in general practice and un- 
questionably in war times its use will 
Save thousands of lives. 

Officials of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry refuse to discuss the proposal to 
increase the production of digitalis as 
a war measure, further than to admit 
that they have been experimenting with 
this plant for several years, but that 
they had not recommended its produc- 
tion because they felt that? they had 
better turn their attention to some other 
plants which were not already grown in 
this country.

increased Use of Fertilizers in Japan. 


An official of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Commerce says the demand 
for commercial fertilizer in Japan has 
considerably increased recently. The 
value of fertilizer consumed last year 
reached $54,835,000, Of this amount about 
$29,910,000 worth was produced in Japan, 
and the remainder was imported from 
abroad. Among the various sorts of fer- 
tilizers now being manufactured in large 
quantities sulphate of ammonia is chief. 
Since the war practically stopped the im- 
portation of this fertilizer from abroad, 
the home production has been remark- 
ably increased, as the following figures 
show :—1914, $1,121,625; 1915. $2,492,500; 1916, 
$3,988,000; and 1917 (estimated), $5,982,000, 
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REVENUE BILL 
STILL UNDER FIRE 


Proprietary Tax Stands at 
2 Per Cent. Instead of 5 
—Profits Tax. 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 
‘The Senate Committee on Finance con- 
tinued the consideration of the war 
revenue bill during the: past week, giving 
considerable time to a consideration of 
the excess profits tax. As the measure 
now stands the excess profits tax pro- 
vided in the House is stricken out and a 
basis of taxation has been tenta- 
agreed upon, 
provided that this tax 
cent. on all income

capital the value of trade-marks and 
good will. The tentative substitute for 
this adopted by the Senate committee 
takes the average profits of the years

Proprietary Tax. 


The manufacturers’ tax as applied to 
the proprietary medicine and allied drug 
trades still remains at 2 per cent., a re- 
duction from 5 per cent. as provided in 
the House Dill. Suggestions have been 
made from members of the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means that this re- 
duction will be fought on the_ part of 
the House conferees. Senator Simmons, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, today said he regarded the 
rate of 2 per cent as settled definitely 
so far as his committee is concerned, 

The proprietary medicine and allied 
drug trades have a clear 6 per cent. tax, 
which other manufacturers do not have 
to meet, in the form of taxes that will 
in fact be paid by them as consumers 
of articles used in their trades and 
which do not figure in many other 
manufacturing lines, This tax of 6 per 
cent. estimated by them is made up of 
the excise taxes that the bill calls for 
on alcohol, sugar, advertising, chocolate 
used for coating certain tablets, cocoa, 
glucose and honey. They estimate if the 
House rate of taxation of 5 per cent. 
should eventually prevail they would be 


subjected to an entire tax of 11 per cent. 


Newspaper Postage. 
has adopted at least 
tentatively an additional newspaper , 
postage tax of one-fourth of a cent per 
pound and a tax of 5 per cent. on the 
net profits of newspapers and periodi- 
cals. They also have before them a pro- 
posed tax on all net earnings of periodi- 
cals and newspapers above $4,000, ones 
tax to be somewhere between 3 and 10 
per cent. This proposition has not 
passed the stage of discussion.

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NINTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE OF CHEMICAL ENGINEERS 





Valuable Papers on Glue, Linseed Oil and Potash Presented 


by Experts—Session Began Wednesday. 


annual convention of the 
American Institute of Chemical En- 
gineers, which began last Wednesday at 
the Hotel Statler, Buffalo, was made up 
of delegates from all sections of the 
country, as well as from Japan. The 
two principal topics of discussion during 


the earlier sessions were the necessity 
of broadening the curriculum of the 
schools to the end that more interest 
would be developed in chemistry, and 
the part already and to be played by 
the chemists of the country in the carry- 
ing on of the present war. In connection 
with the latter discussion, resolutions 
were adopted and sent to Washington, 
urging the fact that the chemists of the 
land are already engaged in war work, 
and that the requirements of the indus- 
tries engaged in the production of war 
materials for various descriptions call 
for the exemption of chemists as a class 
from the coming conscription. 

The opening session was called to 
order at 9.20 on Wednesday with am ad- 
dress of welcome by David C. Howard, 
first vice-president of the Buffalo Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The president of the 
institute, G. W. Thompson of the Na- 
‘tional Lead Company, was the presiding 
officer. 

Many papers of a technical nature were 
presented and discussed, abstracts of 
several of the more interesting to Re- 
porter trades being the following:— 


Manufacture of Glue. 


Arthur Lowenstein, of Chicago, pre- 
sented a paper on “Some Machinery Em- 
ploved in the Manufacture of Glue,” 
declaring that the majority of the im- 
provements in the equipment used in the 
making of glue in this country have been 
in that section of the industry devoted 
to the chilling, cutting and spreading of 
Because of this he paid mo atten- 
tion to the preparation of raw glue 
stocks, chemical treatment of such 
stocks or their subsequent cooking and 
evaporation, but dealt with the product 
after it had left the evaporator. 

“Some years ago when the Bureau of 
Chemistry started to investigate’ the 
gelatine industry with a view to decreas- 
ing the bacterial count of commercial 
gelatines and to prevent metallic con- 
tamination, some manufacturers found 
it necessary to adopt different methods 
from the very beginning in the selection 
of their raw materials, and particularly 
in thelr methods of handling the product 
from its inception to the final stages. 
TInasinuch as gelatine is a particularly 
good culture medium for bacteria it was 
found desirable to concentrate efforts on 
methods which would reduce the period 
of time after the gelatine left the evap- 
orator until it was converted into sheets 
or other finished form. The object 
sought was to obtain a_ continuous 
method of chilling, cutting and spread- 
ing the product without having it. come 
in contact with agencies carrying bac- 
teria, such as employes’ hands, etc.” 

Mr. Lowenstein described a method 
worked out and patented and now in 
use by large manufacturers which ob- 
viated these difficulties, by means of a 
machiné which chills the product in a 
continuous sheet of the desired thick- 
ness, spreading on an endless belt which 
passes through a refrigerating tunnel, 
and automatically cutting the gelatine or 
glue into sheets of the required size and 
spreading it automatically upon the 
usual screens preparatory to drying. 


Manufacture of Linseed Oil. 


Practically all the flaxseed or linseed 
crushed in America is handled on the 
open-plate hydraulic press, declared 
Glenn H. Pickard, of Chicago, in his 
paper on “The Manufacture of Linseed 
Oil.” Until recently a small proportion 
of the oil was won by the extraction of 
the seed with naphtha, but with the re- 
cent destruction by fire of the last plant 
operating on this principal the process, 
so far as linseed oil is concerned, ceased 
to be in this country. The expeller is 
employed in a few mills, but the amount 
of oil produced by this means is a very 
small propertion of the whole. 

Mr. Pickard described the methods 
employed in cleaning the seed and the 
removal of foreign matter, the crushing 
process by the employment of rolls in 
stacks of five, the heating or ‘‘cooking.” 
He then said that ‘fof the mechanism 
of the changes within the ground flax- 
seed or of the manner in which varia- 
tions in operation bring about the re- 
sults noted in practice little or nothing is 
known. It does not appear to be a diffi- 
cult matter to apply scientific methods 
of observation during the process with 
a view of securing means of definite and 
positive control so that variations in raw 
materiai may be made convergent in the 
meal cooker and so that uniform effi- 
ciency of extraction and uniform prod- 
ucts May result. 

‘In the pressing of the tempered meal 
in a given press there are three variables 
which are functions of vield and capa- 
city. One is pressure, That most gen- 
eraliy used is from 3,500 to 4,500 pounds 
per square inch. Another variable is 
the weight of the molded cake. Practice 
varies between those weighing’ ten 
pounds after pressing and those of fifteen 
or sixteen pounds, When the cakes are 
thick there is more tendency toward un- 
even packing and the cushioning of the 
press is at a maximum. The light cake 
gives the lowest average oil content; the 
minimum weight produced is ten pounds. 
To keep as close to that as possible is 
good practice. The third variable is time. 
The presses are usually arranged in 
groups of six, one of which is operated 
by two or three men who work together. 
The vressings per hour are expressed as 
six on six, seven on six or five on six, 


The ninth 


glue, 


as the case may be. Im the first case the 
pressure is exerted for sixty minutes less 
the time required to discharge and 
charge, which varies between five and 
ten minutes with the dexterity of the 
men. The seven on six method allows 
but fifty-one minutes, while five on six 
permits of seventy-two minutes under 
pressure, less changing time. A tabula- 
tion of production figures for several 
years shows that the longer- time in- 
creased the yleld by one-half of one per 
cent. With cake at $30 a ton and oil at 
50 cents a gallon, one-half per cent, re- 
duction in the oil content of the cake 
makes a gain of 2.6 cents per bushel of 
seed or $3.25 per press per day when it 
is run for yield and not for capacity. 
Today the figure would be about 9 cents 
per bushel. 

“As a result of data on hand, supple- 
mented by experience, the writer would 
use, with the feeling that he was not far 
from the most economical practice, one 
roll for each two presses, an 84-inch 
3 hugh heater for twelve presses, or pos- 
sibly a 72-Inch for six presses, a hand- 
operated hydraulic former and twenty 
plate presses in which 10-pound cake 
would be produced at the rate of six 
pressings per hour on each six presses.”’ 

The obvious conclusions drawn by Mr. 
Pickard were that the manufacture of 
linseed oil is controlled in an uncertain 
empirical manner. It is possible, he said, 
that a system could be worked out by 
accurate observations of the effect of 
various changes in operation and by a 
scientific study of the underlying reac- 
tions and mechanical principles involved 
which would minimize the _ effect of 
variations in the seed and thus render 
extraction more efficient. With the pres- 
ent and probable prices of oil and cake 
for the near future, one would not have 
to make much of an improvement to pay 
large dividends upon the investment re- 


quired. 


Potash from Waste Liquor of Beet 


Sugar Factories. 


During the 1916 season approximately 
6,000,000 tons of sugar beets were pro- 
duced in the United States, d@clared 
Herman E. Zitkowski in his paper on 
“The Recovery of Potash from Beet 
Sugar House Waste Liquors.’”’ In all 
probability a materially greater tonnage 
production will be produced this year. 
From an economic and agricultural view- 
polnt—aside from the sugar—the nitro- 
gen. phosporic acid and potash content 
of the sugar beet is of more than pass- 
ing importance. 

Accepting the average of an analysis 
of beets from three witely separated 
sections of the [’nited States in 1916— 
California, Coloraé@® and Wisconsin—the 
6,000,000-ton crop last year contained 12,700 
tons of nitrogen, 3,780 tons of phosphoric 
anhydride and 18,180 tons of potassium 
oxide. 

Approximately the disposition of the 
potash in the sugar beet crop grown in 
the United States at present is as fol- 
lows:—Returned to the farm in pulp, 10 
per cent.; found in molasses produced, 
9) per cent, The potash found in mo- 
lasses is distributed as follows:—To alco- 
hol plants, 10 per cent. plus; used as 
molasses feeds, 40 per cent. plus; de- 
sugarized, 45 per cent. plus. This only 
leaves under control of the manufac- 
turers about 40 per cent. of the potash 
content of the beet, which on a basis of 
a 6,000,00#-ton crop amounts to between 
6,800 and 7,500 tons of K,0O. 

This quantity is now disposed of as 
follows:—Directly to the soil as factory 
sewage, 20 per cent.; concentrated to 
5.55 per cent. dry substance and sold to 
fertilizer factories, 5 per cent.; concen- 
trated and calcined to crude ash, 5 per 
cent.; discharged into streams and rep- 
resenting the stock of values now lost, 
70 per cent. 

Little has*been done in developing the 
waste liquor values in this country. The 
reasons are obvious, Not the least lies 
in the fact that sugar is a sort of na- 
tional and international political football. 
Between duties, bounties, premiums, spe- 
cial international agreements as_ the 
Brussels Conference, and competition 
with the tropics, the beet sugar industry 
of the United States has never felt suffi- 
ciently safe to venture in new directions. 

At the outbreak of the present war the 
outlook was particularly § dark. The 
tariff had been lowered, and a duty-free 


sugar clause enacted to go into hers ow 
atter 


May 1, 1916. Fortunately this 1 
clause was repealed before going into 
effect, 


What the development of the future 
may be will depend more upon legisla- 
tion following cessatiog of hostilities 


rather than present high prices, and in, 


this respect the beet sugar industry is 
not differently situated than most other 
chemical industries in this country.

50,000,000 BBLS. OIL 
FOR UNCLE SAM - 


President Will Fix Price, 
but It Will Be on 


Producer Cost. 
Washington, June 22, 1917. 


Secretary Daniels has ordered coal and 
oil producers to supply the enormous 
quantities needed by the navy at prices 
to be fixed later by the President when 
the Federal Trade Commission has de- 
termined a fair rate. The navy will use 
1,750,000 tons of coal and 50,000,000 barrels 
of oil purchased under this application 
of the authority granted by Congress, 

The announcement that the President 
will “fix” the price to be paid by the 
government for 5,000,000 barrels of fuel 
oil for use of the navy during the coming 
year probably will work out in a manner 
different from that which is expected in 
some quarters. The President will de- 
pend upon the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion for advice as to the amount that 
should be paid for this oil, 

It is expected the Federal Trade Com- 
mission will arrive at the price the gov- 
ernment should pay for oil by requiring 
from producing and refining companies 
Statements of the cost of production to 
which will be added a percentage of 
profit which will be the price the govern- 
ment will consider is reasonable and 
which it will be willing to pay. The 
commission has made some studigs to 
the cost of producing oil so that the sub- 
ject will not be a new one. They have 
not yet been requested to proceed with 
the work of arriving at the reasonable 
price of oil, but it is likely they will 
do so in the near future. 3 

In its contract for oil supply the Navy 
Department intends to have the Federal 
Trade Commission make an appraisal of 
the cost of production, to this will be 
added “a fair and even liberal profit,” 
but ‘beyond this we do not intend to 
pay.” This is the statement of Josephus 
Daniels, Secretary of the Navy, who on 
Wednesday afternoon called’ the full 
membership of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission into conference at the Navy De- 
partment, and asked them to begin at 
once and make as quickly as. possible 
whatever investigations are necessary to 
determine what the actval cost of pro- 
duction is. 

This course of procedure and this lay- 
ing down the law to the oil trade applies 
with equal force and directness to the 
cealers in coal, steel, lumber and all raw 
materials that are needed by the Navy 
Department in carrying out its war pro- 
gram. This was specifically stated by 
the Secretary in his conference with the 
Federal Trade Commission. 


Cheinass Bedford of Sub-Committee 
on Petroleum in Conference with 


Federal Officials. 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 


Representing the fuel oil trade, A. C. 
Bedford, president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, chairman of 
the Sub-committee on Petroleum of the 
Committee on Raw Materials of the Ad- 
visory Commission of the Council of 
National Defense, was in conference this 
week with Secretary Daniels of the Navy 
Department. This Sub-committee on Pe- 
troleum had been invited to confer with 
navy officials on the prices for oil that 
had been tendered to the navy in bids 
‘recently called for to supply the navy 
with 2,000,000 barrels for the Atlantic fleet 
and 350,000 barrels for the Pacific fleet. 

This sub-committee has no authority 
to determine prices and acts only in an 
advisory capacity. Its problem is to pro- 
vide an adequate supply of oil for the 
United States mavy and army and for 
their allies in the war. 

“The petroleum industry as a whole is 
right behind the government and is 
striving in every way to help with the 
war plans,” said Mr. Bedford in a state- 
ment for the Reporter. In response to 
the question whether the committee has 
anything to do with setting crude oil 
prices, Mr. Bedford replied that ‘‘the 
general view of the Industry is gratifica- 
tion because Secretary Daniels has said 
that he sees no reason to feel that the 
representatives ef the petroleum indus- 
try are inclined to have any other desire 
than to provide the navy with its needs 
on the basis of a fair profit. We wish 
to give every assurance that as far as 
we have been able to discover the im- 
dustry wants nothing more, but we do 
want to again point out that in no other 
industry is it so important that the gov- 
ernment in its purchases of supplies dur- 
ing the war should not hamper produc- 
tion with such low prices that there will 
be no encouragement among those whose 
business it is to furnish the crude oil, to 
bring it to the surface of the ground.”’ 

Mr. Bedford has had a series of con- 
ferences in Washington with the organi- 
zation of the Council of National De- 
fense, government officials and trade 
deiegations, and also with the official 
representatives of other governments. 

In answer to some criticism which has 
been expressed that the Sub-committee 
on Petroleum is “‘lopsided,’’ it was 
pointed out that this committee repre- 
sents all of the trade interests and sec- 
tions, the big refining corporations and 
the independents, and that through its 
ex officio members it has all the force 
and resources of the Bureau of Mines 
and the Geological Survey to provide it 
with statistical information.

3,335,000,000 Barrels of Oil Pro- 
duced in U. S. Up to Feb- 


ruary, 1916. 
Washington, June 22, 1917. 


The oll situation on the Pacific coast 
was under discussion before the Senate 
Committee on Public Lands during the 
past week and some important state- 
ments bearing on the oil supply of the 
United States were made by Mark L. 
Requa, of San Francisco, Cal., consult- 
ing engineer for the Bureau of Mines 
and chairman of the Valuation Commit- 
tee of the Independent Oil Producers’ 
Agency of California. 

_This Valuation Committee valued some 
150 oil companies for the purpose of con- 
solidation, said Mr. Requa, who explained 
how his efforts to obtain valuable oil 
property in Mexico for the protection of 
American interests had been defeated. 
He said Mr. Dohemia held the largest 
oil carrier in Mexico and mext to him 
was Lord Cowdrey, Continuing he said:— 

‘I was so impressed with the vital 
bearing that the Mexican oil had upon 
the problem of the United States that 
some few years ago I endeavored to 
effect the consolidation of the Indepen- 
dent oil producers of California, the 
Union Oll Company and the Mexican 
Petroleum Company, believing that in 
the Mexican Petroleum Company there 
was a supply of oil that would meet the 
requirements for a very considerable 
period of time to come. While it is en- 
tirsty and utterly impossible to estimate 
the probable oil content of the lands be- 
longing to the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
pany, Mr, I, C. White, State geologist of 
West Virginia, has made a _ tentative 
esiimate, giving them a quantity of about 
1,500,000,000 barrels in excess of the total 
production of the United States up to 
date. Those Mexican wells will produce 
anywhere from 6,000 up to 75,000 or 100,- 
00) barrels per well per day, and they 
have almost unlimited possibilities. 
Senator Shafroth:—What was the total 
amount produced in the United States 
up to date? 

Mr. Requa:—Three billion 
dred and thirty-five million barrels. 
was up to February, 1916.

British Blocked Combination. 
Mr. Requa:—That combination was 
blocked by the English oil interests. 
Three days after the president of the 


Board of Trade in the House of Parlia- 
ment made a speech in the course of 
which he said that it had been the policy 
of England im the past to control, as far 
as possible, the coal resources of the 
world, and it would be their policy in the 
future to control the oil resources of the 
world. Unless the United States takes 
some action that will encourage and pro- 
tect Americans in searching for oil in 
Central and South America and see to 
it that these sources of supply are safe- 
guarded, it is quite conceivable, in my 
mind, that we will become in time en- 
tirely under the dominion of some for- 
eign country, so far as our oil and our 
lubricants are concerned. I said that 
very thing in this pamphlet. I said:— 
“When it is too late we will awake to 
the fact that the oi! resources of the 
world are in foreign hands, and that, so 
far as its lubricants are concerned, the 
United States has become the vassal of 
some foreign power.” 

Senator Phelan:—You said that was 
stopped by the English interference. 
What form did that interference take? 

Mr. Requa:—The Union Oil Company of 
California, one of the largest stockhold- 
ers, is an English syndicate, represented 
by Andrew Weir, who has large shipping 
interests. I think, perhaps, it is one of 
the largest, if not the largest, shipping 
houses in England. It was necessary for 
me to secure the consent of Mr. Weir for 
this consolidation to become effective, 
and I never got it. 

Senator Phelam:—Doubtless his opposi- 
tion was inspired by the Engiish Gov- 
ernment, as announced by the gentlemen 
to whom you referred a while ago. 

Mr. Requa:—I do not know. I do know 
that he did make a speech in the House 
of Commons a few days afterwards—or 
before, 

Senator Phelan:—Was there not a vol- 
untary contract made by the Petroleum 
Products Company within the last year, 
agreeing to deliver 50,000 barrels a day? 

Mr. Requa:—I am not familiar with 
that at all. 


Tampico Oil for Navy. 


Senator Phelan:—Is it not true that 
England is now using almost exclusively 
for its navy the Tampico field? 

Mr. Reqyua:—I presume they do; al- 
though I have been under the Impression 
that they have been getting some from 
the United States. 

Senator Walsh:—Senator Phelan, Mr. 
Doheny informs me that that is not the 
case, but by reason of some kind of an 
arrangement all of the Mexican export 
comes to the United States, is consumed 
here, and that an equal quantity is taken 
out of the Appalachian field and ex- 
ported to Great Britain. 


Senator Phelan:—It is tantamount to 
the same thing; that is to say, if the 
Tampico field failed, the United States 


would not deliver from the Appalachian 
fields.

RIVADAVIA ZONE IS BEING DEVELOPED 


The Argentine Board of Mines and 
Geology after a detailed study of the oil- 
fields of the republic, has issued a report 
dividing the country into four separate 
districts, one at the extremity of the 
Cordillera of Mendoza, another the ex- 
tensive zone of tar and asphalt mani- 
festations in the same province and in 
the territory of Neuquen, the third the 
Patagonian coast contiguous to Como- 
dorv Rivadavia—the best known, and the 
fourth the sub-Alpine from Bolivia to the 
provinces of Salta and Jujuy. 

The deposits in the first district con- 
sist of a mimeral containing 4 per cent. 
of light oil (naphtha and benzine), 23 per 
cent. of illuminating oils and 73 per cent. 
of heavy oli from which as much as 35 
per cent. paraffin has been extracted. 


The Rivadavia Deposits. 


The general situation of the petroleum 
depusits in the Patagonian region reveats 
very different characteristics. 


From December 13, 1$17, eareful 
surveys of the subsoil of this region 
have been made in the vicinity of 


Comodoro Rivadavia, within the zone of 
5,000 hectares (12,355 acres) which the gov- 
ernment ordered to be reserved. Borings 
have beer effected methodically, and it 
can be said that in every case where a 
sufficient depth has been attained, that 
is to say 500 meters below sea level, pe- 
troleum has been met with, and it has 
been proved that there exists here one 
of the mest important petroliferous areas 
of the world. The quality of this oil is 
exceptionally good. It is a heavy pe- 
troleum and contains a small proportion 
of light oil. Its heating power is excel- 
lent. a 

3y means of destructive distillation it 
has been proved that from Comodoro 
Rivadavia petroleum can be extracted 5 
per cent. of benzine, 16.27 per cent. of 
illuminating oils, and 67 per cent. of 
heavy oil, with the advantage that it can 
be used as fuel in the State in which it 
leaves the wells, either by the employ- 


withdrawal order went into effect, the 
decrease in 1916 approximating 30,000 bar- 
rels per day, and at the present time it 
is runnimg 40,000 barrels a day. 

This decrease, he said, was due to an 
increased consumption as production had 
somewhat increased. Concluding his 
testimony, Mr. Requa said:— 

“We are prone to think of our coal 
supply as limitless, and that if it ever is 
exhausted the hydroelectric power will 
supply the deficiency. We forget that 
the machinery must be lubricated and 
that there is no known substitute for 
petroleum as a lubricant. The problem 
of the source of our heat, light and 
power is dependent on the problem of 
solving the question of lubrication.

Few Results in Northern Zone. 


The northern petroliferous zone is con- 
sidered to be an isolated ore, having nwo 
geological vinculat'ons with the others 
ex sting in the country, but presenting 
all the characterist'cs common to the 
presence of this mimeral. No petroleum 
working, properly speaking, has taken 
place yet in this zone, although certain 
attempts have been made at the foot of 
the Sierra de Zapla, near a lake of the 
Province of Jujuy, and in one of the 
“quebradas” of the Province of Salta. 
In the first two mentioned districts the 
oil gushes from the second calcareows 
level and im the third from the higher 
sand stratum. The few borings effectea 
in these three districts have so far given 
no practical results whatever. 

The other points of this zone which 
present petroleum manifestation, but 
where no work has yet been done, are:~— 
Loma de Ipaguazu, Aguas Calientes, 
Quebrada de Iquira, Zanga Honda, 
Sierra del Alto, Rio Chico, Agua Blanca, 
Vado Hondo, and Rio Colorado. Anal- 
yses of samples of petroleum taken from 
the surface in this zone indicate that 
the product is very liquid, yellow or 
orange yellow in color, and rich in illumi- 


nating Oils; in other cases petroleum 
is somewhat more dense, greyish 
red im color with green florescence 


and containing a high proportion of lub- 
riecating oils. In the first case the den- 
sity varies between 0.75 and 0.8, while 
in the second it is 0.9. 


LOUISIANA NEAR BOOM. 


Petroleum Men Link for Great De- 


yelopment Near New Orleans. 


New Orleans, La., June 22, 1917. 
An appeal to the citizens of New Or- 
leans to use their individual and collec- 
tive influence with the Federal Govern- 


ment to bring about relief for the oil 
operators of the South, whose develop- 
ment work is handicapped by lack of ma- 
terials, is voiced by W. F. Braun, vice- 
president and field agent of the Com- 
cordia Gas and Oil Company, which has 
offices in Tulsa, Okla., and in this city. 

‘“‘We are on the eve of a great develon- 
ment of oil work in Southern Louisiana.” 
says Mr. Braun, ‘‘and yet we cannot get 
under way because of lack of materials, 
chiefly piping, because the pipe-making 
companies have been converted into mu- 
nitions plants.’’ 

Mr. Braun declared that some of the 
leading oil men of the country had leased 
lands in the vicinity of this city and, 
that with development assured, the bene- 
fits to New Orleans could mot be over- 
estimated. 

“We have made locations at Baldwin 
Lodge. forty miles from New Orleans, 
where two wells will be drilled,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Braun, “and are now drilling 
three miles south of Opelousas on the 
Splane tract. We have locations for 
wells near Houma and are starting a 
well in Franklin parish, ome six miles 
from Jennings and one near New Iberia. 
If the practical oil men are able to ob- 
tain the material, this part of the State 
will be more prosperous than ever before 
in its history and New Orleans will be 
the center of this prosperity. 

“The territory to be developed for oil 
and gas extends roughly from Natchez 
to New Orleans, and even south of this 
city. We are bringing in capital and 
operating on a realty basis, so that there 
is no «tock to be sold.” 


William Green Launched. 


Philadelphia, June 22, 1917. 


The 10,000-ton tank steamship William 
Green has been launched at the yards 
of the William Cramp & Sons Ship and 
Engine Building Company. This is the 
last of five bulk oil carriers built at this 
yard for the Petroleum Transport Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company. 

As the tanker started from the ways 
she was christened by Mrs. Herbert G. 
Wylie, wife of the vice-president and 
general mamager of the company for 
whom the vessel was built. 

The vessel is built on the Isherwood 
system of the highest classification of 
Lloyd’s, and the most improved prac- 
tices of marine architects are embodied 
in her design. With the exception of the 
cabin house and living cabin, finished in 


wood, she is steel throughout. She is 
446 feet long, 58 feet beam and 25 feet 
4 inches depth of maim deck, and will 


have a speed of 11 knots an hour. 


Oil Boring Suspended in Kertch Dis- 
trict for War Period. 


According to the British vice consul at 
Kerteh, Russia, since the outbreak of the 
war the work in connection with oil bor- 
ing at Tchengelek, about 20 miles soutn- 
west of Kertch and on the opposite 
coast of the Taman Penimsula, has been 
entirely suspended and will not be re- 
sumed before the cessation of hostilities.

The answer was, ‘The only pos- 
sible immediate increase is by the de- 
velopment of well-proven oil territory in 
the State,’ and in the answer as to 
what that oil territory was, they said 
that it was in one of the naval re- 
serves—Naval Reserve No. 2—so far as 
I know. I then followed the thing up 
as well as I cuould, getting information 
from friends and associates, and the 
conclusion I reached in the matter is 
that while the ultimate necessities wil! 
compel California to use hydroelectric 
power and probable powdered coal in 
order to take care of her fuel situa- 
tion, that the immediate necessities re- 
quire a larger production of oil in the 
State, that otherwise at the end of a 
year we shall be in a very serious pre- 
dicament.”’ 


Gasoline and enninn Famine in Hol- 


land—Few Ships Arriving. 


Washington, June 15, 1917. 


There is a famine of gasoline, benzine 
and other petroleum products in Holland 
aecording to a report from Paul L, Ed- 
wards, secretary to the commercial at- 
tache at The Hague, Netherlands. 

This has been intensified by the non- 
arrival of petroleum ships during the last 
two moaths. The government has forbid. 
den the sale, delivery and transportation 
of petroleum, benzine, kerosene, etc., and 
has turned over to a committee the con- 
tral of the distribution of what small 
stocks still exist. None of these products 
may be delivered to private persons, and 
even petitions for oil for warming pur- 
poses, lighting and cooking, as well as 
for street jllumination will be denied ex- 
cept in cases of the greatest exigency. 

As large reserves as possible will be 
retained for the use of the Dutch army. 

Holiand ordinarily obtains about 161,000 
tons of petroleum and petroleum prod- 
ucts, from America, for home consump- 
tion, each year, according to the official 
Dutch import figures for 1914-16. This 
constitutes 86 per cent. of her total im- 
portations of such products, 


New Mexican Concessions to Ameri- 


can Oil Companies. 
Washington, June 16, 1917. 


Concessions have recently been issned 
by the Mexican Government for various 
improvements to the Oii Well Suppiy 
Company, the Transcontinental Petrol- 


eum Company, the Huasteca Petroleum 
Company, the Natividad Mining Com-

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MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 20, 1917. 


The cash flax market is very narrow 
and uninteresting. A few bulkhead car- 
loads of spot seed are offered daily and 
are in very good demand. The bulk of 
the receipts are still coming from Du- 
luth, Between 2,000 and 5,000 bushels of 
seed are offered for sale, not enough to 
keep any one of the crushing mills go- 
ing. Most of the crushers are operating 
at reduced capacity on account of the 
lack of seed, and with the crop prac- 
tically all in there seems to be nothing 
to do but wait until new-crop seed is 
available. Crushers have drawn on their 
reserves rather freely of late 
care of their moderate needs and this 
supply is pretty well used up. There 
are no important lots of Canadian seed 
being offered here. So far for the week 
about 5,000 bushels have arrived. Most 
of ihis Canadian seed is taken on old 
contracts, One lot of 6,000 bushels or 
domestic seed was bought to arrive early 
this week, otherwise there has been very 
little dolng in to-arrive trading. Offer- 
ings on that basis are very light. 

The movement from farmers is prac- 
tically nil. Now and then a farmer finds 
time to market a few sacks left over 
after seeding was finished, but from all 
reports the farm reserve is too light to 
offer any hopes of an important supply 
of raw material for summer operation. 
Lack of cars is interfering with any 
movement of Canadian seed. Some of 
the shippers in Western Canadian prov- 
inces are willing to sell some seed to 
arrive if they can see any hopes of get- 
ling cars, but evidently they can find 
nothing encouraging in the matter of 
getting railroad equipment to move the 
seed if they sold it. So far as can be 
learned there is no other foreign seed 
available. Nothing more has been heard 
of Manchurian seed of late and there is 
no hopes of bringing Argentine seed to 
Minneapolis mills. 

If there was any seed moving in the 
country it ought to find its way to Min- 
neapolis because of the extremely high 
prices prevailing here as compared with 
other markets. Seed going to Duluth 
is being applied on contracts and cannot 
very well be diverted to Minneapolis to 
take advantage of the higher premiums 
prevailing here. Shipments from Minne- 
apolis have ceased almost entirely, only 
1,000 bushels being sent out from the 
local market in a week. There was a 
small supply of seed destroyed in an 
elevator fire that developed late last 
week. Total receipts at Minneapolis and 
Duluth were considerably heavier than 
they were a year ago at this time, but 
the difference is probably accounted for 
in the transfer of Duluth elevator sup- 
plies to Minneapolis. Public elevator 
stocks in Minneapolis showed a very 
slight decrease in the week and the loss 
in totals of Duluth supplies was light. 
Public stocks in both markets are less 
than a million bushels, not enough to 
keep Minneapolis mills going until the 
middie of July if there was any oil busi- 
ness of consequence. There is no tell- 
ing how much seed there is in private 
bins now, but it is safe to say that the 
amount is very moderate and most of 
.the seed is represented by oil sales on 
the crushers’ books. There was little in- 
clination to buy seed in a speculative 
way at the extreme range of prices that 
prevuled during the winter months, 
when the flow to market was a little 
more liberal than it is at present. 

Reports from the mew crop are still 
very satisfactory. North Dakota weather 
conditions have averaged favorable as 
far as moisture is concerned, but it has 
been too coaql to develop plants, Some 
frost damage was experienced during the 
past week, though there was apparently 
no important setback given flax or any 
of the grains. Today the forecast is for 
fair and warmer weather, just what is 


needed. Subsoil and topsoil moisture is 
plentiful to give the plants a good 
No 


growth when the sun gets warmer. 
authoritative line-up on the acreage is 
procurable, though the crushers are try- 
ing to find out what they can expect in 
the way of a crop next fall. Seeding 
has been finished in most sections, Dur- 
ing the past week there was no flax 
bought for seeding purposes in the Min- 
neapolis market. 

So far there has been no trading in flax 
to arrive in October. Crushers are quite 
anxious to buy on that basis, but can 
find no one who wishes to sell. Farmers 
evidently regard the recession in futures 
are due to unreasonablé conditions pre- 
vailing and have nothing to say about 
making commitments for deferred de- 
livery just now. Commission houses are 
not at all anxious to do any of this trad- 
ing because of the uncertainties sur- 
rounding the railroad situation and the 
possibilities of the government taking 
over the lines for moving food crops and 
coal. Under such conditions they do not 
care to stand sponsor for to-arrive trades 
and some of them are advising their 
customers not to make any contracts be- 
cause of the possibility of being unable 
to secure cars to make shipments on 
time. 

LINSEED OIL. 

Trade in oil is very moderate and 
without feature. Naturally the offerings 
are very light, as the crushers can get 
no seed to make fresh lots of impor- 
tance. Refusal to make any forward 
commitments on a new-crop basis has 
evidently discouraged the buyers in the 
matter of making inquiries and no re- 
quests for mew-crop oil quotations have 
been made recently. Owing to the fact 
that fewer cars are needed for the move- 
ment of flour and millfeed from this 
market, the crushers are able to get

Prices quoted at $1.11@1.15, according 
to the position of the crusher on the 


market. There is no cutthroat compe- 
tition and no reason why any unreason- 
able concessions should be made to get 
business. All crushers know the state 
of affairs and if they have a reserve of 
seed or oil they are not going to sell it 
out cheaply, as there is little likelihood 
of its being replaced. The object from 
now on will be to treat good customers 
equitably and make the supply of oil go 
as far as it can with the trade. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL. 


Trade is very light and old business 
has been well cleaned up. While the 
crushers are not selling anything to 


speak of, neither are they turning out 
any supply of consequence. The few 
seattering orders picked up from day to 
day help to keep the mills clear of an 
accumulation of by-products. There are 
a few old contracts to close up and by 
the time these are faken care of it is 
unlikely that any great amount of meal 
will be available to ship. Feeders are 
relying on pasturage as much as possible 
and with pasturage good throughout the 
Northwest the demand for millfeed and 
oil meal is very moderate and will con- 
tinue so. Prices are quoted at $41.50@44, 
with most of the trading being done 
around $42. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

Nothing of particular interest de- 
veloped in the cake market. Occasional 
inquiries are received and the crushers 
are shipping some of their spare by- 
product on old and maturing contracts. 
The fear of embargoes placed against 
neutrals in proximity to the territory of 
the Central Powers has stirred the Dutch 
Government into action regarding the ac- 
cumulation of a supply of grain, and no 
doubt this will extend to meal before 
long Sales have been’ unimportant 
lately, but the interest has been better.

Government Bureau Planning an Insect 


Census. 


The Bureau of Entomology of the De- 
partment of Agriculture is planning an 
insect census in order to keep in touch 
with insect conditions throughout the 
country. There are many agents of the 
various bureaus of the Department of 
Agriculture who observe or hear of dam- 
age done to crops by insect pests. Re- 
ports of such damage will be of great as- 
sistance to the Bureau of Entomology in 
tabulating and mapping information as 
to injurious insects, enabling them to is- 
sue timely statements as to methods of 
control which will be circulated broad- 
cast in the affected regions. 





“Primary or Intermediate Manufac- 


turer” Defined by U. S. Treasury. 


Washington, June 22, 1917. 

A Treasury decision referring to T. D. 
36,934 of January 18, 1917, states that in 
the second paragraph of this decision 
the words “primary or intermediate 
manufacturer’’ mean any person or firm 
who participates in the manufacture of 
the ultimate article exported or any per- 
son or firm who manufactures or par- 
ticipates in the manufacture with the 
use of unfruited materials of any mae 
terial entering into the ultimate article 
exported, 











Saturday Noon, June 23, 1917. 


A quiet week is reported in the paint 
trade. A good call for deliveries is 
said to exist in the case of old con- 
tracts, but new business is compara- 
tively light. This has no effect on the 
strong position of raw materials, and 
paint manufacturers are still handi- 
capped by the abnormal costs of im- 
portant commodities and by the limit- 
ed amounts of certain materials, There 
has been no reduction in ocean freights 
and srarcity of tonnage continues to 
play an important part in the market 
for imported materials. The report 
that exports of goods from this coun- 
try would be permitted only under spe- 
cial licenses has aroused some com- 
ment in the trade, but this is not ex- 
pected to cut down shipments of 
paints or paint materials to any ex- 
tent, and it is possible that trade ‘with 
some of the neutral countries border- 
ing on Germany will be curtailed. The 
advance in the lead pigments as re- 
ported a week ago was well main- 
tained during the period and the tone 
of the market is firm, with stocks re- 
served owing to the uncertainty about 
future supplies of the metal. Zinc 
oxide is strong in the spot market, 
with second hands in control of the 
situation, and the latter are able to 
offer only limited amounts and are 
asking higher prices than are named 
by producers for contracts. Linseed 
oil has fluctuated but little during the 
week, and spot oil especially has been 
steady. For later shipments the tone 
has been easy, but there has been a 
difference in price according to seller. 
Soya bean oil was quiet and prices 
eased off a little under slow demand. 
China wood oil has been held firm by 
the small stocks available. Dry colors 
are quiet, with prices steady for the 
most part. Lithopone is well sold 
ahead and spot business is not large. 
Prices are firm, with many sellers not 
looking for new accounts. Glues re- 
main in a nominal position, with pro- 
ducers reserving their supplies for 
their regular trade, and spot business 
is done at varying prices. Varnish 
gums are showing a tendency to ad- 
vance in price, with shipping arrange- 
ments difficult and uncertainty about 
future supplies. A report on linseed 
oil and naval stores will be found on 
pages 29 and 33, respectively. Comment 
on the important items in the paint 
trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 
PIG LEAD.—The lead market has 
not improved during the period and 
the offerings are still restricted. Prices 
are not much better than nominal, with 
quotations at 11%@12\%c. per pound. 
Trading was slow, with sellers out of 
the market, and if inquiry for round 
lots developed there would be but little 
chance for filling them. There is still 
doubt about the amounts which will be 
required by the government, but the 
general opinion is that the supply re- 
maining will not be large enough to 
take care of the demands from the 
regular consumers of this metal. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The rise in market prices for 
basic carbonate, as reported in our last 
issue, was well maintained this week. 
A review Of the market for the year 
to date shows that the trend of values 
has been steadily upwards, and in each 
case, when the higher prices were 
effective, they did not open up trading, 
as sellers have been reluctant to offer 
freely when they were uncertain about 
the amount of the pigment they were 
to produce This is still the situation, 
and buyers are forced to trade from 
hand to mouth, as no prices are made 
for deferred deliveries. The asking 
price for dry basic carbonate is 11%%c. 
per pound. A graded scale of prices 
regulates sales of smaller amounts. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—Inquiry for basic sulphate is reported 
to be good, with consumers unable to 
accumulate any stocks. This causes a 
steady demand in the spot market, but 
offerings are limited and the tone of the 
market is very strong. Sellers say they 
do not know where the supply of raw 
material is to come from, and they are 
refusing to take orders for future ship- 
ment, The current quotation is held 
at a minimum price of llc. per pound. 
RED LEAD.—There was jobbing de- 
mand for red lead this week which was 
not satisfied. This exemplifies the po- 
sition of the market, though the same 
condition is true of all the lead pig- 
ments. In other words, the demand is 
greater than the supply and the reserve 
of producers is creating a better de- 
mand from second hands, but the lat- 
ter are not able to secure any large 
amounts, Prices for dry red lead are 
held at 13c. per pound, and red lead in 
oil is quoted at 13%4c, per pound and 
upwards, according to quantity. 
LITHARGE.—This material is in a 
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Unless otherwise specified, our prices are those prevailing in the New 
York Market, and are for large quantities. Complete prices current will 
be found on pages 61, 62, 63 and 64, and table of contents on page I 1. 
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position similar to that described for 
red lead. Sales are restricted by the 
scarcity of offerings and the uncer- 
tainty about future supplies gives a 
very strong appearance to the market. 
Prices are quoted at 12%c. per pound. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—While the 
asking price of producers is still held 
at lic. per pound, it is stated that 
sales were made by second hands dur- 
ing the week at close to 16c. per 
pound. Producers are taking care of 
their regular customers, but are of- 
fering only limited amounts in the 
open market and the lack of offerings 
is sufficient to maintain values. 

SPELTER.—Tho market is dull and 
prices are rather easy. Quotations at 
New York are given at 91%c. per pound, 
but bids have been at 9.30c. per pound. 
At East St. Louis the market is quoted 
at 93%c. per pound. Zinc ore is quoted 
at $70@80 per ton at Joplin. 


ZINC OXIDE.—With the establish- 
ing of prices for contracts for the 
future there is nothing new in the 
market for zinc oxide as far as manu- 
facturers are concerned. The demand 
for supplies on spot is fairly active 
and would indicate that many con- 
sumers are not entirely covered by 
contracts though some of the spot in- 
quiry is said to be for goods for ex- 
port. ‘There is no fixed price for spot 
supplies as second hands are asking 
different prices, and in some cases, are 
putting their quotations as high as 
18c. per pound. The lowest price heard 
during the week was l5ic. per pound. 
Contract prices remain at the estab- 
lished levels. These contract prices 
range from 10%4@10%4c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity, with selected 
zinc oxide at 10%@llc. per pound. 
These are the prices as given by pro- 
ducers, but the altter are disposing 
of their output on contract and are 
said to have no surplus for ‘the spot 
market. Contract prices for French 
process zine oxide for the third quar- 
ter of the year are holding at the 
levels “as recently announced, which 
are as follows: Red seat, i5@15\«ce. 
per pound; green seal, 154%4@15%c. per 
pound; white seal, 16@16%c. per pound. 


DRY COLORS. 


There is a firm tone to the market 
for prussiates, and this is reflected in 
the colors which require this chemical 
in their production, Scarcity of arsenic 
continues, and is having a strengthen- 
ing effect on values for Paris green, 
Carbon gas black is going to con- 
sumers in many lines and the supply 
is hardly eqijil to the demand with 
the result that the spot market is 
nominal, 





BLACKS. 

Inquiry is heard for carbon gas black 
and for lampblack in the spot market. 
Both these colors are in limited supply, 
as the output is well sold ahead, and in 
the case of carbon gas black it is stated 
that consumption has increased owing 
to the substitution of this material for 
others which have been unobtainable. 
In this way carbon gas black has shown 
an expansion in its uses and the extra 
demands on production have taken up. 
practically all the output. Spot prices 
for carbon gas black are dependent on 
seller with second hands asking various 


prices. Lampblack also is firm with a 
variance in quotations, according to 
seller. Drop black is steady at 7@12c. 


per pound and mineral blacks hold at 
$24@30 per ton. 
BLUES. 

some of the raw materials 
which enter into the composition of 
Prussian blue are very firm in price 
and are reported to be in small supply, 
this hag made no change in the prices 
quoted for the color. In fact, some of- 
fers were heard this week, which would 
indicate that the color was easier in 
price, as lots were to be had at 75c, per 
pound, and this figure probably could 
have been shaded on firm bids.

Importers, however, say that 
conditions are not favorable as ship- 
ments of certain grades of gum from 
primary points are made only under 
licenses, and that shipping arrange- 
ments for practically all gums are hard 
to negotiate.

WINDOW GLASS.

Government Specifications for Glass. 
Navy Department specifications 59GIc, 
February 1, 1917, superseding 59GI1b, 
August 2, 1915, for plate glass and win- 


dow glass:— 

General Specifications—1l. ‘‘General Specifica- 
tions for Inspection of Material,’’ issued by 
the Navy Department, in effect at date of 
opening of bids, shall form part of these speci- 
fications. 

Classification—2. To be either plate glass or 
hand-blown window glass, as specified. 


PLATE GLASS, 


Quality—3. To be high-grade plate glass of 
the grade known commercially as ‘‘glazing 
quality,’’ free from any defects or blemishes 
which nay affect the serviceability, general 
appearance or clear vision of the glass. Small 
bubbles, reams, seed and fine scratches will 
be allowed, provided they do not impair clear 
vision, 

Purpose—4. To be used for windows on hos- 
pital ships and other auxiliaries, where win- 
dows are fitted in lieu of air ports. 

Thickness—5. To be ys inch thick. 

Tolerance—6. A variation of not more than 
1/52 inch above or below the specified thick- 
ness will be allowed. 

Packing—7. Plate glass to be carefully and 
securely crated so as to prevent breakage. All 
breakages in transit to be replaced by the 
contractor, free of all expense to the govern- 
ment. 

WINDOW GLASS. 

Quality—8. To be high-grade blown glass of 
the grade known commercially as AA or first 
quality, free from all defects or blemishes 
which may affect the serviceability or general 
appearance of the glass, 

Thickness—9. Unless otherwise specified, to 
be double thick glass, 

Tolerance—10. The thickness shall not be 
greater nor less than corresponding to 7 and 9 
lights per inch, respectively. 

Packing—11. Glass up to 100 united inches 
in size to be packed 50 square feet per box, 
glass over 100 united inches in size to be 
packed about 100 square feet per box. 

PLATE GLASS AND WINDOW GLASS. 

Certificate—12. Contractors shall furnish if 
required a certificate from the manufacturer 
or jobber supplying the glass to the effect that 
the glass is of the first quality as graded at 
the factory. Such certificate will not, however, 
prevent the rejection of the delivery of glass 
if in the opinion of the inspecting officer the 
number of defects is considered as excessive 
fur the grade of glass specified. 

Deliveries—13. Deliveries shall be plainly 
marked with the name of the material, the 
size, contractor’s name and the contract or 
requisition number under which delivery is 
made.

as buyers were reluctant to take on 
stocks when values were going down 
and some holders of oil lost confidence 
in the market and offered their stocks 
in the open market at cut prices. 
These resale lots are not yet entirely 
out of the market and are a factor 
in depressing prices. The quotation 
for oil on spot is given at $1.17 per 
gallon, but this price could no doubt 
be shaded as resale lots have been 
offered under that figure, and while 
crushers were not pressing sales they 
were credited with meeting competi- 
tion from second hands at least in 
some cases. On the other hand some 
of the largest sellers will not quote 
under $1.18 per gallon for spot oil and 
are not eager to sell at that price, as 
they are finding such a good call for 
contract deliveries that it keeps their 
supply at low levels. The conditions 
under which the seed markets of the 
Northwest are now running are un- 
favorable for crushers, as they are not 
able to cover their seed requirements 
and unless they actually have the oil 
in their possession they are taking a 
chance in quoting ahead. Offers for 
later deliveries, however, are freely 
made by different sellers and spot oil 
is commanding a premium over ship- 
ments. For shipments over the latter 
part of the year and going as far 
ahead as next April sales are said to 
have been made around $1 per gallon. 

Seed prices at Duluth have remained 
ir. a nominal position during the week 
and this condition is expected to con- 
tinue as long as the present restric- 
tion on trading in futures remains in 
effect. There were declines in Argen- 
tine markets during the period, but it 
is noted that shipments from the Ar- 
gentine were very small and did not 
include any for the United States. Re- 
ports on conditions in the American 
and Canadian Northwest are coming 
in and without giving any definite fig- 
ures these reports are favorable for 
an increased acreage this year and 
growing conditions so far have been 
fairly good. Reports on the Western, 
Canadian, and Buenos Aires seed mar- 
kets from our own correspondents will 
be found on page 20.

heavy. On Thursday it appeared as 
though the selling pressure had spent 


its force and the market started to re- 


cover. On Friday the publication of the 
National Ginners’ report portraying a 
bullish condition on the cotton crop 


brought out a freer inquiry for contract 
oil and caused more or less concern 
among shorts. From this time on de- 
mand improved and the market re- 
sponded to the buying power exerted. 
Incidentaly lard and tallow advanced 
moderately and this had an additional! 
stimulating influence on ‘cottonseed oil. 
On Friday the Government’s report on 
cottonseed products wag published. In 
general the figures approximated a vis- 
ible supply of 1,040,000 barrels of re- 
fined oil on May 31. During May there 
Was a disappearance of 220,000 barre!s 
of oil, which may be attributed to the 
possible consumption. On August 1 last 
year the visible supply was placed at 
550,000 barrels and the opinion ig ex 
pressed that the supply this year is 
about the same as last year for equal 
dates. The publication of the report 
had no appreciable effect on the oil 
market. Consuming demand is reported 
quiet for new lots, but there appears 
to be a normal consumption through 
regular contracts. Crude oil has sold 
at prices ranging from $1.09 to $1.10 a 
gallon for o'd crop, but $1.10 was bid 
at the clove without bringing out offer- 
ings. Cool weather retarded the growth 
of cotton in most central ang eastern 
sections of the region, and the crop was 
further unfavorably affected by drought 
in central and western Oklahoma and 
in Louisiana, except in the southeastern 
portions. Drought also obtained in 
Texas, but the crop stood this condition 


well in that state, and made some 
growth. The drought situation in 
Louisiana is reported as serious. De- 


cided improvement resulted from the 
weather of the week in Tennessee, and 
late cotton in that state is in good 
shape. Fair progress only was madein 
North Carolina, where warmer weather 
is needed. The early crop is fruiting 
northward to the lower Piedmont, in 
South Carolina; is blooming generally 
and forming bolls in Florida, is forming 
squares and blooming in Louisiana, and 
forming squares in Arkansas. Our cor- 
respondent writes that cotton plants be- 
tween Atlanta and Memphis are rather 
backward and that this condition seems 
to prevail all over the country. Below 
is a detailed market report of trans- 
actions for each day during the past 
week, together with a table of sales, 
receipts and exports, and telegrams 
from the crude oi] centers.

stills, showing the men how to exercise 
more care and produce a higher grade 
and quality of both turpentine and rosin. 

This field force is now working in 
Louisiana, but by July 1 it is to be 
divided, one half covering the Eastern 


field and the other half the Western 
field. Through the efforts of these 
trained men in the stilling camps a 
steady improvement in the quality off 


naval stores and better methods of grad- 
ing and marketing have been developed. 
The naval stores investigations office 
of the Bureau of Chemistry is conduct- 
ing a campaign of education and en- 
couraging the naval stores producers to 
bring their troubles to the department for 
co-operation in working them out.

Washington that 50,000,000 barrels of 
fuel oil would be purchased by the 


sovernment at a price to be fixed by 
the Federal authorities after consulta- 
tion with the producers. The an- 
nouncement is not so arrogant in 
practice as it. sounded in statement, 
Since it is known that the policy of 
the government in this respect will 
be the same as it has adopted in all 
Similar war purchases and in con- 
tracts for other necessities—the recog- 
nition of the costs and then the al- 
lowance of a certain fixed percentage 
of profit. Members of the sub-com- 
mittee on petroleum and its chairman, 
President A. C, Bedford, of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, have made state- 
ments following consultation with 
Federal officials that the producers 
are One with the government in ensur- 
ing an adequate supply of the re- 
quired oil at a fair price, and that 


the government will do its share of the 
bargain. 
General conditions in the crude 


petroleum market are about the same 
as for weeks past. While the field 
reports show an small increase in 
many districts, and even in isolated 
cases the delivery of much needed 
pipe and well fittings, the production 
has not kept up with the demand. 
Kentucky and the new Butler county, 
Kansas, field are coming to the fore 
with increased production,- and the 
outlook in these localities is more en- 
couraging than it has been for weeks. 
Last week’s runs in Kentucky, for 
instance, were the largest yet recorded 
there. 

In Kansas and Oklahoma—the Mid- 
Continent division—the gusher center 
in Butler county does not hold all 
the interest, since the ubiquitous wild- 
cat operator and prospector is as busy 
as the historic bee, and with increas- 
ingly good results. That there has 
been an appreciable gain in this field 
is indicated by the May stocks report 
—printed elsewhere—which varies but 
little from that of the previous month, 
thus indicating that the outgo from 
storage of the crude oil has been par- 
tially checked. It is obvious, how- 
ever, that this is not sufficient, since 
new production must be found to meet 
the ever-increasing consumption de- 
mands. F 

California conditions are becoming 
more and more serious, so much so 
that an appeal has been made to Con- 
gress in regard to the possibility of 
opening for production certain reserve 
lands. Productié in California de- 
creased materially in May, and, despite 
the fact that shipments also fell away 
to a slight extent, the reduction of 


gtorage stocks amounted to almost 
1,000,000 barrels, or 100,000 barrels 
more than in the month of April. 


Every effort has been made by pro- 
ducers to bring more oil into consump- 
tion, but unless there is a radical 
change in the situation the decrease 
in both production and storage may 
be expected to continue. 

The Eastern fields may be passed 
by as a possible source of increased 
supply. The reports from week to 
week from this territory are monot- 
onous in their similarity. There are 
many small wells, but the oil output 
is in gallons where in the past bar- 
rels would have been found. In fact, 
were it not for the high price obtained 
many wells would not pay to pump. 

The Texas Panhandle for the week 
shows an increase in completions, but 
with this must be coupled a heavy de- 
cline in new production. The Caddo 
field in Louisiana jumped its daily new 
production about 2,800 barrels, but 
there, too, the difficulty in securing 
pipe and well supplies has had its ef- 
fect in Louisiana, and the wildcatters 
have been seriously handicapped. 
Many tests have been shut down tem- 
porarily, and in some districts only a 
few rigs are running. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Despite the openly expressed fears of 
many not familiar with refinery condi- 
tions that a gasoline famine may result 
before the war shall have been brought 
to a conclusion, it may be stated that 
should the outgo to foreign consumers 
be cut down through U-boat raids to 
any appreciable extent the release of 
this material supply for domestic con- 
sumption would have a tendency to 
avert the higher prices so long looked 
for. It must also be remembered that 
the changes in production methods, the 
development of the casinghead gas in- 
dustry, and the improvement of proc- 
esses will go far—in fact, have gone far 
—toward relieving conditions, Prices 
will undoubtedly be higher, and in the 
natural course of events would have 
been higher ere this, but there is no 
apparent indication of a desire to take 
advantage of the unusual demand by 
the larger marketers. 

The feature of the refined market, 
just as has been the case for months,

GULF COAST. 


Houston, Tex., June 20, 1917. 


There was little new. production in any of 
the several districts of the Gulf coast division 
during the past week, with the exception of 
Goose Creek, which, after several dull weeks 
came back with fourteen completions and a 
total new production of 10,450 barrels. This 
brought the daily average production up to 
24,000, and the completion of a well by the 
Humble Oil Company on Thursday, No. 2 on 
the Gaillard five and a half acres, just across 
the ereek from the West Virginia Oil Com- 
pany’s gusher, may bring the average daily 
production up still more. The gusher of the 
West Virginia Oil Company, completed some 
time ago, was the largest completed up to 
date in the Goose Creek field since the dis- 
covery gusher. The Humble Oil Company’s 
well was an offset to the West Virginia 
gusher, and the second to be completed on 
this tract during the week. No. 1 came in 
flowing 2,500 barrels of fluid with about 25 
per cent. water; No. 2 came in flowing 5,000 
barrels straight oil, and at last reports was 
making considerable above that amount. Both 
wells were completed at about 2,850 feet. 

At the close of the week the oil fraternity 
were watching the well of the Empire Gas 
and Fuel Company (Doherty interests), No. 1 
Adey, at Goose Creek, completed some time 
ago around 2,800 feet, and which came in flow- 
ing several thousand barrels, about half water 
at that time. The well has been deepened to 
approximately 3,800 feet, and is reported as 
being in sixty feet of pay. This well is located 
on the west side of the creek near the big 
gusher of the West Virginia Oil Company 
which came in March 28 flowing 8,000 barrels 
pure oil from a depth below 2,800 feet, and 
which is still producing 3,000 barrels oil daily. 
The well now drilling by the Empire people 
is near this well, and in the same part of the 
field—the north end—near the deep well of 
the Producers’ Oil Company No, 1 Isenhour, 
completed at around 2,900 feet, and the Staiti 
well on the Duke drilled to nearly 3,600 feet. 
If the well now drilling should prove to be a 
gusher it will be the deepest producing well 
in the field, 

The Dollar Oil and Gas Company, with head- 
quarters in Houston, a new company, has ac- 
quired ten acres out of the R. L. Autrey 80- 
acre lease on the west bank of the creek, 
directly across from the Duke well, which 
came in making several thousand barfels some 
time ago, and which is still producing. The 
West Virginia Oil Company’s gusher is sit- 
uated about 1,500 feet from this lease. The 
company is getting ready ‘to drill several tests 
on this lease. 


Production in All Districts. 


The total new production of all districts of 
the coastal fields was 10,890 barrels. Besides 
Goose Creek, only three other districts had 
any new production. Sour Lake had 200 bar- 
rels, Spindletop 100, and Humble 140 barrels. 
Goose Creek had fourteen completions, six of 
which were failures and one a gasser. Hum- 
ble had nine completions, six of which were 
abandonments. Sour Lake has a pumper and 
an abandonment and Spindletop four comple- 
tions, two of which were failures. One well 
was abandoned in salt at Damon Mound and 
several others tested. Nothing definite has 
been given out from this field as regards 
drilling operations, but it is known that the 
wells tested developed salt water and will be 
drilled deeper. 

A fire destroyed four 1,500-barrel tanks at 
Goose Creek belonging to the Simms-Sinclair 
interests on*Thursday. The tanks contained 
about 1,500 barrels of oil which was let out 
on the marsh to burn, although there were 
other wells drilling near. By the liberal use 
of steam the fire was prevented. from damag- 
ing other property. 

The shipment of several carloads of second- 
hand pipe from other sections into the Hous- 
ton district has eased the pipe shortage here 
for the time being. A comparison with the 
figures given last week show several more 
rigs operating in the wildcat districts and at 


Goose Creek. ‘The total new production this 
week was 6,000 barrels more than the amount 
produced last week, coming from the Goose 
Creek field, which had 10,450 barrels of oil 
from seven producing wells. Besides the two 
wells completed by the Humble Oil Company 
previously mentioned, the same company 


abandoned its test on the Gaillard peninsula 
at 2,400 feet. $y shutting off the water the 
Sinclair Gulf Corporation (Simms-Sinclair in- 
terests) had two flowing wells from wells car- 
ried last week as salt water wells. These 
were Nos. 7 @nd 8 on the Ashbel Smith, the 
former flowing 1,000 barrels and the latter 
S00 barrels. No. 10 Sweet, belonging to 
the same interests, came in flowing 1,100 bar- 
rels, and No. 14 Minnie Gaillard, also belong- 
ing to the Sinclair interests, flowing 500 bar- 
rels. The Gulf Production Company had two

completions. No. 1 Trader flowed 250 barrels 
at 2,725 feet and No. 9 Wright, a gasser, with 
759 pounds pressure at 2.5 feet. This field 


had 121 wells drilling at the close of the week 
and thirty-five new derricks. The average daily 


production for the field for the past week 
Was 24,000 barrels, 


Humble. 


Humble had nine completions, but six of 
them were failures. The gusher of the Grant 
Oi] Company, completed last week on the Wil- 
liams tract, has quit flowing and will be put 
to pumping on a@ standard rig. Thé Producers’ 
Oil Company worked over No. 18 on the Car- 
roli Oil and Gas Company’s lease flowing 500 
barrels fluid, of which 75 per cent. is water. 
This company’s No. 157 Mason is a 10-barrel 
pumper. The Mary Owen Oil Company com- 
pleted No, 4 Donlin, pumping five barrels. 


‘Humble has twenty-six wells drilling and 


eleven new derricks; most of these are going 
up in the vicinity of the Grant well. The 
average daily production for this fleld for the 
last weck was 20,000 barrels. 


Sour Lake. 


Sour Lake’s average daily production holds 
up around 12,000 barrels. There are twenty- 
nine weils dri'ling and four new derricks. 
Only one producing well was completed during 
the week. This was the Crosbie Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 10 Crosbie, completed at 1,125 feet, 
pumping 200 barrels, 


Batson, Saratoga, Markham. 


There were no completions at Batson, Sara- 
toga or Markham in the South Texas fields, 
and none in any of the South Louisiana dis- 
tricts during the past week. At Batson the 
Sun Company's No. 59 Millholme is drilling in 
hard sand, with a showing of oil at 2,730 feet. 
The Humble Oil Company’s No. 6 on the Mill- 
holme is drilling in rock at 2,190 feet. Thad 
McLain bailed his well on the Champion 
Choate at 1,410 feet, with some oi] showing. 
He is building a standard rig. 

There are six wells drilling in the Saratoga 
district, The Rio Bravo Oi! Company is let- 
ting six-inch casing set in its two drilling 
wells, No. 269 B. B, B. & Co. at 1,900 feet 
and No. 357 Jordit at 1,285 féet. Charles 
Paggi is letting casing set in his test at 1,023 
feet. The Wade Oil Company is building a 
standard rig for its No. 1 Alvey. 

Eight deep tests are drilling in the Mark- 
ham district at interesting depths. The Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company has three, the deepest 
being on the Kountze land now at a depth of 
3,245 feet. No, 4-A Hudson, belonging to 
this company, is drilling at 2,985 feet and No. 
1 Wilkerson at 2,924 feet. The Clem Oil 
Company is deepening No. 8 Meyers, the 
Coastal Oil Company is drilling a deep test. 
Dr, Griffith has resumed drilling in his second 
test on the Northern Irrigation Company’s 
land at 2,100 feet, 


Spindletop. 


Spindletop had four completions during the 
week. The Woods-Oil Company’s No. 2 is a 
75-barrel pumper and the Wherry Oil Com- 
pany’s No? Trembly one of 25 barrels. The 
same company has made a location for No. 
1 Cissel, The Spindletop Deep Well Oil Com- 
pany is drilling No. 1 La Salle in shale at 
3,150 feet, 

At Damon Mound there are twenty-three 
tests driiling and four new derricks, No new 
wells have been brought in since the comple- 
tion of the big gusher, but several were test- 
ed during the week without results and will be 
carried deeper. No. 1 Munson, belonging to 
the Producers’ company, is down 2,600 feet. 
It was tested at 2,500 feet. No. 2 Munson 
struck rock salt at 500 feet and drilled through 
over 500 feet of it. It is now out of the salt 
and drilling. By running the oi] from the 
gusher of the Texas Exploration Company 
into a nearby pit the production has been in- 
creased to about 4,000 barrels again. 

The company is setting casing in the Norton 
well with a favorable showing. The Success 
Oil Company tested a well near the gusher 
around 1,700 feet, but also failed to get any- 
thing. Additional tests will be put down in 
this district as soon as the rigs can be shipped 
in. The Tarver Oil Company: is preparing to 
put one down near the gusher. The Adkinson 
Oil Company, with headquarters in the 
Scandlan Building, Houston, recently organ- 
ized with F. F. Kendal as president, has an 
acre in the heart of the Damon Mound dis- 
trict and will put down a test 200 feet from 
the gusher. The company has additiona] leases 
in this field further from the gusher, No. 4 
Wisdom, owned by the Texas Exploration 
Company, blew out twice during the past week 
and on Saturday the operators were pumping 
in mud. The drill stem ig in the hole. 

Nothing new transpired in the New Iberia 
field. The big deal involving $100,000 by the 
Producers’ Oil Company by which it was to 
secure large holdings from the New Iberia 
Oil Company and which was regarded as prac- 
tically closed, failed to go through. 


Edgerly. 


Several wells now drilling in the Edgerly 
field are near completion. The Victory Com- 
pany is setting strainer in its No, 12 Lilliard 
at 2,648 feet and drilling No. 1 Miller at 2,756 
feet, The Pelican State Ofl Company set 
strainer at 3,146 feet, tested and got salt 
water, and is drilling at 3,175 feet. The 
Travelers’ Oi] Company is drilling No. 3 Mul- 
ler below 2,900 feet, and the Gulf Refining 
Company is drilling No. 22 Bright Pen in 
gumbo at 2,361 feet. The company’s No. 5 
Moore is drilling in rock at 2,676 feet. There 
are fourteen wells drilling. Work in the Ed- 
gerly field as well as at Vinton, Spindletop 
and Jennings is greatly hampered for six 
months every year on account of the neces- 
sity of impounding the salt water from the 
wells. This is in a rice-growing district, and 
ihe rice fields must be flooded to insure a crop. 
At Siindletop several oil companies empjoy one 
of the field workers to look after the im- 
pounding of the salt water. In this field 
and at Jennings large reservoirs have been 
built. It is estimated that these two fields 
and Spindletop at times have 10,000,000 barrels 
of earthen storage to care for the salt water. 
At Vinton the salt water is run under the 
eanal and out into the salt marshes, Vinton 
has twenty-two wells drilling and three new 
derricks. Jennings has five wells drilling and 
one new derrick, The Crowley Oil Company, 
drilling in this fleld, set three joints of 4%4- 
inch strainer in its No. 73 fee at 1,960 feet.

Wildcats. 


A number of wildcat tests shut down for 

some time are resuming operations. In the 
week ended June 16 several carloads of sec- 
ond-hand 6-inch pipe were shipped into Hous- 
ton from Louisiana and some as far east as 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. In each instance 
the pipe was quickly snapped up, the ruling 
prices being around $1.50 per foot, when the 
quotations on new 6-inch pipe are $1.19 per 
foot. 
With the numerous ‘tests drilling nothing 
worth ‘while was brought to the surface in the 
week. Showings of both oil and gas have 
been reported from a number of localities, but 
when the strata were tested they failed to 
make either oil or gas wells. In South Lou- 
isiana, in Terrebonne parish, the second gas 
wel' of McCormack, Hunter et al. was still 
running wild the middle of the week, with ef- 
forts to cap it by building a railway over it 
and rurning a handcar over the well with sev- 
eral tons of iron on it to hold down the car 
while the connections were being made. This 
method was employed in shutting in the first 
well, which was rated at 100,000,000 cubic 
feet daily open flow. It is thought that the 
second test is of about the same caliber. The 
owners propose to pipe this gas to New Or- 
leans, a distance of less than fifty miles. 

Nothin but disappointments have mate- 
rialized in the semi-fields of Damon Mound 
and New Iberia. In the week several salt 
water wells and one salt weljl were found at 
Damon Mound, while at New Iberia one test 
was shut down in the salt waiting orders. 

In the territory adjacent to Houston, opera- 
tions continue most actilve in Brazoria, Har- 
ris and Liberty county, with a number of tests 
under way in adjoining counties. At Rattle- 
snake Mound, in southwestern Brazoria coun- 
ty, Wallace, Gibson & Zahnizer have resumed 
drilling after boiler repairs and have set six- 
inch at about 2,000 feet for a test. In Fort 
Bend county the Blue Ridge Development 
Company is getting ready for its second test 
further out from the ridge and the Gulf Pro- 
duction Company is getting ready for a test 
on the north end of the ridge. At West Co- 
lumbia the Producers’ Oil Company is set- 
ting up for No. 5 Kaiser and is drilling at 
2,900 feet in No. 2 Smith, At Hoskins 
Mound the same company is down 780 feet 
in No. 6 Mound and 995 feet in No, 7 Mound. 


Many Tests in Harris County.

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., June 22, 1917. 
A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 


Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the 
week shows a big decline in the number of 
wells finished, in production and dry holes and

ginia, Southeastern, 


gas wells, as well. It was a general all- 
around falling off and hardly expected by the 
trade, but this can be looked for and expected 
at most any period of the season owing to 


the scarcity of expert workmen and the scar- 
city of material. 3oth are hard to find, and to 
some extent the petroieum industry must suffer 
the most fram the labor and supplies. Opera- 
tours are doing everything in their power to 
bring up their average production by the clean- 
ing out of old wells and by pulling tubing and 
freshening them up as much 4s they can. 

In taking a general view over the fields 
known as the high grade fields, along with 
the Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and Louisiana 
fields, it is noticeable that the output of oil 
has been increased some during the past 
month, but this 1s offset by heavier deliveries 
over the country and which will increase from 
month to month, while it is doubtful if the 
production will, as ‘the flelds have all been at 
their zenith. ‘Shere are pvussibilities of an 
increase in the California production, but the 
expense of operations in that far western 
field means that a better price must prevail 
for the fuel oil. Wyoming is still an unknown 
factor, and no one can tell as yet what the 
field will do in the way of production. The 
northern half of that State must be looked 
upon for a large amount of gasoline, as the 
petroleum from that section is rich in the 
product. ‘The heavy oil is also coming into 
its own. It takes the place alongside of the 
lighter products in the time Of war. The 
opinion of oil men is that the discovery of 
any iarge fiel@; especially in the high grade 
section, is aot at all probable unless it should 
be in Kentucky, Tennessee or Alabama. Mil- 
lions of dollars have been expended in the 
past trying out territory without any success, 
and in fact, the oil man is in a quandary to 
know where to go to open up a field that 
would give even a semblance of a big gusher 
field. Kentucky will be drilled for all it is 
worth, and not only for shallow oil, but for 
deeper formations as well, and few of the 
large companies but what have secured acre- 
age in that State to test out and will test it 
When a paying field is found, if pipeline 


out. 

facilities could be had, more oil could be 
breught to the surface, for when a field is 
opened and there is a ready market for the 
output, the work goes on at a rapid clip, as 
the ofi men tien always have the capital to 


keep the drill moving, but where it is a wait- 
ing game the capital soon grows small. Oil 
men nowadays do not stop with a showing of 
oil in ihe upper sands, but usually drill through 
all of them and give the best looking sand a 
shot in hopes of making a paying well of it. 
More wells have been drilled below the for- 
mer pay sands in quest of other pay sands 
during the past year than ever before in the 
history of the gigantic’ industry, and as yet 


none have proven productive below the pre- 
vious levels in the high grade fields. This 
deep drilling is being done in all the fields. 
The old wells are steadily declining, and it 


wil! require the finding of some gushers to 
bring back the average production of the old 
welis within a short time, as they are now 
all pruducing ‘to their limit. At the prevailing 
prices of material and labor and the high bonus 
prives prevailing for_ territory, there is 
no money in sight for this kind of operations, 
and a dry hole costs considerable more than 
a few years ago, that is one reason that the 
average oil man of small means does not care 
about taking the hazardous chances that would 
be taken when the expense of drilling was 
much less.

Wheat do the mountains of Kentucky con- 

tain? Whe knows, and how can you find it? 


Tt is within the range of possibilities that 
down in the bowels of old mother earth are 
hidden treasures yet cestined to make Ken- 
tucky a great producing oil area. Today cor- 
porations—combinations of capital—have repre- 
sentatives in almost every section of the State 
taking up ieases, and in many counties the 
derricks and drilling machines dot the scene, 
while the throb of machinery is heard and the 


smoke curls heavenward, writing that which 
we believe ere long will be prosperity upon 
the clouds. Corporations have always been 


the constructive force which has builded rail- 
roads, towns and cities, and today corpora- 
tion representatives are covering Kentucky and 
Tennessee like a blanket in their efforts to 
bring forth those things which, if successful, 
would mean to Kentucky an era of prosperity 
never dreamed of by the most optimistic. 
What made the Standard Oil Company was 
corporation, and if the hidden resources of 
old Kentucky «are to be brought from the 
bowels of the earth, where they have been 
hidden for countless ages, corporations will 
have to do it. While the Kentucky field is 
in a way of great activity in the cevelcpment 
of the petroleum resources, the fact must not 
be overlooked that there is still a vast area 
of territory running to the southwest that icoks 
fuliy as prolific and shows the regular cil anti- 
clines, and this passes through Tennessee, 
Alabama and the southeastern section of Mis-

wells drilled in wildcat territory will not prove 
producing wells, it is almost a certainty, if 
they are located with care, will show a larger 
per cent. of paying oil and gas wells. Pro- 
duction of petroleum in Kentucky is showing 
a rapid increase, as the figures for May will 
shows. During that month a total og 236,- 
565.54 barrels were run by the Cumberland 
Pipeline Corapany, and that is only where the 
pipelines reach, and then the pipeline is un- 
able to handle the product of the Irvine dis- 
trict in Estil! and Powell counties, taking less 
than one-half the present production. It is 
estimated that the Irvine field of Estill, Powell 
and Lee counties has reached a production of 
better than 15,000 barrels a day if the oil 
was all run. There is quite a production of 
crude in Wayne, Morgan, Lawrence, Wolfe, 
Whitley, Knox, Barren and Allen counties 
that are not listed with the Irvine field, and 
Knox, Whitley and Allen counties have no pipe- 
lines to handle the output of the wells, and in 
Allen county the production is increasing at 
a rapid rate, due to the drilling of numerous 
f00d wells in the Fisher pool, just south of 
Scottsvile. This is the largest daily produc- 
tion yet recorded by the pipelines in Kentucky 
since it has been known as an oil producing 
State, 

The investment of leasing by the largest 
producing.concerns in the country is destined 
to make Kentucky an oil field, and will test 
it out thoroughly, and no better time has ever 
been known to do this work, as the heavy 
price of material and labor almost prohibits 
the drilling of small wells in the deep sands 
of other fields, and as Kentucky is almost a 
shallow proposition, the chances are not no 
costly and hazardous to a bank account. The 
Doherty interests is getting into the Kentucky 
fie'd in a manner that will make some of the 
other concerns sit up and take notice. This 
company is gobbling up all the good and in- 
ferior looking territory that it can secure, and 
if their holdings are worth anything there 
will be enough to keep a hundred strings of 
tools busy drilling it up for the next decade. 
This company is doing some deep drilling in 
the Williamsburg district, in Whitley county, 
where a short time ago a fine gas well was 


uncovered about 500 feet below the oil sand. 
The oil sand, or first pay sand, is found at 
about 800 feet, and the gas pay is found in 


what is known as the Big Injun sand in the 
Pennsylvania flelds at a depth of a little over 
1,300 feet. If enough gas can be found it 
will be piped to several of the leading towns 
of the southern-central portion of Kentucky. 
Irvine remains the most active development 
in Kentucky, although the Scottsville field, in 
Allen county, nearly two hundred miles west 
and south of the Irvine field, bids fair to be 
just as active as Irvine. High prices prevail 
for leases there and some very good wells are 
found at depths of fram 100 to 400 feet, with 
a good grade of oil. The Allen county field is 
enjoying the greatest boom in its history, and 
would be more active than it is were there a 
pipeline to handle the output of the wells. 
What oil that does leave the field is shipped 
by tank cars, and the fact that there is a 
scarcity of cars and slow shipping but little 
leaves the field. The most of the oil shipped 
goes to Nashville, Tenn., where there is a 
smal] refining plant. Before the Standard Oil 
Company’s plant at Louisville burned down 
some of the oil was shipped there. There is 
some talk of a pipeline from the Scottsville 
field to Louisville, and if this project goes 
through it will mean ‘the testing of more than 
two hundred miles of territory along the line, 
where chances are good for the opening up of 
many prolific Oil pools. Millions of dollars are 
being expended in drilling operations over the 
Blue Grass State and the laying of pipelines 
will mean a heavy outlay of cash. It has been 
rumored for some time that the Illinois Pipe- 
line Company might ‘take the initiative and put 
in a system of pipelines to handle the output 
of the western section of Kentucky. This 
company is a subsidiary of the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany that now has large holdings in most 
of the present producing fields in the State, 
and is securing thousands of acres of territory 
to test out. ‘This is the company that is 
making the fur fly in the Wyoming fields, and 
also has a foothold in both Kansas and Okla- 
homa, and the best known producing company 
in the Ohio, Indiana and Illinois fields. The 
company originated at Lima, Ohio, back in 
the early days of the development of what is 
known as the Northwestern Ohio field, and 
now has its headquarters at Findlay, Ohio, 
the hom+ of its president, J. C. Donnell,

cations have been made for wells in 
county, The White Plains Oil and Gas Com- 
pany may drill twenty or more wells during 


the year on its vast holdings in the county. 
This is known as the Snowden Interests, and 
the largest in the country. The Republic 
Oil Company, a Delaware incorporation, start- 
ed work early in the spring and has already 
drilled seven wells on its holdings, and all are 
above the average. The Ocala Oil Company, 
another large holder of territory, has made 
locations for about twenty-one wells, The 
Allen County Oil and Gag Company is active 
and will drill five new wells.

The 
Alcoken Oil Company keeps a string of tools 
at work continually.

have been contracted for as well as a number 
in Barren county to the northeast. To the 
southwest is Simpson county, that is well in 
line with the development, and a number of 
tests are located for that county; in fact, a 
number of tests have already started in Simp- 
son county and across the line south in Sumner 
county, Tennessee, 

Some of the proposed work over Kentucky 
is held up on account of the real scarcity of 
material for drilling purposes, and casing and 
line pipe as well as tubing is getting scarce. 
Kentucky oil men are hunting over the fields 
of Illinois, Indiana and even Ohio, making ef- 
forts to buy ‘old wells that are so light in 
production that they will hardly pay, and some 
sales are being made, but the well Owners are 
holding onto their old wells with a life grip. 
The wells are pulled and the pipe that is serv- 
iceable is pulled out and shipped to Kentucky, 
and there used for the drilling of new wells. 
The pipe is a lighter weight than the present 
new pipe, but it will answer as the strings of 
pipe put in the wells are short and the heft 
does not hurt, but for deep drilling the pipe is 
of little value, as it will not stand up under 
the strain. 

Knox county is attracting attention, and 
while the territory is both deep and shallow 
territory, much drilling will be done during the 
summer season if the required pipe can be se- 
cured to case the wells with, The development 
of this county is like many others in Kentucky, 
as it is without a pipeline or market for its 
product, but this will not continue for any 
great length of time, for the Ohio Oil Company 
is getting quite a strong foothold In the State, 
and being a large producer must have an out- 
let for its product, and if other lines are not 
spread out to meet the requirements this 
mammoth company may take it upon itself 
through its subsidiary, the Illinois Pipeline 
Company, to install a line and help take care 
of the production.

Tulsa, Okla., June 20, 1917. 


Interest in the mid-continent field continues 
to be centered in the new development in 
Towanda township, in Butler county, Kansas, 
where gusher wells have made up the com- 
pletiona during the past two weeks. At Yale, 
in Payne county, Oklahoma, a _ 1,000-barrel 
well was the leading completion during the 
week. The usual pumpers were finished in the 
old developments, but no extensions of note 
were added. Kansas is now attracting more 
attention than Oklahoma, 

No large deals were reported of producing 
property, although several small deale were 
consummated. Settled production is in de- 
mand, but the owners are asking such fabuloug 
prices that the prospective buyers are in no 
great hurry to purchase. 

There are not a great many leases changing 
hands, and many brokers have left for Wyom- 
ing and Kentucky. In Cotton county, Okla- 
homa, a large structure has been discovered 
and land is going as high as $150 per acre. 
Wildcat tests by the score are idle, due 
wholly to the lack of casing, and it does not 
look as if this trouble would be remedied for 
some time. Many tests were started by t!- 
dividuals and companies who knew little or 
nothing about the buainess, and with the high 
prices of material a great many of the tests 
have been shut down.

a great deal of work is to be started in the 
Osage. 

Around Bartlesville, in Washington county, 
work ia as active as it can be, and in the 
shallow sand districts of Nowata county the 
producer is getting good results. There is also 
sume new interest being disp'ayed around 
Ciaremore, in Rogers county, where eeveral 
good gassers have been found. The Inola de- 
velopment is the only pool of any importance 
“opened there. Drilling first started in this 
hei,hoorhood more than fourteen years ago 
and much money has been lost. West of the 
Verdigris River some fairly good pumpers 
have been developed and a premium has been 
offered for the oil. 


Billings and Garber. 


In the two new developments in the west- 
ern portion of the State, in Noble and Gar- 
field counties, the Billings and Garber pools 
have failed to develop anything of encour- 
agement of late, although there is  con- 
siderable activity under way. A_ well com- 
pleted during the past week started off at a 
40U-barrel gait, which is the best completion 
in several weeks. 

In Wagoner county another good well haa 
made its appearance in what was regarded as 
dry territory, and in the Bald Hill develop- 
ment, in Okmulgee county, another test is 
showing for a good producer, 

A new sand developed in the Blackwell pool, 
in northern Kay county, held out some inter- 
est, while at Newkirk, in the same county, 
nothing new has developed. <A 500-barrel well 
in the Osage was the best completion of the 
week in ‘that district. In the development near 
Jennings, in Pawnee county, a 150-barrel well 
Was completed. 


Productive Towanda Township. 


Towanda township, in Butler county, Kan- 
sas, is the only wildcat spot that has attracted 
any attention, Since the Trapshooters’ Oil 
Company completed its gusher in section ll- 
26-4, derricks have sprung up like mushrooms 
and more than forty now surround the prolific 
spot. The most important news of the week 
has been the falling off in production of the 
Williams well of the Trapshooters’ Oil Com- 
pany, which started flowing at a 12,000-barrel 
gait when completed in the 2,349-foot sand a 
few weeks ago. It was reported on Saturday 
that this test had stopped flowing entirely, 
but this was a mistake, although it did stop 
for a short period, but it started up again at 
a 3,000-barrel gait, but 10 per cent. of this 
was water, which is the first that the test has 
shown. 

After the well was completed it was the gen- 
eral opinion that there was a large water pres- 
sure behind it, as there was no gas accom- 
panying the flow, and after several of the 
other wells had been finished they showed 
that they were drawing on the pool heavily. 
Whatever the Williams well will do, it caused 
great excitement and paid for itself in a two 
days’ flow. Some fabulous prices were of- 
fered, but little property changed hands. One 
s.nall interest in the Trapshooter Oil Company 
was sold by H. H. Faulders to Levy et al. for 
$35,000, The interest was one-thirty-sixth of 
a quarter interest. 

Offsetting the Williams well the Southwestern 
Petroleum Company and the Carter Oil Com- 
pany have a well flowing 165 barrels hourly, 
which is free from water. The well of Sin- 
clair, (Markham et al, has not been fully com- 
pleted and is swabbing 1,500 barrels daily. It 
is on the Dempsey tract and offsetting the 
Trapshooter lease. The well of the Carter, a 
north offset and on the Orban tract, is flowing 
125 barrels hourly. This is the list of wells 
completed to date in the new development. 

It is of no great surprise that the Trap- 
shooter well is making water, as this condition 
has been true of Butler county more so in 
the Augusta pool than at El Dorado. In the 
development west of Augusta some wells were 
finished that started flowing as high as 10,000 
barrels daily, but kept this up but a short 
time until they showed a large amount of 
water, and it Was but a short time before the 
entire development was flooded with the briny 
fluid and many of the wells today are making 
a large portion of water. 


Good One at Yale. 


Fast coming to the front of a pool of im- 
portance is the Yale development in Payne 
county, in township 19, ranges 6 and 6, and 
at the rate good wells are being finished there 
will be a good increase in production from 
this pool. Large prices have been commanded 
for acreage, and the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany is holding the choice stuff, although the 
Atlantic Refining Company has some good- 
looking land. The latest well to attract at- 
tention belongs to the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company and is on the Prowant tract, in sec- 
tion 6-19-6, and is reported to be flowing 1,000 
barrels daily. It is in the northeast of the 
southeast of the northwest quarter of the sec- 
tion. ‘The sand was struck at 3,145 feet and 
continued for fifteen feet, 

Still flowing at the rate of 800 barrels daily 
after three weeks is the record of the Alice 
Katherine Oil Company’s No, 3 Myers, in sec- 
tion 1-19-5. It got the top of the Bartlesville 
sand at 3,160 feet, and there was eight feet 
of pay. More than sixty locations have been 
made by the Magnolia Petroleum Company 
alone, and the Yale district will be busy 
during the next few months. 

A deep duster was reported from the pool 
during the week by the New England Oil 
Company, which was drilled to a depth of 
3,200 feet. It was in section 6-19-6. In the 
southern portion of the pool’ active work is 
underway and the producers are awaiting with 
anxiety the completion of the Roma and 
Bingswanger tests. 


Well Near Haskell. 


In Wagoner county and near Haskell another 
large well has been developed. The latest 
well belongs to Michleson and associates, and 
is in the northwest quarter of section 36-15-15, 
The top of the sand was struck at 1,480 feet, 
and it has been drilled but two screws in. 
During the ensuing twenty-four hours the well 
placed 1,100 barels in tankage. It is the sec- 
ond test on the farm, the initial well being a 
gasser, There are thirteen dusters in the sec- 
tion, and it shows that most anything can be 
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expected. It is an offset to the old Pine well, 
which attracted so much attention several 
menths back, 


Shortage of Tank Cars. 


An appeal has been made to the Corporation 
Commission of Oklahoma by the Lawton Re- 
fining Company to save that company’s busi- 
ness by restraining the Frisco Railroad Com- 
pany from selling all its tank cars, The com- 
pany has been notified by the railroad that it 
has disposed of all of its tank cars, and the 
complaint alleges that all such cars are being 
transferrel out of the State of Oklahoma to 
refiners located elsewhere, and that the Law- 
ton Company and all the others similarly situ- 
ated are threatened with ruin as a result of 
inability to get cars. The commission has 
set the case for hearing on June 19. 


2,000-Barrel Well at Healdton. 


Work continues unabated in the Healdton 
pool, in Southern county, and new work 
is being started throughout the county. 
The Fox pool, in Stephens connty. s 
also looking up. The test of the Gypsy Oil 
Company on the Pierce farm, in the northwest 
corner of the northeast quarter of section 
33-2-8, struck some sand at 2,035 feet, and 
there is showing of both oil and gas. The 
well is said to have sprayed oil all day Sun- 
day. The Fox district has commanded some 
high prices, as high as $300 being paid for 
close-in stuff, and it may yet develop some 
good oil wells. There have been some large 
volumes of gas unearthed and some fairly good 
showings of oil struck, but nothing that looked 
like a paying well. 

In the development southwest of the Heald- 
ton pool a 2,000-barrel well was the best com- 
pletion of the week. It belongs to the Hum- 
ble Oil Company and is on the Tubbee tract, 
in the northwest quarter of section 24-4-3. 
This is the largest well that has been found 
in the extension, Some good wells have been 
developed in this direction, but they have 
averaged from 400 to 700 barrels, 

The Tidal Oil Company through G. G. Gil- 
lette has purchased the one-sixth royalty of 
sixty acres in the northwest quarter of sec- 
tion 5-4-3 from the Cruce Brothers for a re- 
ported consideration of $115,000, The lease 
was first secured by .| E Crosbe, who later 
sold it to the Carter Oil Company. 


About Okmulgee. 


Again the Bald Hill pool, in Okmulgee 
county, led that important county during the 
week with the completion of what looks like 
a %00-barrel well by Gillespie et al. on the 
Colbert farm, in section 1-15-14. No. 1 on 
‘his farm is still making 200 barrels daily. 
This northwest extension which was opened 
some months back has been fairly prolific and 
in what was regarded as small territory. The 
ald Hill district, like the Boock sand, has 
been very erratic, 


Better at Blackwell. 


With the developing of a shallower sand in 
the Blackwell pool, in northern Kay county, 
operations are bound to increase in that de- 
velopment. The latest well to be finished in 
the shallow sand belongs to the Southwestern 
Oil Company, and it is rated good for 125 
barrels daily in the pay struck at 1,728 feet. 
It is in section 17-28-1 east. 

Another test is the fourth well of the Du- 
luth-Okiahoma Oil Company on the Wolfe 
farm, in the southeast corner of the southwest 
quarter of section 6-28-1 west. The oil was 
struck in a new sand, the top of which was 
penetrated at 2,040 feet, and at twenty-five 
feet in the test had made several nice flows, 
and it has been rated as a 125-barrel starter. 
This gives another formation, the third from 
which the Blackwell pool can draw its oil 
from, and it will mean a great thing for this 
development, The total production from the 
pool is approximately 5,700 barrels daily. 


Garber and Billings. 


Garber, in Garfield county, is attracting more 
attention than the Billings pool, in Noble 
county. The late completion of the No, 9, on 
the Beggs, by Champlain et al. in the south- 
west of section 24-224 west, which is rated 
good for 300 barrels daily, has caused some 
to think that better wells will be developed, as 
it 1s one of the best in the pool. 

In the southwest of the northwest of section 
19-22-3 west, the No. 1 Kisner, of the Garfield 
Oil Company (Sinclair) is holding up at 40 
barrels at a total depth of 1,161 feet. Al- 
though it is not a large well it is interesting, 
as it extended the pool one-half mile to the 
north. The Garfield Oil Company has made 
fifty additional locations, and this pool is due 
for some active work. The outside tests have 
shown little or nothing, and the Stein well of 
the Carter Oil Company in section 12-22-4 west 
has been the only one to show anything in a 
deeper sand. Several deep tests are being 
made. 

The test of E. N. Gillespie, on the Mason 
farm in section 10-23-2 west, drilled through a 
break and into salt water at 2,142 feet. There 
are at least a dozen tests drilling in proximity 
to the Hoover well. 


Osage and Cleveland. 


A 500-barrel well natural is the best offering 
from the Osage. It belongs to Foster et al. 
and is on the Edwards farm in section 25- 
25-9, and in the sand struck at 2,031 feet the 
well is flowing the above production. It will 
be shot and an increase in the output is looked 
for. It is the third well on the farm. There 
were numerous other completions during the 
week in this district, but they were of the 
average size—25 barrels. 

The Osage district is making 40,000 barrels 
daily, which is the highest production in some 
time, and this will be materially increased be- 
fore the passing of many more weeks. The 
prolific Hominy pool is about due to show 
some completions, 

In the Jennings pool a 150-barrel well was 
the best of the week. It belongs to John 
Markham, Jr., and is on the Mosing tract, in 
the southeast of the northeast of the southeast 
quarter of section 20-20-7, and it struck the 
Skinner sand at 2,611 feet and continued for 
thirty feet.

Other Pools. 


Scattered throughout Oklahoma many other 
completions of interest have been reported. 
In the development in Tulsa county, between 
Bixby and Leonard, good wells continue to be 
finished. In a sixth test on the Crosby farm, 
in section 17-17-13, the United Producers’ Oil 
Company has a 100-barrel well, On the Posey 
Mary farm, in the same section, the Gladye 
Oil Company finished No. 5, good for 150 bar- 
rels the first day. In the southwest of the 
@outheast of the northeast quarter of section 
25-17-14 the New York Oi] Company’s No. 1 
is etill holding at 400 barrels daily. In the 
old Bixby pool Peterson et al. finished No. 2 


Anderson in the west half of the southwest 
quarter of section 36-16-13, and have a 100- 
barrel starter. 

In the Boock sand district of Okmulgee 


county, Henry, Robison et al., in No. 3 Sad- 
dler tract, in .the northeast quarter of g6ec- 
tion 20-14-14, Have a century producer. No. 4 
missed the sand and is being drilled deeper. 
In section 20-14-14 on the Carter farm the 
Atlantic Petroleum Company's No, 8 is hold- 
ing at 125 barrels daily 

West of Beggs, in the same county, the 
Sperry Oil and Gas Company has a 50-barrel 
well in the northwest quarter of section 
23-15-10. In the Glenn pool, in section 5-17-12, 
on the Gallis tract, the Dallas Oil Company 
has a 20-barrel well in No. 45. West of 
Sapulpa Bartlett et al. have a 40-barrel 
pumper in No. 14 Gouge, in the southwest 
corner of the southeast quarter of section 
27-18-10. Some large welle for that pool have 
been found on this farm. 


Completions at Augusta. 


Although large wells have been far and few 
between of late in the Augusta pool, in Butler 
eounty, Kansas, eome fairly good wells made 
up the week's completions. The Mid-Kansas 
Oil Company finshed No. Patterson, section 
9-29-4, and it is flowing 110 barrels daily. In 
section 17-28-4 the Empire Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany’a No. 5 Haines is a 100-barrel well. Nos, 
8 and 4 of the same company on the Elder 
farm, section 9-29-4, are good for 10 and 15 
barrels, respectively. In section 2-28-4 the same 
company has a 100-barrel well in No. 13 
Smith. No. 2 Harter, of the Mid-Kansas Oil 
Company, in section 9-29-4, is making 100 
barrels, 

A 200-hbarrel Well is credited to the Mid- 
Kaneds Oil Company in No. 6 Shreve, section 
11-28-4, and the McMan Oil Compartiy tn No. 
4 Palmer, sectioti #%-27-4, has a 90-barrel well 
on thé beam. The Enipire Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany in No. 32 Henry Moyle, section 35-27-4, 
has a 75-barrel well. In section 10 the same 
company has a 95-barrel well in No. 13 Felt- 
ham. No. 10 of the Cosdem Ot! and Gas Com- 
pafiy on the Beck, section 3-28-4, has an 80- 
barrel pumper. The Empire Gas and Foel 
Company, in No. 20 Ralston, séction 9-28-4, 
is good for 30 barrels. No. 5 Curry, section 
16 28-4, is an 80-barrel pumper, d No. 17 ¥. 
Varner, section 16-28-4, is a 35-b el pumper. 

In the El Dorado pool, in the same county, 
the best wells outside of the Smock and To- 
wanda developments, are being found, and 
with the western portion of the pool showing 
well, this development is bound to show an 
increase in production. The best of the late 
completions is the Empire Gas and Fuel Corit- 
pany’s No. 2 Hull & Higgins, eection 7-26-5, 
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which is showing for 300 barrels daily. The 
same company has a_ 2,000,000-cubic foot 
gasser in No. 7, John Myer tract, in the 
Southeast quarter of seetion 8-26-5. 


Gasser in Labette. 


South of Altamount, in Labette county, 
Royer et al. struck a_ 6,000,000-cubic foot 
gasser in section 35-33-19 at 535 feet. There 
were also 40 feet of sand that containea 
some oil, but the salt water was too strong. 
This test is eight miles in advance of any- 
thing, and with gas worth 8 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet wells of this kind will be 
better than oil producers. Northeast of this 
ten miles the Sonora Oil Company had 4 
good showing of oil in section 6-33-20 at 
535 feet, but after the well was shot it 
developed considerable salt water and was 
plugged, There were 110 feet of salt water 
sand, 

In the main development southwest of 
Mound Valley a few completions have been 
reported, Northeast of Mound Valley there 
was a wildcat well struck during the first 
of the year, but since then every test in 
the proximity has been a failure. 

Several dry holes and gassers were re- 
ported from the Mound Valley pool during 
the week. In section 13-33-18 a 1,000,000- 
cubic foot gasser was finished on the Shailer 
farm. On the Turner farm, in section 10. 
33-18, good for 500,000 cubic feet daily. In 


section 35-32-17 the Sperry Oil and Gas 
Company on the Kellam has a 25-barrel 
pumper. 


Stocks for May. 


On the first of the present month in the 
Healdton, Cushing, Augusta and El Dorado, 
the four most important pools in the Mid- 
continent field, there were 51,241,589 bar- 
rels held in storage, which were distributed 
as follows:—Healdton, 8,263,000 barrels; 
Cushing, 38,345,690 barrels; El Dorado, 1,- 
058,713 barrels, and Augusta, 3,574,186. 
There is not a large difference from the fig- 
urse of the previous month. In the Heald- 
ton pool several hundred thousand barrels 
was lost by lightning striking the tanks. 

The largest holder of oil in storage in the 
four pools mentioned is the Carter Oil Com- 
pany, with 17,980,872, followed by the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company with 8,781,000 
barrels. The Prairie is not interested in the 
Healdton pool, and in the Kansas district 
it has but a small amount of steel tankage, 
which is used’ for working tanks only. The 
Magnolia Petroleum Company is next in 
line with 5,891,154 barrels. The Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana has 4,209,000 bar- 
rels, and the Sinclair Oil interests, 2,794.192 
barrels. The Texas Company has 4,629,000 
barrels.

Drilling on State Lands. 


Two tests for oil and gas are now being 
drilled on the segregated lands in Cimarron 
county, Oklahoma. The Segregated Oil Com- 
pany is drilling at 1,600 feet, their location 
being 367 feet northeast of the center of .22- 
4N-1B of the Cimarron meridian. 

The Empire Oil and Gas Company (Doherty 
interests) is drilling at 400 feet in northwest 
quarter of southwest quarter of 22-5N-5E of 
Cimarron meridian, 

Both of the above companies, in accordance 
with the regulations as prescribed by the Com- 
missioners of the Land Office of Oklahoma, 
were required to deposit a surety bond in the 
sum of $10,000 with the State to guarantee 
they would drill to a depth of 3,000 feet pro- 
viding oil or gas in paying quantities was 
not found at shallower depths. 

Unusual interest is shown in the drilling of 
these two tests, as the royalty of one-eighth is 
paid into the State treasury for the benefit of 
public schools. 


Eleven Wells Were Shot. 


Last week eleven wells were given shots In 
the Healdton pool in Carter county, Oklahoma, 
by permission of the Corporation Commission, 
and some other shooting was being done, The 
production was increased—in some _ instances 
materially increased—and there was no appa- 
rent damage done, 

The Supreme Court, which has before it a 
question involving the validity of an order 
of the Corporation Commission prohibiting the 
shooting of wells except where permission was 
granted, has not decided the question. It is 
probable that the commission will allow shoot- 
ing to proceed under the present rule, which 
requires that a conservation officer be kept in 
the field and that producers be made respon- 
sible for damage incurred by shooting into 
water, or an order may grow out of the hear- 
ing held the latter part of May, in which all 
persons will be permitted to shoot without 
permission, but be held responsible for acts 
= orci of the conservation laws of tha

Several months ago the Secretary of the 
Interior, through the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, made claim against the Gypsy Oil 
Company and F. A. Gillespie, operating the 
Jackson Barnett lease in section 5-17-7, Cush- 
ing district, as joint tenants, for payment of 
royalty interests on the basis of the price paid 
by some refineries purchasing Cushing oil at 
premiums ranging from 25 to 50 cents a barrel, 
instead of on the posted price paid for all 
grades of Cushing oil by the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company and other marketing concerns. 
Mr. Gillespie paid the $70,000 excess royalty 
asked of him by the Indian agent at Musko- 
gee, but the Gypsy Oil Company refused, has 
since refused, and still refuses to pay the 
$50,000 demanded of it by the same agency. 
It is not known at this time what other pro- 
ducers, if any, protested against the pay- 
ment, as the case against the Gypsy Oil Com- 
pany is still on docket and has been made the 
subject of am elaborate brief by the legal de- 
partment of the company recently filed with 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs in Wash- 
ington, 

The Gypsy Oil Company contends that it sold 
the ofi produced froin the lease to the Gulf 
Pipe Litle Company of Oklahoma and that it 
received for that oil ‘‘the Wighest posted 
price,’’ except on three days when the Sinclair 
Oil and Refining Corporation posted a price 
fn excess of the price paid by the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company, but it also calls attention 
to the facet that the Sinclafr Oil and Refining 
Corporation was not in a position to handle 
Cushing oil at that time and that it did not 
buy a barrei of oll except from one of its sub- 
sidiaries at its posted price, and that, consid- 
ering these sircunistances, the price posted by 
the Sirilair Oil and Refining Corporation was 
not the m@rket price. 

As to the premiums paid by Independent re- 
fifiers the brief fas this to say:— 

There are so many questions beside respon- 
sibility which enter ffite the delivery of oil 
to the so-called ‘‘indeperident refiners’ that 
there are hufidredso f prodUcers who today 
are disposing of their oil through their accus- 
tomed channels, although the refifiéties are 
reported offering greatly increased prerfivrns. 

The fact that it is necessary for the refir- 
eries to offer a premium demonstrates that 
there are hundreds of producers who today 
eries, else there would be no inducernents in 
offering a premium to secure the delivery of 
the oil. An examination into most deliveries 
to refineries will disclose the fact that the pro- 
ducers require contracts to take a eertatr 
amount of oil for a certain length of tite at 
a certain figure above the posted pipeline price 
during the life of the contract, and, in addi- 
tion, require daily settlements and the deposit 
of a sufficient amount of money in the bank 
to cover an estimated ten days’ run of oi”, and 
there frequently arises disputes between the 
producers and the refiners as to the amount 
of oil actually received and the quality of the 
oil, No such dispute arises with the pipe- 
line companies. Therefore we, in common 
with a majority of producers, prefer to run oil 
to the pipelines instead of to refineries at a 
premium.”’ ‘ 

It is shown that more than 60 per cent. of 
the oil produced from restricted lands in the 
Cushing district was sold to pipelines and 
that the government settled with the lessee for 
the royalty on the basis of the pipeline quota- 
tions and that no question has ever been 
raised as to the equity and the justice of such 
settlement. 


Ruling on Cushing Oil. 


Attention is also called to the fact that 
when the pipeline posted prices for Cushing 
oil was 45 cents a barrel, the independent re- 
fineries made contracts for hundreds of thou- 
sands of barrels, some of them in effect today 
and on which deliveries are still being made 
on the basis of 30 cents a barrel, but the 
Department of the Interior, the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs and the Indian Agent all 
insisted that the pipeline price was the market 
price, and forced the lessees to pay royalty 
on a price far in excess of what they were 
actually receiving for the oll. It is contended 





that if the pipeline price as posted throughout 
the field was accepted as the basis for settle- 
ment when Cushing oil was a drug on the 
market, it ought to be accepted the same way 
and with the same amount of confidence and 
reliability when Cushing oil is scarce and 
the price is high. Attention is also called to 
the fact that in every producing oil district 
in the State since the discovery of oil on 
Indian lands in Oklahoma, the Department of 
the Interior and the Indian agents and all 
other officials and representatives of the gov- 
ernment have invariably accepted the posted 
price of the pipeline companies as the market 
price, and that royalty settlements have al- 
Ways been made on that basis and no other. 

It is contended that on October 25, 1916, in 
a letter written by the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs and approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior, ocevrs this language:—‘‘The de- 
partment has held that it is without authority 
to fix prices of oil, but in order that the 
Indian lessor’s may may not be disregarded, 
the department issued an order on March 12, 
1915, that the maximum price basis for the 
Settlement of the royalty oil to be the actual 
price for which said oil is sold, provided such 
price be not less than the highest posted price 
in the mid-continent field on the date of sale. 
The terms of the lease presupposes an actual 
bona fide sale of the oll, otherwise there can 
be no gross proceeds.” 

No date has been set for argument before 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 


Gasoline Test. 


A. L. Walker, chief of oil and gas bureau 
of the Corporation Commission, will set a 
date for a hearing preliminary to formulating 
a rule to govern the testing of oll and gaso- 
line under the law. Demonstrations will be 
made to determine what tests shall be pro- 
vided for, each refiner interested having been 
asked to send his superintendent and chemist 
to the hearing for that purpose. Under the 
law as it stands in Oklahoma, gasoline that 
is under 68 degrees and above 78 degrees must 
be branded as inferior. 

It is urged that the Oklahoma test is too 
high. ‘There is no gasoline produced in Okla- 
homa, according to some experts, that will 
meet the test. It is pointed out that the 
standard in Kansas is 60 and in Indiana 58. 
It is thought ihe Oklahoma test will be fixed 
at 60 or 61 degrees gravity, 


Of General Interest. 


The Export Oi] Corporation, composed of 
seven refineries in the mid-continent field, 
of which James King Duffy, of New York, is 
president, had a fire in its loading station 
at Avondale, La., on Monday of this week, 
which caused a loss of between $15,000 and 
$20,000. 

In addition to his election as president 
of the Paragon Oil Company, J. W. Gilli- 
land, of Tulsa, hag been elected vice-presi_ 
dent and a director of the Paragon Refining 
Company, which is the parent concern, Mr. 
Gilliland recently sold all of his production 
and acreage in Kansas and Oklahoma to 
the Paragon Oil Company, 

Walter E. McGinnis has closed a deal with 
S. H Hale et al., constituting the BPureka 
Oil and Gas Company, in which he sold a 
lease on the west half of the northeast quar- 
ter of section 3-26-4 for $100,000 and three- 
eighths production. 

Contracts for three of the buildings be- 
ing erected by the Utah Refining Company 


have been let and call for an immediate 
expenditure of more than $100,000. The 
buildings are to take the place of those 


recently destroyed by fire. 

The Kansas State Tax Commission are 
visiting al} the producing o.] districts of 
Kansas with the idea of arriving at an 
equitable adjustment of the taxable values 
of oil properties. 

The city of Augusta, Kan., owns an in- 
terest in a lease on the Safford land, sec- 
tion 26-27-4, which is turning out so well 
that Safford recently offered the City Coun- 
cil $25,000 cash for the city’s interest. 

The Muskogee Refining Company, the re- 
fining’ subsidiary of the Oklahoma Produc- 
ing and Refining Company, which is making 
important additions to its plant here, will 
have a capacity of 3,009 barrels daily when 
the work is completed, which doubles the 
capacity of the oil plant. It 1s believed that 
not more than 30 days will be required to 
finish up all the new work. This plant was 
the first to be built in Eastern Oklahoma 
years ago when oil was first found in 
Muskogee. 

The Tulsa Chamber of Commerce and the 
Board of Commissioners of the city are not 
at all satisfied with the recent order of the 
Corporation Commission of Oklahoma permit- 
ting the Osage and Oklahoma Company to 
raise rates to domestic consumers 25 per cent., 
and have asked the Corporation Commission 
for a rehearing. 

The Oklahoma Producing and Refining Com- 
pany is contemplating the erection of a casing- 
head plant in one of the producing pools to 
the west of Muskogee, where the company has 
production, probably in the Boynton field or 
in the deep sand development north of Morris. 
It is announced from Claremore, Okla., that 
Argue & Compton will take all of the oil pro- 
duced in that locality to the capacity of their 
storage and shipping facilities at $2.05 a bar- 
rel, This is 35 cents a barrel more than the 
price posted by the purchasing agencies. 


Noted in Passing. 


The Sinclair Oil and Refining Corporation 
has contracted with the United States Gov- 
ernment to deliver a large quantity of gaso- 
line to the Gulf ports at 19 cents in govern- 
ment tanks and at 21 cents on barges, the 
gravity to be 58 and the end point 370. They 
are making an effort to procure an 11-cent 
freight rate in place of the 16-cent rate now 
in force. 

When the new construction work of the Sin- 
clair Oil and Refining Company, including the 
laying of the 800 miles of pipeline from the 
Oklahoma fields to Chicago, is completed, the 
production of the company, which is now be- 
tween 18,000 and 20,000 barrels daily, and the 
company should have eight refineries in opera- 
tion. ‘This should mean an increase of about 
50 per cent. in the company’s earnings, 

The three-sevenths interest heretofore held 
by the Sinclair Oil Corporation in the Oil Ex- 
port Corporation has changed hands, having 
been taken over by Messrs. Schock, Constantin 
and James King Duffy. The price paid was 
$90, 000. Mr. Sinclair has other facilities 
available, hence the Sale. 


WYOMING. 


Caser, Wyo., June 18, 1917. 

A review of the Wyoming petroleum fields 
show another inactive week, due to the 
inclement weather conditions that prevailed 
over the entire State, During the early 
part of the week the weather was ideal and 
it was supposed the real summer time had 
put in its appearance, but following a heavy 
downpour of rain came cold weather that 
caught a great many unprepared and caused 
much suffer:ng among the population, Thete 
has not been one entire week of warm 
weather so far this season, something that 
has never before been known to happen 





within the borders of Wyoming. The old- 
est inhabitant cannot account for the con-

ditions, and if the warm weather does not 
show up shortly the growing crops will be 
a dismal failure, 


Salt Creek. 


Authorities generally admit that the Salt 
Creek field is one of the best proven fields 
in Wyoming. It covers an area extending 
three miles north and south and four miles 
east and west. It is estimated that there 
will be fully 100 wells drilled in the Salt 
Creek field during 1917. In addition to 
this prolific petroleum-laden reg.on the 
striking of oil in the big Hjorth well, in 
the Lower Wall Creek sand, and the dis- 
solution or an injunction by the courts 
(which has been restraining the New York 
Oil Company's well from being drilled into 
the second oil strata of this area), are said 
to have added over fifty square miles to 
what may be legitimately described as Salt 
Creek field territory. Word has just come 
out from Salt Creek to the effect that oil 
has been encountered in a well west of the 
Hjorth wel] and indicates that the produc- 
ing area may be extended several miles in 
that direction or to the west. 

The Ohio Oil Company will drill a large 
number of wells just south of the Hjorth 
well, and it is believed that the second 
Wall Creek sand strata, around the Hjorth 
well for several miles, will be found ex- 
ceedingly productive. 

A discovery has been made by Thomas 
S. Harrison, consulting geologist for the 
Midwest Refining Company, that there are 
four Wall Creek strata underlying the Salt 
Creek field instead of two, the deepest lying 
800 feet below the first, which is the only 
strata which has been penetrated by wells 
within the Salt Creek field proper. The 
second Wal]! Creek sand has been penetrated 
by one well, the Hjorth, in the so-called 
southwestern extension of the field, but the 
existence of a third and fourth Wall Creek 
strata has not heretofore been suspected. 

Harrison, in the course of a geological sur- 
vey of the Salt Creek district, hag found at 
Pine Mountain a hitherto unprospected out- 
cropping which reveals that there are four 
Wall Creek strata and that the Mowery 
shale, from which oil in the Salt Creek 
district is derived, lies immediately beneath 
the fourth stratum. The first Wall Creek, 
which is penetrated by existing wells at 
from 1,200 to 1,400 feet below the surface, 
is 110 feet thick, Three hundred feet be- 
low it is the second Wall Creek, which is 
about 40 feet thick. Harrison's research 
now establishes that in the drilled area 
the third Wall Creek should be penetrated 
about 200 feet below the second, ang that 
200 feet below the third the fourth Wall 
Creek should be found. The third sand, 
as shown by the Pine Mounta‘n outcrop- 
ping, which is 60 miles from the Salt 
Creek drilled area, is approximately 60 feet 
thick, and the fourth is of tne same thick- 
ness as the first, 110 feet. Harrison be- 
lieves that these lower two strata will be 
found to be as thoroughly impregnated 
with oil as the two upper strata, 


Asks for Receiver. 


Following closely upon the heels of the 
report that the Midwest Oil Company was 
perfecting details of a plan for the merg- 
ing of all the producing interests of the Salt 
Creek field, William Fitzhugh and wife 
have petitioned the United States Court at 
Phoenix, Ariz., to appoint a receiver for the 
company and to enter judgment against 
the Midwest Oil Company and nine other 
concerns—the Crescent, Seattle, Central 
Bluestone, California, Henshaw, Fitzhugh, 
Pinero and Barbadoes companies—for sub. 
stantial damages which are ciaimed on the 
ground that the companies named partici- 
pated in a deal by which the _ plaintiffs, 
Fitzhugh and wife, were defrauded of in- 
terests in lands now held by the defendant 
corporation. Officials of the Midwest Oil 
Company and the Midwest Refining Com- 
pany appear to regard the litigation lightly. 

The plans for the proposed merger of 
Salt Creek producing interests is said to 
contemplate the formation of a producing 
company, the stock of which would be is- 
sued to the Midwest Oil Company and the 
so-called Reed group of companies, which 
includes concerns other than. the Midwest, 
which are named in the suit of the Fitz- 
hughs in return for assignments by these 
companies to the new corporation of their 
contracts with the Midwest, 


Big Royalty Suit. 


For three days, including an evening ses- 
sion, rival attorneys fought before the Fre- 
mont County District Court at Lander, the 
case of Archie Campbell against C. H. Paul 
and others, in which the plaintiff is seek- 
ing to prove that the defendant defrauded 
him out of the royalties on a valuable piece 
of oil land near the town of Riverton, The 
court took the case under advisement. 

The Campbel] tract is situated w.thin one 
and one-half miles of a well producing 150 
barrels a day, and within half a mile of 
another well, which has sent forth 40 bar- 
rels a day from a depth of 900 feet.

All Over Wyoming. 


It is announced that within a few days 
the Ohio Oil Company will start several 
drilling wells on the property of the Grass 
Creek Oil and Gas Company, The prop- 
erty upon which these wells will be drilled 
is that for which the Grass Creek Oil and 
Gas Company was awarded a verdict in 
a suit brought by the United States to oust 
it, because of defective proof of legal en- 
try when the claims were located in 1915. 
The government claimed that the discovery 
of oil was not legitimate, but the company 
received the award in the Federal District 
Court and later on appeal by the govern- 
ment in the Federal Court of Appeals. 


The first run of oil in the new line from 
the Big Muddy field to the Midwest Refin- 
ery at Casper was made on June 12, No 
announcement of the amount of oil run 
through the line has been made. Henry M. 
Blackmer, president of the Midwest Refin- 
ing Company, and J. Roby Penn, Jr., presi- 
dent of the Illinois Pipeline Company, were 
present to see the first runs made, 

The Western Exploration Company has 
made a contract with the Midwest Refining 
Company by which the latter will drill a 
well upon the former's lease in section 16, 
in the Teapot Dome, lying to the south- 
east of the Salt Creek field, and adjoining 
the lands reserved for the Navy by Presi- 
dential orders some years ago. This dis- 
trict has never been tested, and as geolo- 
gists believe that the Wall Creek sand, £0 
productive in the Salt Creek and Big Muddy 
fields, can be found at moderate depth, the 
result of this test will be watched with 
great interest. 

The Reserve Oil Company has moved 4 
Star drilling machine and all other neces- 
sary tools and’ camp supplies to their hold- 
ings in the Dry Creek section. 

The Salt Creek Petroleum Company has 
announced that it has closed a contract for 
the drilling of five new wells on its Salt 
Creek holdings by January 1. 

The Ohio Oil Company has purchased a 
one_half interest in the Blackmore lease in 
the Salt Creek section.” The price is re- 
ported at something like $30,000. The lease 
already has a producing well upon it and 
looks like a valuable property, but expen- 
sive to develop, on account of its depth to 


the oil sand. 


Refinery Addition. 


Another important addition is being made 
at the works of the Greybull refinery, Ex- 
cavation is now in progress for a large 
brick building to be used as a treating 
plant, or, as the refinery men call it, a 
continuous treating plant. The oil, after 
going through the agitators is conducte1 
to the treating plant, ana there goes 
through another system of treatment, which 
still further increases the amount of re- 
fined oil. The building wil] be a large one 
and will materially increase the production 
of the plant. The forms for the six new 
stills to be added are in place and_ will 
be ready for the tanks within a few days. 
Rapid progress is also being made on the 
tower stills. The addition to nine more 
stills wil] make considerable difference in 


the appearance of the plant. 


TEXAS PANHANDLE. 


Fort Worth, Tex., June 19, 1917. 


A review of the Panhandle fields of Northern 
Texas for the week shows a nice incrtase in 
the number of wells finished, but in produc- 
tion there is a heavy decline, owing to the 
inability to find the usual deep sand gusher. 
The increase in finished wells was an even 
dozen and the decrease in production over 1,000 
barrels. 

When it comes to paying big money for 
leases Texas certainly has all other sections 
wiped off the map. This work first started 
at Beaumont and has never let up. Some 
time ago in Brazoria county J. P, Lightfoot, 
a former attorney-general of Texas, bought a 
lot 37x140 feet, paying $12,000 cash, or at 
the rate of $84,000 an acre, the purchase being 
made from the Bryan heirs. He also secured 
some acreage about five miles southwest of 
the Mound. The Empire Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany is another concern that is not backward 
in paying big bonus money for territory. This 
company paid $25,000 recently for a lease on a 
50-acre tract out of the Jones survey, about 
a mile southeast of the Mound. The purchase 
was made from R. C. Gaines, of Angleton. 
J. W. West and associates, of Houston, gave 
$1,250 an acre for five acres out of the McKay 
tract. The Humble Oi] Company paid $4,000 
an acre for a 40-acre tract in fee, in addition 
to three acres out of the Allen tract. The 
Sun Company paid $10,000 for twenty acres 
out of the Patton tract and a one-sixth royalty. 
The Producers’ Oil Company bought in fee a 
Sl-acre tract of the Cummings tract at $1,000 
per acre. 

The Panhandle fields for May showed a pro- 
duction of 866.859 barrels. the largest for a 
long period. This is due to the finding of oil 
in the deep sands in the old fields and not to 
the opening up of new fields, although the new 
fields all add a little. The prices of the oil 
are high, and with the increased production 
the well owners stand to make some money, 
and the refineries are paying a premium for 
the best grades of crude. 


A Monster Gas Well. 


The sensational find of all late wells drilled 
in the Panhandle country is the well of the 
Empire Gas and Fuel Company on the Chest- 
nut ranch, to the south of Mineral Wells, in 
Palo Pinto county. This well was drilled a 
little deeper after working around with the 
5-inch casing for many months, and the vol- 
ume of gas that followed the drilling deeper 
blew the tools from the hole. The well reached 
a depth of 4,227 feet and the deepest gas well 
in the State of Texas, and shows a rock pres- 
sure of 1,600 pounds and a volume of 15,- 
000,000 cubic feet. It is reported to be a fine 
gasoline natural gas, as it is freely impreg- 
nated with a light fluid resembling distillate. 

There is a scramble for leases to the south 
of the Electra pool, owing to the finding of 
new sands deeper down than the old producing 
formations, and exorbitant prices prevail for 
leases. ‘There is considerable new work doing 
in all parts of the field, and while there is 
a@ scarcity of water for drilling purposes, also 
a shortage in material, the operators are doing 
the best that they can. “Many have been com- 
pelled to shut down for pipe and others for 
water, and take it all in all it is about 50-50 
between the two.

The number of completions have 
een increased from month to month but 
has not aided the production materially. 
The increase in completions last month 
doubled over April, yet the produetion de- 
creased. More effort will have to be made 
in drilling up proven territory if production 
is to equal consumption.

Production and Shipments. 


Statistics prepared and made public by the 
Statistical bureau of the Independent Oil 
Producers’ Agency at Los Angeles show the 
production of oil during the month of May 
to be 8,084,347 barrels, a daily average of 
260,785, compared to a total yield in April 
of 8,077,402 barrels, a daily average of 269,- 
247, indicating a falling off in May of 8,462 
barrels daily. 

Shipments in May totaled 9,067,233 bar- 
rels, a daily average of 292,491, against 
total shipments in April of 8,907,847 bar- 
rels, a daily average of 296,928, a differenca 
of 4,437 barrels daily. 

The number of producing wells increased 
from 7,215 on the end of April to 7,307 on 
the end of May, a gain of 92 wells. 

With, all of the effort put forth by the 
operators to stem the large draft on stocks 
from month to month, by attempting to 
increase the production; from all appear- 
ances more energy will have to be expended 
in th’s line in order to cut down the 
enormous shortage. The increase in the 
number of producing wells during the past 
month has been practically doubled as com- 
pared to the former month's figures. The 
production, however, per daily average has 
decreased. Although drilling hag been 
speeded up some since the first of the year, 
it is evident that with the present amount 
of new work under way the production will 
never coincide with the shipment figures, 
should they remain stable,

The record 
compares with a total reduction In April of 
830,445 barrels, a daily average of 27,681. 

Stocks of oil on June 1 are stated at 37,842,-

1. Stocks on January 1, 1917, totaled 43,640,-

The Standard has added a 50-barrel pro- 
ducer to its string of wells in Wiley Can- 
yon, on the northwest quarter of section 
16-3-17. The depth is 1,500 feet and the 
well is reported to be good for 50 barrels 
daily of 30 gravity oil.

W. B. McCormick, one of the pioneers in oil 
field development in North Louisiana, has re- 
cently opened up a gag territory in Terrebone 
parish, in the southern part of the State, 
which bids fair to rival any other gag field in 
the world. Two wells have been drilled by the 
Terrebone Oil and Gas Company, of which 
Mr. McCormick is president, both of which are 
estimated at between 80,000,000 and 90,000, 000 
eubic feet, and a most spectacular sight was 
presented when the second well blew in last 
week, throwing carloads of rocks and shells 
hundreds of feet into the air and scattering 
them for miles around. Both wells have been 
successfully capped and the gas will be piped 
to New Orleans as soon as pipe can be se- 
cured, The wells are located near Houma, in 
Terrebone parish, about forty miles southwest 
ft New Orleans, 

Properties of the Mid-Lake Oil Company have 
been transferred to the Tar Island Production 
and Refining Company, which has been recent- 
ly organized by New York capitalists for pro- 
ducing and refining purposes, The holdings 
include the whole of Tar Island, which lies 
In the west end of Caddo Lake, part in Caddo 
parish and part in Marion county, Texas, and 
is in the proven field, adjacent to a number of 
producing wells, 

UR T. Lane, a well-known operator in the 
North Louisiana field, is making an important 
wildcat test in the Arkansas field, where he 
has secured a large acreage between Mansfield, 
Ark., and Porto, Okla., two well-defined gas 
territories. Acreage has been taken in the 
vicinity of this test by the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany, the Standard Oil Company, the Carter 
Oil Company and the Louisiana Oil Refining 
Company, and its outcome will be closely 
watched with a view to further development. 
The well lies on the line of sections 21 and 
22, township 4, range 32, in Segastian county, 
and is just north of Waldron, where a well 
was drilled showing oil at two different depths 
It is on the edge of a well-defined anticline.

Investigated by expert geologists and pro- 
nounced particularly promising. 


Caddo Production Greater. 


Production in the Caddo field showed a 
marked improvement during the past week, 
the daily average showing an increase of 2,800 
barrels a day. The total production amounted 
to 27.810 barrels daily, of which De Soto and 
Red River produced 11,150 barrels and Caddo 
and Northeastern Texas 27,810 barrels. 

Most of the producing wells brought in_dur- 
Ing the past week were completed in the Caddo 
field, eight completions aggregating an ini- 
tial production of 1,450 barrels. The Gulf Re- 
fining Company completed two good wells on 
tre Ferry Lake lease, No, 80 flowing 1,050 bar- 
rels and No. 93 pumping 150 barrels. Two 50- 
barrel wells were completed by the Caddo Oil 
and Refining Company on the Brown lease, 
south of Ferry Lake, in section 27-20-16; the 
New Hoffman Oil Company completed three 
®25-harrel wells on the Sutherlin lease in the 
shallow-sand territory east of Vivian and the 
Producers’ Oil Company got a 75-barrel well 
in Brooks No. 11 in the Lewis district. 

The Caddo Oil and Refining Company has 
made four new locations on the Brown lease 
in the Mooringsport district, and is rigging up 
to drill Noel 1 in section 3-19-16, where the 
proven field was recently extended a mile 
south of previous production, 

The Gulf Refining Company is operating al- 
most entirely on the Ferry Lake and Caddo 
Levee Board leases, with one well drilling on 
the Rives lease in the west end of the field 
in section 5-20-16. 

The Louisiana Oil Refining Company has one 
well drilling and two rigging up to drill on 
the Green lease in the Mooringsport district, 
south of Ferry Lake, and in section 29-20-15, 
east of Mooringsport, is drilling Leonard 1 at 
1.875 feet. Location has been made for Dono- 
van 3 in section 21-22-15, three miles east of 
Vivian, in which drilling will be started at 
once, 

The Producers’ Oil Company has scattered 
tests all over the Caddo field, but is particu- 
larly active in the Lewis and Monterey dis- 
tricts In one of the latest extensions of the 
field, three miles east of Lewis, School Fee 1 
is drilling at 2,550 feet; Slattery Bl at 1,500 
feet and Hobbs 1 at 1,700 feet. Brooks No. 12,

MEXICO. 


Tampico, Mexico, June 12, 1917. 


The principal event of the week in oil circles 
was e big fire that started at the well of the 
Panuco-Topila Petroleum Company last Sun- 
day, Shortly after the fire started the blaze 
reached the sump in which 30,000 barrels of oll 
were stored and destroyed this oi], burning in 
the meanwhile the derrick, engine house and 
standard tools with which the well was rigged. 

The gaskets were burned out of the well fit- 
tings shortly after the fire started, and this 
permitted the oil and gas to escape, forming 
a regular jet. The well has considerable gas 
pressure, although it was reckoned about a 
400 or 500-barrel producer when the drill 


stopped last May. 

This is the first well fire in Panuco. It is 
not known how the fire originated, but it is 
claimed that two men were seen running away 
from the well shortly before the fire broke out. 
Whether this is true or not has not been as- 
eertained, and the report cannot be substan- 


tiated 
1,200-Barrel Completion. 


The routine work in the Panuco fields was 
eniivened this week by the completion of the 
Tampascos Oil Company's No. 3 well in the 
Robles lease. Richard McEnery, drilling su- 
perintendent for the company, called the well 
completed at about 1,930 feet and declared it 
good for from 1,200 to 1,500 barrels. Thies is 
generally believed to be an under-estimate and 
that the well is capable of producing con- 
siderably in excess of this amount, The well 
was shut in and location has been made for 
the company’s well No. 4. 

The other operations in this fleld were rou- 
tine. Chijoles Oil, Ltd., is making about 200 
barrels daily out in the Chijoles district from 
a depth of approximately 2,530 feet.

la Corona, the Mexican subsidiary of the 
Dutch Shell Company, will begin drilling soon 
as an offset to the Poblano CompanNy’s big well 
up in the Tamboyoche district of this pool. 
The compeny has secured four hectares in the 
Tamboyoche, opposite the Poblano, and it will 
begin drilling its No. 14 wel] there in the near 
future. This well will make the third offset 
which is drilling in the immediate vicinity of 
the Poblano well. 

Drilling operations in this pool the past week 
were featureless.

The Freeport and Mexican Fuel Oil Trans- 
portation Corporation has purchased from the 
Thomas-Smith-Newell interests a tract of land 
opposite Lobos Island upon which a terminal 
for the company will be built. 

The tract is said to be directly south of the 
terminal site of the Texas Company, which was 
purchased from the same interests over a year 
ago. 

Lobos Island, affording as it does a lee shore 
and protection against the northers of the 
winter season, is destined to be one of the 
major oil exporting ports of the country when 
the acvelopment in the South Fields is more 
extended. The Mexican government realizing 
this has already made it a port of entry. 

The Texas Company, the Mexican Gulf Oil 
Company, the Cortez Oil Corporation, and now 
the Wreeport, ‘have sites opposite the island, 
and it Is only a question of time ere the entire 
coast line there, lying in the lee of the island, 
is dotted with sea-loading lines, similar to the 
lines that have proven a success off the Tux- 
pam bar. 

The Mexican government’s chief of insnec- 
tors, Sr, V. Gonzales, representing the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce, Depart- 
ment of Petroleum, has issued the following 
circular: 

Oil comnanies are hereby notified that within 
the period of one month, counting from this 
date (May 31) they shall have placed on the 
lands where they are drilling wells or have 
wells in production signs bearing the following 
inscription:— 

A sign two meters in length by fortw centi- 
meters in width bearing the name and number 
of the lot and the name of the company ex- 
ploiting the same. This sign shall be printed 
in white letters (letters to be not less than 
three centimeters in width) on a black back- 
ground, and shall be nailed to two posts well 
placed in the ground and braced. This sign 
is required to be located on a conspicuous part 
of the lot. 

At each well, whether being drilled or In 
production, another sign must be placed show- 
ing the number of the well. The dimensions 
of this sign is left to the election of the in- 
terested company. 

The circular is dated at Tampico May 31.

Tampico, Mexico, June 16, 1917. 


The shipments from Tuxpam for May aggre- 
gated 1,425,000 barrels, according to statistics 
compiled at the port, These are abnormal 
shipments, considering the amount of tonnage 
for export purposes. Of this amount the 
Aguila Company exported more than 900,000 
barrels and the Penn Mex Fuel Company more 
than halé a million barrels, All of the Penn 
Mex shipments were export, most of them 
being to thé United States, and the remainder 
going to Canada. The Aguila Company had a 
coastWise movement of over 600,000 barrels, 
most of which, with a few cargoes that went 
to South America, being to the United States. 

There is nothing exceptional to report from 
the oil fields during the week. The work is 
going ahead in all sections, but there have 
been no completions and such progress as there 
is to report is mostly of a routine notation of 
work done. 

The fire that threatened the well of the 
Panuco-Topila Petroleum Company was extin- 
guished a few days after it broke out, and 
this source of danger to the Panuco poo] was 
removed 

The Panuco pool is rather quiet at present, 
despite the fact that a number of wells are 
being drilled. There is oil showing up in two 
of the wells, but whether they ever will de- 
velop into paying gushers remains to be seen. 


Chijoles. 


Out at Chijoles the Chijoles Oil Company’s 
-well on the A. Ponce is drilling at 2,570 feet 
and making about 250 barrels of oil. 

The Pean ‘Mex, down the river at Isleta, is 
running the drill at around 1,000 feet and 
hupe to get through with the rotary in a few 
days, ready for setting eight-inch and chang- 
ing 9%ver to the standard tools. 

The English Oil Company of New York, on 
the Lopez, has tested out casing and is ready 
to go ahead and drill in.

It is quite probable that only the future 
will disclose just what action the Corona 
people will take concerning the delivery of 
oil to its Tampico terminals. At present 
they barge it, through contract with the 
Tampico Navigation Company, but pipelines 
or even rail transport for Panuco crude to 
Tampico is one of the possibilities of the 
future, 

Rail delivery, or, rather, delivery of oil 
to rail transport facilities at Panuco is a 
step, at first glance, toward rail transport. 
Local fue] deliveries, however, are assum- 
ing more importance now than in the past. 

At present the only pipeline for which 
concessions and active preparations have 
been made, from Panuco to ‘'ampico, is the 
8-inch line of the East Coast Oil Company. 
This question of oil transport from this 
field to Tampico is one that always can be 
solved by river transportation, but, natural- 
ly, @ more economic and an easier method 
of transport will be sougnr and, if one is 
found, it in t me will transplant the rive’ 
ro te 

Producers’ Terminal Company, the Ganahat 
interests terminal, which is being constructed 
at the mouth of the Panuco River, on the Vera 
Cruz side, is rapidly nearing completion, It 
now has received its two big terminal pumps, 
which will be installed and connected up as 
rapidly as the circumstances will permit. 

These pumps will have a capacity of some 
2,000 carrels an hour each, which, with the 
proper boiler power, will make for the rapid

Inspection of Pierce Property. 


Distinguished officials of the Pierce Oil Cor- 
poration arrived in Tampico this week. In 
the party were C. W. Cahoon, general manager 
of the company, with headquarters in New 
York: William Stoermer, of New York, of the 
legal department, and various others. 

The party is here to inspect the Pierce on 
Corporation properties, which are extensive, 
owning as they do the big refineries at Arbol 
Grande and having extensive sales agencies 
throughout Mexico. The refinery here recently 
had added to it an asphalt plant, from which 
it already has commenced shipment of its prod- 
uct to the United States. In addition to this 
the refinery extracts wax from the Huasteca 
crudes, 

The Pierce refinery at this place was con- 
structed in 1896, From this time until 1907 
the ofl that ran through its stills was brought 
from the United States in tank ships, Mex- 
ico’s available production at that time not 
ecualing the crude necessities of the plant.

Aside from a good inquiry for crude 
and dynamite glycerine some of the 
coal-tar products, refined sulphur and 
saccharin, the market for crude drugs 
and fine chemicals presented a rather 
quiet appearance. Withdrawal of sup- 
plies for government needs is being con- 
ducted in such a way ag to have little 
influence upon the market. Interest 
centered in the developments in Wash- 
ington. According to our correspond- 
ent the efforts of the drug trade to ob- 
tain relief from the proposed additional 
tax on grain alcohol have been fruitless. 
It has been intimated, however, that, 
should the revenue derived from the 
bill when ready to report, be in excess 
of the requirements of the Treasury De- 
partment, the Senate committee would 
then-reconsider the matter. The less 
favorable freight situation tends to dis- 
turb trade conditions, as well as the pro- 
posed mote rigid export regulations, 

A sharp advance in grain and sugar 
cane alcohol went into effect early in the 
week. The uplift was brought about by 
the uncertainty over pending legislation. 
Denatured alcohol, however, closed nom- 
inally unchanged, reselling being in evi- 
dence. Wood alcohol closed firm. Bay 
rum and witch hazel were firmer. 

Heavy buying of dynamite and crude 
glycerine by domestic and foreign inter- 
ests stiffened the market for this com- 
modity. Closing prices for the dyna- 
mite grade were higher. Demand for 
chemically pure glycerine was described 
as routine. Owing to the strong position 
of crude sulphur refiners advanced 
prices sharply. Refiners of sulphur are 
reported to be behind in contract de- 
liveries. Quicksilver again was lowered 
by selling agents, stocks having been 
augmented by recent arrivals. Nitrate 
of silver was advanced in sympathy with 
the white metal. 

The supply of quinine available on 
the spot was limited and the market 
closed fairly steady, despite the ab- 
sence of any important buying. The 
Dutch and English markets for the 
sulphate are firm under a shrinkage in 
stocks, resulting from the tight ship- 
ping situation. It was reported that 
the bulk of the quinine which arrived 
here a short time ago went directly 
into consuming channels on old con- 
tracts. Cocaine on the spot was in a 
very strong position, second hands 
commanding a premium for their 
goods. Manufacturers 0 cocaine are 
reported to be well sold up. 

Spot quotations for opium were more 
or less nominal, stocks being meager 
with sellers shy. One holder of the 
gum announced higher prices. In 
view of the unusual conditions obtain- 
ing for opium the market for deriva- 
tives underwent little if any change. 

Saccharin was in demand for export 
and sales were reported at higher 
prices. Stocks appear to be well 
cleaned up, and the tendency of the 
market was decidedly upward. The 
strong position of permanganate of 
potash was a factor. Epsom salts 
prices were firmly maintained, some 
large producers being well sold up. 
Cyanides were irregular especially the 
soda, Japanese refined camphor for 
shipment was easy, and in some quar- 
ters lower prices were named. Do- 
mestic refined camphor was quotably 
unchanged. Menthol was quiet, but 
steady. Silver gelatine was advanced 
by manufacturers. Cocoa butter was 
easy, lower prices obtaining for the 
wrapped fingers. Castile soap for spot 
or forward shipment was _ strong. 
There was no change in the position 
of the market for castor oil. 

Salicylates were strong under lim- 
ited offerings by manufacturers. Sec- 
ond hands reported sales of salicylic 
acid, salicylate of soda and salol at a 
sharp premium over the manufactur- 
ers’ basis. 

The firm and higher position of pep- 
permint oil, in bulk, was the feature in 
the essential oil trade. Crop reports 
are having a strengthening effect upon 
the situation. The Messina essences 
were fairly steady throughout the 
week, prices closing unchanged. Myr- 
bane oil was firmer in some quarters. 

Golden seal root for shipment was 
easier, and lower prices were reported 
for American saffron. Seeds and spices 
were irregular, business being quiet. 
Waxes were firm under light spot hold- 
ings. 

There was a good inquiry for toluol. 
Benzol was easier on freer spot offer- 
ings, while beta-naphthol was ad- 
vanced, Phenol was traded in at lower 
prices, Naphthaline flake ruled steady 
under a fair inquiry. 

Sheilac for future delivery was firm- 
er, closing prices being virtually on a 
parity with the spot market. The 
freight situation is giving importers 
much trouble.

In one quarter the price of gum 
opium, in cases, was advanced last 
week to $29 per pound. Other sellers, 
however, were still quoting $27 per 
pound, nominal. Trading was ex- 
tremely quiet, in view of the scarcity

MORPHINE. 


Trading in morphine and salts was 
inactive, but prices were well main- 
tained. Second-hands were asking a 
premium over the manufacturer’s 
basis. With no change in the opium 
situation the ideas of manufacturers 
were firm and prices were repeated on 
the basis of $9.80 per ounce for the sul- 
phate and alkaloid, in bulk. Diacetyl- 
hydrochloride was quoted at $12.60,

CODEINE. 


The market was quiet, but with the 
positiem of the basic material practi- 
cally unchanged prices were well 
maintained in all quarters. Manufac- 
turers quote the market at $11 per 
ounce for the sulphate, $10.30 per 
ounce for the phosphate, $12.40 per 
ounce for the muriate and $14.75 per 
ounce for the alkaloid. 


QUININE. 


While the demand for quinine was 
inactive the market ruled steady last 
week. Sales of scattered lots were re- 
ported at prices ranging from 75c. to 
774c. per ounce. According to reports, 
the bulk of the sulphate, which ar- 
rived at this port recently from Java, 
has been disposed of, leaving spot 
stocks comparatively small. While 
the freer movement of quinine from 
Java to this country might check a 
bull movement, it is not thought that 
the supply available will be large 
enough to depress values. Ameri- 
can salts makers offered supplies spar- 
ingly on the former basis of 75c. per 
ounce, in 100-ounce tins. Advices from 
London, under date of June 2, report 
on the market as follows:— 

The government still appears to be taking 
over stocks and deliveries, so.that the demand 
does not yet appear to be satisfied. Business, 
therefore, continues suspended for the time 
being and speculation is at an end, as there is 


always the possibility of the government com- 
mandeering the imports on arrival. All this 
tends to a cessation of business, and not until 


the government demands are satisfied will 
there be a ‘‘free’’ market again. Meanwhile 
it is possible to buy a little on the spot at 
from 2s. 8d. to 2s. 8%d,. per oz.

ACID H.—The market was quiet,s 
but with offerings moderate quota- 
tions were repeated at ~ $2.80@3.50 
per pound, basis 72 per cent. The in- 
side quotation applied to contracts. 

ALPHA - NAPHTHYLAMINE. 
Under competition among producers 
the market for alpha-naphthylamine 
was barely steady. Business was 
moderate in volume, Well-known 
brands were quoted at $1 per pound, 
spot delivery, and at 90c. for forward 
shipment. 

ANILINE OIL.—The demand was 
quiet and second hands were sellers 
at concessions from the 3lc, basis 
generally asked by producers.

ACETPHENETIDIN.—Under _ freer 
spot offerings prices closed slightly 
lower. Business was reported as quiet, 
even after the deciine. Quotations to- 
wards the close of the week ranged 
from $23 to $24 per pound. 

AGAR-AGAR.—Cables from Japan 
reported a firm marke: for agar-agar, 
which caused prices here to _ hold 
steady despite the quiet prevailing. No. 
8 agar-agar closed at 48@49c. per 
pound, an advance of 1c, for the week. 
The higher grades were nominally un- 
changed. 

ALCOHOL. — Distillers advanced 
prices for grain alcohol 16c, per gal- 
lon early in the week as a result of 
the uncertainty surrounding the fu- 
ture of this commodity. According to 
advices from Washington the protes- 
tations of the drug trade in regard to 
pending legislation have been fruit- 
less. The Senate Committee on Finance 
refused to differentia‘e between alco- 
hol used in medicine and in the arts 
and alcohol used for the manufacture 
of spirituous liquors. Grain alcohol, 
190 proof, U. S. P., closed at $3.42 per 
gallon, which compares with $3.26 a 
week previous. Sugar cane alcohol was 
quoted at the usual discount. Dena- 
tured alcohol was quoted unchanged 
at $1 for the 180 proof. This price, 
however, was unsettled as resale lots 
were offered at concessions, business 
passing at 85c. and 90c. per gallon. 
While there was no improvement in 
the demand for wood alcohol, spot 
prices were well maintained, closing 





unchanged at $1@1.02 for the 95 per 
cent, and $1.05@1.07 for the 97 per 
cent. Purified methyl spirits closed 
nominally at $1.45 per gallon. 

AMYL ACETATE.—There was 
good inquiry for amyl acetate and 
with some of the leading producers 
well sold ahead the market closed firm 
at $4.35 to $4.50 per gallon. 

ANTIPYRINE.—Spot offerings were 
limited and the market held firm at 
$21@21.50 per pound. On _ forward 
contracts, however, the spot  pr.ces 
might have been shaded. 

BAY RUM.—In one quarter the 
price of Porto Rico bay rum was ad- 
vanced to $2.35 per gallon. Some 
seattered parcels were still available 
late in the week at $2.10@2.20 per 
gallon, 

BORAX. — While the demand was 
less active prices held on a steady 
basis, closing unchanged at 7% @8c. 
per pound. On forward contracts ex- 
tending over the remainder of the 
year prices ranged from 7\c. to 7%c 
rer pound, according to quantity and 
style of container. 

BROMIDES. — The market was 
firmer in all quarters, but prices 
closed nominally unchanged, The po- 
tassium was particularly firm, in view 
of the growing scarcity of the basic 
material, Potassium wes quoted at 
$1@1.05 per pound, with the sodium 
at 45@47c. and the ammonium at 
$0@82e.

basis. 

CAFFEINE.—Demand was quiet and 
the undertone of the market was a 
shade easier, although prices under- 
went no changes. The alkaloid was 
quoted in the open market at $12.50@13 
per pound, according to quantity, 

CASTILE SOAP.—The situation in 
regard to Italian pure white castile 
soap underwent no change, Shipments 
are coming forward slowly and spot 
supplies are comparatively small. Con- 
ti’s brand was quoted from 26c. to 28c. 
per pound, according to seller. On 
forward shipments importers were

Certain statements in the Norwegian papers 
regarding the Finmarken fisheries are of spe- 
cial interest. ‘‘Tidens Tegn’’ (April 22) reports 
a discussion in the Storthing on the fishery 
question in Finmarken, from which it appears 
very uncertain what Germany’s intentions are— 
whether she intends to stop the fishing al- 
together by her U-boats, or whether she has 
some’ other plans. ‘‘Verdens Geng’’ (April 28) 
publishes a long letter from its Finmarken 
correspondent in which he states that every- 
thing is in readiness, and there are plenty of 
fish, but that no fishing has yet been done, 
and no fishenmen have arrived from other dis- 
tricts. But why, he asks significantly, does 
Germany send up stores of petroleum, salt, 
coal, fishing gear, etc.? The probable answer 
is, he says, that she wants to get as much 
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fish back as _ possible. He adds that every 
fishing boat will be able to get German fishing 
gear in return for delivering fish. (The indi- 
cations point to the possibility of a scheme to 
frustrate the operations of the British Pur 
chasing Agency and capture the whole Fin- 
marken catch for 1917. It may not be gen- 
erally known that since August, 1916, maxi- 
mum prices were fixed by the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment for tne 1917 production of fish and 
codliver oil, and at that period the British ur- 
chasing Agency was established in Norv sy to 
buy all that offered at the maximum prices. 
it is understood that the purchases of codliver 
oil by the British Purchasing Agency have been 
small owing to the poor catch and few offers 
but of fish fair quantities have been acquired.) 

COUMARIN.—While an easier situ- 
ation is looked for within a _ short 
time, the spot market for coumarin 
was firm at $20@20:50 per pound. Some 
contracts now running will soon ex- 
pire, according to reports. 

CYANIDE CHLORIDE MIXTURE.

GOLDEN SEAL.—Spot stocks of 
golden seal root were 'imited and prices 
closed firm at $5.50@5.75 per pound for 
the whole and $6@6.25 for the powdered. 
On futures, new crop, the market was 
easy. There were sellers of new crop 
golden seal root in the West on the 
basis of $5.10 per pound. 

Regarding the outlook for this year’s 
crop of golden seal root, an authority 
in the West writes:—. 

It seems that the determination to increase 
crops has taken hold of the root digger, as 
well as the farmer in the West. The latter is 
straining every point and utilizing every acre 
of ground to produce large crops while the 
root diger is doing his share to produce crude 
drugs, so essential at these times. The spring 
crop of golden seal seems to be 25 to 60 
per cent. larger than last season, There are 
several reasons for this; in the first place an 
abundance of rain this spring has made every- 
thing in the woods grow; secondly, the ground 
was too wet to be plowed, so the farmers put 
in their time digging roots, Furthermore, in 
the patriotic effort to produce large crops, 
they have increased ‘their acreage and in 
clearing new ground naturally found medicinal 
roots. Knowing the value of golden seal, this 
article especially has been saved. The high 
price has also stimulated the regular root 
digger to double his efforts, hence the crop 
is much larger than last season. The same 
can be said of mandrake and other cheaper 
roots and herbs. The cultivated crop of golden 
seal is naturally increasing every year. It 
takes five years to grow a crop, and new 
flelds are coming in every season. Last fall 
one grower, who went into the business for 
pleasure and pastime as well as profit, sold 
his first crop of 2,500 pounds, and we under- 
stand this season he expects to harvest 6,500 
pounds. The growers are increasing their out- 
put each season, 

IPECAC.—Cartagena ipecac was of- 
fered at $2.25@2.35 per pound, being a 
shade easier than a week ago. Rio ipe- 
cac was quoted at $2.50@2.75 per pound. 

SENEGA.—Northwestern senega was 
easier, closing at 61@62c. per pound, a 
decline of 1c. from the former basis.

A little more activity has been ex- 
perienced in the general market for 
chemicals during the past week. Ship- 
ments are still very much retarded by 
transportation conditions, and in some 
items spot stocks have been kept at a 
very low level. In others the inability 
to secure ocean tonnage has resulted 
in accumulations, and in instances of 
thig kind prices have ruled easier. A 
prominent example of this condition is 
portrayed jin the bleaching powder 
market. There is an accumulation of 
stocks of this chemical, and sellers are 
finding trouble in distributing goods 
even at price concessions, The mar- 
ket at the close for spot was not such 
a great-deal different than the price 
in norfMMal times. The market for 
chloride of calcium is sold ahead for 
some time and leading producers are 
unable to accept business calling for 
nearby delivery. It is doubtful if a 
buyer could do better than $30 a ton 
for 75 per cent. solid on spot. Resale 
lots of chlorate of soda have been of- 
fered at more attractive buying fig- 
ures. Makers, however, are very firm 
in their views on contract, and the first 
hand quotation averages 15 to 20c, a 
pound over second hand figures. Chlor- 
ate of soda has ruled about steady un- 
der a quiet demand. A little more 
high test caustic potash is reaching the 
open market and is finding ready sale 
to soapmakers, here and abroad. Tin 
oxide has been lowered from 66c. to 
644%c. a pound on spot, but this mar- 
ket closed firm and the strength in 
the metal has impressed dealers that 
a recovery will shortly take place. 
Caustic soda on spot is stronger and 
prices at the close recorded another 
advance for the week. A splend‘d de- 
mand has prevailed for this chemical 
for immediate delivery. Heavy sales 
for 1918 are reported in both caustic 
soda and soda ash. Tartar'c acid and 
cream of tartar are difficult to obtain 
and producers are not making much 
headway on standing contracts, be- 
cause production is restricted by the 
scarcity of crude materials. Nitric 
acid is firmer under limited spot offer- 
ings. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest, together with a summary of 
the Liverpool,.chemical market :— 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—An active 


“demand from the acid and acetone 


makers as well as from other con- 
suming trades is keeping the contract 
movement steady and there is rela- 
tively little material being offered for 
resale. Producers quote contracts at 
4.50@4.55c. a pound, depending on 
cuantity. 

ALUM.—Chrome alum was offered 
by produ@érs at lower prices, but the 
other varieties remained firm, with 
offerings for nearby shipments light. 
Chrome ‘was quoted at 18@20c. & 
pound. Dealers quote 4%@5t%ec. for 
ammonia and 7@7%c. for potash lump 
alum. Sulphate of alumina ranges 
from 2c. to 4c. a pound, according to 
grade, quality and seller. 

ARSENIC.—Spot supplies remain at 
a very low level and dealers are hold- 
ing spot firm at 18@20c. per pound. 
Sales for July are said to have been 
booked on the basis of 17c. a pound 
and this figure might be shaded on 
more distant deliveries. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—While 
business«isreported quiet, the mar- 
ket retains a firm position and rela- 
tively’ little additional stock is offered 
for sale for any nearby delivery. 
Makers quote the market for car lots 
ut 2.10c. in barrels and 2.25c. in kegs, 
f. o. b. works. A premium of 1-5c. 
is exacted by producers for deliveries 
in this territory. less the usual dis- 
count terms. Deliveries over 1918 have 
been booked at 2c. a pound for bar- 
rels and 2.15c. for kegs at .works. 

BLBACHING POWDER. — Prices 
have settled to a lower basis on spot 
and tH@ niarket has shown an easier 
tendency, Demand is quiet and offer- 
ings of large drums have been made 
at 2c. a pound and up to 2\4c. Export 
business is slow, but dealers generally 
are asking 4c. a pound for ‘small 
drums, 

BLUR» MITRIOL.—The interval has 
not cawa@ed; any important change in 
this ¢markéet. Actual business is re- 
ported quiet and dealers quote large 
crystals at 9%@9%c. a pound. Small 
erystals are held at 9c. without at- 
tractine huvers’ interest. 

BRIMSTONE.—The stringency sur- 
rounding this market is unchanged. 
The miscellaneous consuming demand 
is very, a¢tive and factors are having 
all they €an do to get contract deliv- 
eries to points of destination. The

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Sales are re- 
ported at 84c, up to 86c. a pound for 
high test 88@92 per cent. Business is 
reported for both domestic and foreign 
coinsumption, Dealers quote the 70@ 
75 per cent, quality at 64@65c. a pound 
and it is understood that sales have 
been made a shade under these fig- 
ures. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—An active de- 
mand has prevailed for spot 76 per 
cent. solid during the week, and the 
market has been kept in very light 
supply by the constant buying of con- 
sumers. At the close prices are high- 
er and 6%@7%c. was the final quota- 
tion. Sales of several thousand tons 
for delivery over 1918 are reported at 
3@3%c. a pound, basis 60 per cent, at 
works. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Resale 
goods have sold from 54c, up to 55c. a 
pound during the interval, but deal- 
ers have generally asked the maxi- 
mum figure on spot. Contracts 
still command a premium and _ the 
leading seller is holding at T5c. a 
pound. 3 

CHLORATE OF SODA. — Second 
hands are placing a small volume of 
business at 24c. per. pound on spot. 
Goods offered are from resellers. Reg- 
ular consumers are receiving goods on 
contract from first hands at 20c. 
pound. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—Sales on spot 
have been reported at 65@70c. * per 
pound. Demand has not shown any 
great activity and the movement so 
far as additional lots is concerned has 
remained quiet, 

SAL AMMONIAC.—High test white 
granular continues in very limited 
supply on spot and sellers are hold- 
ing limited amounts at 17@19c. a 
pound. The sold up condition of pro- 
ducers is preventing much resale 
stock from reaching second hands. 

SAL SODA.—Offerings for immedi- 
ate shipment are limited, and the 
aoe has the appearance’ of being 
eavily sold up. The condition is firm 
and a steady movement is reported on 
regular contracts. Sellers quote 1.10c 
for barrels and 1\%c. for kegs. nee, 

SALTPETER.—The interval has oc- 
casioned no change in the strong con- 
ditions governing this market. The 
high cost of muriate of potash and ni- 
trate of soda is fully reflected in the 
Prices of the finished product. Sellers 
quote refined saltpeter at 3lc. for pow- 
dered and up to 37c. for small crystals 
and 38c. for large crystals. Refined 
nitrate of soda is quoted at 6@6%c. for 
granular and 64%@6%éc. for crystals, the 
price depending on quantity. 

SODA ASH.—Sales of light 58 per 
cent. in bags for immediate delivery 
are reported 2.70c. per pound flat. The 
difficulty in securing slack cooperage 
and the high prevailing cost has kept 
ash in barrel containers at a premium 
of 30@ 35c. per hundred pounds. Dense 
ash is scarce on spot, and holders. are 
asking about %c. above the price of 
light on spot. Business calling for 
shipment over 1918 has been booked at 
1.90@2c, per pound basis 48 per cent. 
f. o. b. works. 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—Sales are being 
made at the recently advanced sched- 
ule and the market retains a firm po- 
sition under the increased cost of 
crude materials. Sellers quote white 
crystals at 16c. per pound in casks or 
barrels, and 16%c. in kegs. The white 
broken grade is 15\%4c. for casks or bar- 
rels. White sugar of lead, granular, 
in barrels or casks, is 15%c. per pound, 
and brown sugar of lead is held at 
14%c, per pound in barrels or casks. 


ACIDS 


ACETIC.—The market is holding 
very firm, with offerings light. There 
is a scarcity of the high tests on spot, 
while inquiry is active. Glacial is re- 
ported very scarce at present. The 28 
per cent. test is quoted at 54%@6c., a 
pound on stock, according to quantity 
and seller. The 56 per cent. is held at 
12c. asked per pound, and the glacial 
99 per cent at 37%c. per pound. 

MURIATIC.—Makers’ views are firm 
on this acid, but at times resale goods 
are offered for sale, and prices are 
shaded in order to insure immediate 
distribution. Car lots for prompt ship- 
ment of the 18-degree grade are quoted 
on spot at 1%c, per pound; 20 degrees, 
1%@2c., and 22 degrees, 2@2%c., ac- 
cording to seller. 

NITRIC.—A firmer feeling is noted in 
this market on account of limited spot 
supplies. Makers are heavily solq ahead 
on contracts and some are unable to 
offer for any nearby shipment. The 
general quotation is 7%@8c. for 42 de- 
grees and 7%c. for 40 degrees. Aqua 
fortis is selling about 4c. a pound under 
pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—Quiet trading is reported 
in the local market. Supplies are not 
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bid, tersersce spongy Brana—ct —\—Best Quality 
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heavy, and dealers are asking 464%4@47c. 
a pound for limited quantities. Resale 
lots have sold at intervals as low as 46c. 
a pound, 

SULPHURIC.—The former selling 
schedule is still effective, although of- 
ferings are limited and confined mostly 
to resale lots. Producers are heavily 
sold ahead on standing contracts, and it 
is difficult to place business at the pres- 
ent time. Dealers quote nominally at 
1%@1%c. a pound on the tank basis for 
66 degrees for immediate delivery and 
le. per pound for 60 degrees. Oleum is 
quoted at $42@45 per ton in tank cars, 
and is scarce on Spot. The 47-degree test 
is quoted at $40@42 per ton in drums. 
Low test, 50 degrees, is nominally quoted 
at $16 per ton. 


Our Baltimore correspondent writes:— 

All grades of sulphuric acid are up in 
Baltimore, with the demand very strong and 
the producers having no chance whatever to 
accumulate a surplus. The war require- 
ments being heavy, the fertilizer trade faces 
a most active competition, which is all the 
more formidable by reason of the fact that 
the munitions makers can afford to pay high 
prices, and may furthermore plead prefer- 
ence on the ground of extreme urgency. 
The situation with respect to the supplies of 
crude materials, such as pyrites and brim- 
stone, remaining virtually unchanged, none 
of the difficulties having been lessened, so 
that a continuance of high pr-ces is to be 
looked for. The latest, quotations on 68- 
degree acid are around $35, with 60-degree 
acid at $24@25, and no 60-degree acid of- 
fering. 

TARTARIC.—Stringent conditions con- 
tinue to prevail in this market and 
additional spot offerings of both pow- 
dered and crystals are limited. Makers 
are finding trouble in bringing argol 
from abroad, and the production of acid 
and cream of tartar has been neces- 
sarily curtailed on this account. Makers 
quote crystals at 78%c. a pound and 
powdered at 77%4c., but there is no open 
quotations at these figures and spot sup- 
plies are principally in the hands of 
dealers, who ask premiums for the small 
amounts they hold. Makers’ prices on 
cream of tartar are 48%c. for crystals, 
and powdered at 49c., but no contracts 
are being placed at these prices. 





Liverpool Chemical Market. 


Liverpool, May 31, 1917. 

There is not much fresh business reported 
In heavy chemicals this week, and a number 
of works have taken advantage of the Whit- 
suntide holiday to partially shut down for re- 
pairs. 

Ammonia ash contract deliveries are steadily 
maintained and makers have little surplus to 
spare, while prices are a matter of private 
negotiation, 

Soda crystals are selling at £3 15s. per ton 
and upward for barrels, as to market, and 7s. 
less for bags. 

Caustic soda in rather better supply owing 
to export license restrictions, but for fresh 
orders special terms are demanded by sellers. 

Bleaching powder in light supply, but there 
is little doing for export owing to permits 
being mostly refused. 

Sulphate of ammonia in very moderate com- 
pass, in spite of shipments being still pro- 
hibited. 

Nitrate of soda strong at about £23 15s.@£24 
per ton net cash, 

Sulphate of copper is a dull market and £63 
@t64 per ton, less 5 per cent., is nominal 
range for casks, but business is practically 
suspended as regard new orders, shipping per- 
mits being refused for the present.

SODA ASH.—Trade s‘nce last report has 
been quiet. Legitimate consumption con- 
tinues heavy, but there is less evidence of 
trading among the jobbing trade and very 
little inquiry for new bus‘mess. Transporta- 
tion cond!tions show little, if any, improve- 
ment, and hence stocks are light and very 
little offering.

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JAPAN’S CHEMICALS. 


Present Production of Bleaching Pow- 
der Averages 25,000 Tons 


a Year. 

The Japanese production of bleaching 
powder, according to press statements, 
amounts to about 2,000 tons a month, or 
between 24,000 and 25,000 tons a year. 
Ordinarily 70 per cent. is for the domestic 


market and 30 per cent. for export, but 
that of late the domestic demand has 
considerably increased with the develop- 
ment of paper manufacturing and other 
industries and that a great increase is 
aiso shown im the foreign demand on ac- 
count of the suspension of British ana 
German supplies. (According to the of- 
ticial Japanese reports, exports of bleach- 
ing powder amounted to about 2,200 tons 
in 1915, 88 tons in 1914, and 1,100 tons 
in 1913.) 

Orders are principally from China, 
India, and the south seas, but the ex- 
port trade is greatly interfered with by 
shipping conditions, There are also in- 
creased demands from Sweden and Nor- 
way, and the demand is considerably in 
excess of the supply, according to the 
Chronicle. Before the war, quotations 
stood at about $1.60 per 100 pounds. In 
January and February of last year quo- 
tations rose as high as $14, but dropped 
to about $4.25 in July and August. At 
present prices range from $% to $6 per 
10) pounds, or about $112 per ton, 

When the necessary tonnage is avail- 
able there will be very bright prospects 
for exports of bleaching powder from 
this country. Manufacturers accordingly 
are projecting extensions pf equipment. 

liitherto the supreme position in the oil 
market of North China has been held 
by the British Asiatic Company and the 
Siandard Oil Company of New Yor, 
sales in this territory by the Nippon Oil 
Company and the Hoden Petroleum 
Company, the leading petroleum compa- 
nies of Japan, being quite small.

The movement of mixed goods in 
the south is slow, as the season is over 
and no active demand is to be expected 
in the immediate future. There is a 
g00d call for materials, however, and 
inquiry is said to be very good for 
this time of year. This is, no doubt, 
due to the feeling on the part of manu- 
facturers that certain stocks are likely 
to be small and they deem it proper 
to be on the safe side and place con- 
tracts for their wants as soon as they 
can. The fishing season has gone on 
for the past three weeks but nothing 
definite has been established about the 
position of fish scrap, but it is prob- 
able that the prices asked for other 
ammoniates will be important in es- 
tablishing values for scrap. This 
would hold true unless the production 
of scrap should prove so large that 
selling pressure would develop in the 
market, and as the number of vessels 
engaged in fishing has been reduced 
by the drafting of several for govern- 
ment purposes it is evident that the 
chances for an unusually large catch 
of fish and a consequent large produc- 
tion of fish scrap are not very bright. 
No prices are heard for scrap and both 
buyers and sellers seem to be content 
to await further developments, Nitrate 
of soda is firmly held, with spot sup- 
plies commanding a premium over 
shipments. Sulphate of ammonia re- 
mains in practically a nominal posi- 
tion, as the spot market is controlled 
by second hands and only moderate 
amounts are available at any price. 
Export inquiry for sulphate, which has 
been commented on recently, is stil! 
a factor in the market. Potash salts 
are quiet and prices have been a little 
easier this week, as some holders of 
German muriate have been eager to 
sell and demand is slow. The lower 
grades of potash are quiet with lim- 
ited amounts selling to the fertilizer 
trade on a basis of $5@6 per unit of 
potash. For reports of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer markets 
refer to index on page 7. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of the 
lecal markets follow:— 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
The upward swing to prices for dried 
blood and tankage still continues, and 
holders of stocks are reluctant to let 
go at prevailing quotations. The mar- 
ket is decidedly strong and, in view of 
the limited stocks which are offered, 
it is probable that the high levels 
have not yet been reached. Reports 
from the largest packing house cen- 
ters this week stated that offerings 
were small and that sellers were revis- 
ing their prices upwards. Chicago 
quotes dried blood at $5.80 per unit of 
ammonia and high-grade tankage at 
$5.60 and 10. These prices are far 
above the normal levels, but sellers 
are willing to do business only for 
prompt shipment and no prices are 
quoted for later deliveries. These 
prices are typical of values in other 
markets. That the supply of these 
ammoniates is also small in foreign 
markets is shown by a report from 
London which says that supplies of 
blood and tankage have been further 
reduced and prices are going higher. 

FISH SCRAP.—The reports from the 
Southern fishing grounds say that 
weather conditions improved during 
the latter half of the week ,but up to 
that time were unfavorable, and that 
the catch has been rather small. There 
is nothing definite about the catch and 
no prices are quoted for scrap. Sellers 
are waiting and are encouraged to hold 
off the market, owing to the high 
prices which are ruling for other ani- 
mal ammoniates, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The spot mar- 
ket for nitrate of soda is holding in a 
steady position, with the quotation at 
$4.10 per 100 pounds. The shipment 
market also was firmer this week, as 
some large consumers say that they 
were quoted $4.05 per 100 pounds for 
deliveries over the balance of the year, 
In contrast to this are reports that 
shipments can be secured at $4 per 
100 pounds. Demand for nitrate in the 
markets abroad is quiet, especially as 
far as the agricultural trades are con- 
cerned. A good call for nitrate is ex- 
pected in this country between now 
and the end of the year and the fer- 
tilizer trade will be helped out by 
heavy buying fro mthe explosives 
trade. Some large contracts are re- 
ported to be held by domestic import- 
ers which call for delivery of large 
amounts of nitrate, not only for the 
rest of the year, but also for the first 
half of 1918. 

SULPHATH OF AMMONIA.—The 
spot market for sulphate of ammonia 
has not improved in the interval, Sup- 
plies are smal] and prices are showing 
a tendency to harden, with sellers ask- 


ing $6 per 100 pounds for spot ma- 
terials. Deliveries against old con- 
tracts are taking a large part of the 
output into consuming channels, and 
this leaves but little for new business. 
This gives a chance fo second hands 
to control the spot market. and the 
latter are not openly quoting under 
the $6 level. Some large lots are in- 
quired for and sellers have no trouble 
in disposing of their holdings. Ai re- 
port from London says conditions at 
bottom are distinctly sound, There is 
still talk about the resumption of ex- 
port, but evidently no one believes this 
will happen for a month or more yet, 
when it is quite likely that £20 will 
be the price, unless unforeseen circum- 
stances bring about a somewhat lower 
quotation. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACTD PHOSPHATE. — The market 
for this material is strong, with stocks 
in sellers’ hands small. The position 
of the sulphuric acid market is a factor 
in strengthening values for acid phos- 
phate. Demand for acid phosphate is 
said to be good for this time of year, 
but holders are not willing to take on 
much business for later: shipments, as 
they are not sure of costs of raw ma- 
terials. Quotations for acid phosphate 
are on a basis of $14.50 per ton for 14 
per cent., and $15.50 per ton for 16 per 
cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—There was no 
feature to the market for phosphate 
rock during the week. Routine condi- 
tions are reported in the market. There 
is reported to be a good demand for 
stocks on the part of the home trade, 
but there is. no export trade of conse- 
quence and until the latter opens up 
there will not be outlet enough to ab- 
sorb the output of rock of this coun- 
try. Prices are quoted on a basis of:— 
Florida land pebble, $2@2.35, f, o. b. 
Port Tampa; South Carolina kiln dried, 
$3.50@3.75, f. 0. b. Ashley River; Florida 
high-grade rock, 77 per cent., $5.25@6, 
f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennessee rock, 
70 to 80 per cent., $6@6.50, f. o. b. Mount 
Pleasant; 15 per cent. granulated, $4@5, 
and 68 to 72 per cent., $4.25%@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


Muriate of potash has been easier in 
tone this week. Different sellers were 
offering material in the market and 
were willing to take $350 per ton for 
what they had to sell. . While this rep- 
resents a decline in the. market price, 
it did not result in any active demand, 
and trading is quiet. Only a few con- 
sumers are said to be interested in 
muriate at present, and they seem to 
be well supplied for the present; in 
fact, some of the offers heard this 
week came from consumers who evi- 
dently have a surplus of stocks, or who 
are convinced that they could sell pres- 
ent holdings and buy back later on at 
more favorable prices. The low grade 
potash salts are in fair deman@ in the 
South, with the fertilizer trade a buyer. 
Prices are quoted at $5@6 per unit of 
potash. 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, June 20, 1917. 

The market in Western ammoniates has 
continued on the even tenor of its way 
since our last report, with the price stead- 
ily advancing and stocks not becoming any 
more plentiful, There is not very much 
trading as buyers are still very reluctant to 
admit thaé the prices are genuine. Sellers 
seemingly expect that prices are due for a 
still greater rise as they are not showing 
any anxiety to sell. The markets are, there- 
fore, quiet, but apparently in a very firm 
condition. There is no commodity moving 
very readily at this time and this is-due in 
a general way to the unprecedented short- 
age of al] materials, 

HIGH GRADE GROUND TANKAGR.— 
Sales of this commodity have been made on 
the basis of $5.60 and 10, f. 0, b. Chicago. 


There was no very heavy stocks of this 
material and the buyers evidently took their 
cue from the action of the strong fertilizer 


interests who were buying cottonseed meal 
at approximately $6 per unit of ammonia, f. 
o. b. the mills in the South, This action left 
no room for doubt as to where these in- 
terests stood on the forecast of next year’s 
prices of al] fertiliber ammoniates. The 
continued activity in nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of ammonia also show. that the 
well informed expect prices to continue 
their upward ‘‘drive.”’ 

HIGH GRADE GROUND BLOOD.—This 
commodity is now being quoted at $5.80 
per unit of ammonia, f. o. b. Chicago, while 
sales have been made at $5.72%, f. o. b, 
Chcago. As an indication of the strength of 
this product it may be mentioned that the 
average offering by the sellers is a 25-ton 
lot, and once in a while a 50_ton lot. It is 


not believed that an order for 100 tons 
would be taken by any One packer, It would 
necessarily have to be parcelled out among 
them. Gone are the halcyon days when the 
fertilizer manufacturer would saunter non- 
chalantly into the market and purchase 
1,000 tons or more of blood from one 
packer. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE - None of 


this commodity has been offered lately’ m 
this market, and it is expected that there 
will be none to be ‘had for thirty days, 
when the only two sellers will again throw 
their smal! surpluses on the market. Liquid 
stick is still very scarce and offerings are

STEAMED BONE.—The demond for this 
commodity continues good, but owing to the 
light stocks trading has been rather quiet, 
with practically no change in prices. The 
quotations on unground steamed bone are $22 
@24 per ton f, o. b, Chicago, while ground 
steamed bone is quoted at $24@26 f. o. b. 
Chicago, 

GARBAGE TANKAGE.—The demand is un- 
expectedly keeping up. All first-hand sup- 
plies have seemingly been absorbed and now 
only small resale lots are procurable and 
sellers are asking $10@14 Chicago basis. 

CRUSHED ANIMAL TANKAGE.—Packers’ 
go00d crushed animal tankage is extremely 
ecarce and is quoted at $5.86 and 10 f. o. 
b. Chicago. The usual spring quota of tank- 
age from the country is not making its ap- 
pearance and quotations are on the basis of 
*5 per unit of ammonia and 10c. b. p, L. 
Chicago basis. 

ROUGH AMMONIATES.—Whatever small 
lots of hair tankage and wool waste that 
have been offered have brought prices never 
before dreamed of. The normal price for 
hair products is $3.25 per unit of ammonia 
f. 0. b. Chicago. Leather is in somewhat 
better supply, but the price continues up- 
ward because of the many inquiries coming 
from sections where heretofore there were 
no buyers. The nominal quotation has ad- 
vanced to $2.25 per unit of ammonia f. o. b. 
Chicago. The general shortage of sulphuric 
acid for acidulating has held these products 
back a good deal because of the fact that 
no pyrites are now being imported and the 
stores in hand are expected to last only 
through July. This condition, of course, does 
not encourage the manufacturers to buy 
leather and hair. 

BONES.—Demand for bones has eased off 
on account of the labor situation among the 
manufacturers and the market is weaker. 
Quotations:—Packers’ No. 1 skull, jaw and 
knuckle bones, $45 a ton, f. 0. b. Chicago:

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, June 21, 1917. 


The situation with regard to the market for 
fertilizers is much the same as it was the 
week before, the demand for mixtures being 
relatively small now, when the shipping season 
is over and all the work that might have called 
for the use of fertilizers done. The dealers, 
of course, would keep right on placing orders 
if the manufacturers of mixtures would take 
them, on the basis of the figures of last spring, 
of course; but this the factories feel they can- 
not do, because of the increases that have 
Since then taken place in the cost of crude 
materials, ‘These prices had already scored 
a heavy advance during the winter, but the 
manufacturers, having bought their supplies 
for the next season's requirements, sold on 
the basis on which they had purchased as long 
as these stocks lasted. When the customary 
quota had been furnished, however, the manu- 
facturers took the view that they could not 
be expected to continue supplying goods at 
the price levels that had obtained, as the ad- 
vances had continued and stocks were then 
very much higher. As reported from time to 
time, the market for crude materials has not 
stopped there, but has continued to climb, so 
that it would be utterly impossible for the fac- 
tories to take care of the demands upon them 
except at very important price accessions, for 
some of the crude stocks are now at least twice 
what might be called the normal price, and 
at that there is no assurance that the limit 
has Leen reached. The next season for the 
shipment of mixtures is certain to call for very 
extensive price readjustments, since the de- 
mand is bound to be active, with no additions 
to the supplies of crude materials. There 
wovld seem to be no way to increase them, 
with the exception possibly of larger quantities 
of potash being turned out as deposits are dis- 
covered or processes invented to make the ex- 
pense of extracting potash from various sub- 
stances less expensive, Many encouraging re- 
ports of this sort have been circulated in re- 
cent months, and it has even been stated that 
the latest discoveries have made this country 
independent from Germany for all time as far 
as potash was concerned. If this is true the 
price of potash ought to drop very consider- 
ably, this being, perhaps, the best and most 
conclusive test of the accuracy of all such re- 
ports, Thus far no decided price reductions 
have been noted, however, and it may be 
doubted if any process that depends upon more 
or less intricate manipulation can bring potash 
into real competition with the natural product. 
The real showdown will come after peace is 
restored and the German potash once more 
begins to enter the American markets. In the 
present abnormal state of the market it is pos- 
sible to build wm a demand for various prod- 
ucts which could not be profitably distributed 
under nermal conditions, Although, as stated, 
this is between seasons, when ordinarily the 
demand for mixtures is suspended, there being 
no immediate needs to take care of, all of the 
factories are getting orders for mixtures. 
These orders do not come in great numbers, 
but they are so widely distributed as to sug- 
gest that a general disposition prevails among 
buyers to enter into commitments far ahead 
of the usual period. Whether this desire em- 
anates from a belief that still higher prices 
may be expected or that the transportation 
facilities will be so impaired as to make de- 
livery difficult, is a matter of speculation. But 
the inquiry is regarded as evidence of a most 
active interest in the product of the fac- 
tories far ahead of the next season, 

FISH SCRAP,.—Though the menhaden 
fleet has now been at work two weeks or 
longer, members of the fertilizer trade here 
are still without quotations on scrap, In 
the absence of definite figures, however, it 
is a fair presumption that the factories will 
hold close to the list for other organic am- 
moniates, probably using the prices on these 
as a guide, as has happened in former sea- 
sons. There is talk of $6 and 10 being 
asked for scrap, f. o. b. factory, though it 
is not improbable that this price could be 
made on deliveries at Baltimore. Much of 
course, will depend upon tne extent of the 
catch, Reports so far tell of poor results 
on account mostly of unfavorable weather. 
The prices certain to prevail, however, tend 
to make the prospect attractive. 

TANKAGE.—Under existing circumstances 
a recession in the price of tankage is not 
to be expected, the increasing demand, to- 
sether with an absence of additions to thg 





supply, serving to create almost @ acarcity, 
which is likely to become more pronouncet 
later on, when the requirements of the next 
shipping season make themselves felt. = 
large Western producers are very firm | 1 
their ideas of prices and show no incl-nation 
to make concessions.

News developments essential to any 
drastic price changes in the stock mar- 
ket have been lacking since our last 
report. The trend is still uncertain and 
irregular fluctuations have _ resulted 
more from technical conditions’ than 
from changes in the fundamental sit- 
uation. Financial interets are not in- 
clined to encourage outside speculation 
or heavy investment buying at pres- 
ent. It is claimed that an economic 
adustment is bound to take place un- 
der the war conditions prevailing and 
conservation is being urged not only 
in the stock market ‘but in other mar- 
kets where speculation causes a wide 
range of prices. The cotton market 
has given an example of what may 
happen if speculation is allowed to 
run wild. Such varying price move- 
ments show the need of some drastic 
regulation and if cotton is to be a com- 
mercial football, the government may 
have something to say in the near fu- 
ture, Our leading bankers are opti- 
mists and they are convinced that in 
the end this country is going to be as 
firmly united on common sense propo- 
sitions as it is on the right of the 
country to wage war against the Im- 
perial Government of Germany, but do 
not believe that this is a time for 
gambling or foolish inflation of values, 

The directors of Barnett Oil and Gas 
Company, have placed the stock upon 
a regular 1 per cent. monthly basis 
and declared an extra cash dividend 
of 1 per cent.

Trade Samples May Be Imported in 
Regular Mails in Unsealed 
Packages. 


Postmaster Patten desires that the 
public be advised that, in accordance 
with a decision of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, effective June 1, 1917, unsealed 
packages, registered or unregistered, con- 
taining trade samples, whether dutiabte 
or not, intended solely for use in su- 
liciting orders for merchandise, may be 
imported in the regular mails from for- 
eign countries, subject to all customs 
duties and customs regulations, in the 
same manner as though imported by par- 
cel post, express or freight. 

Packages containing trade samples 
must be plainly marked abroad with the 
woras ‘“‘trade samples of .......... . (mer- 
chandise)’ and “subject to examination 
by United States Customs Officers.” 

The importation in the regular mails of 
packages containing articles claimed to 
be samples, but which are in fact small 
shipments sent on approval, of articles 
purchased abroad or sent in pursuance 
of an order therefor, and of articles sent 
as presents, is prohibited as heretofore.

The markét for aniline colors con- 
tinues to attract attention, and holders 
of eertain’ selections have no troub!e in 
disposing of these goods. Other colors 
which are in good supply are not so 
act.ve, and fonsumers of the common 
colors are. receiving most of their re- 
quiremerits against old contracts. One 


of the features to the color market 
during the week was the report that 
détails had. been completed for the 
amalgamation of leading dye and color 
companies: into a company, which is 
expected to do much towards establish- 
ing the dye industry of this country on 
a firm basis. The market for the vari- 
ous materia’s is not much changed 
from that of a week ago. Fears of 
restrictions on export shipments have 
been expressed following the recent 
warning of the government, but noth- 
ing definite ‘has developed on this mat- 
ter. Bichromate of soda is firmly held 
by first hands, but second hand offer- 
ings are on the market at different 
prices, and as long as the latter are 
prominent the market cannot be called 
strong. Starches and dextrine were 
loweréd in price during the period. 
Most imported materials are firrfily 
he'd, with arrivals from abroad re- 
stricted. This is noted in the prices 
which are ruling for such materials as 
Italian sumac, myrabolanes, indigo, 
turmeric, gambier, ete. The vegetable 
dyes in general are described as quiet, 
though better interest has been shown 
in logwood, and some round lots of 
fustic have sold recently in the local 
market. There has been some demand 
for valonea in the local market, but 
offerings are limited, and report from 
abroad says that the crop of valonea, 
now being exported from Turkey, 
comes mostly from the district round 
Symrna, where—owing to the long, 
dry summer—the fruit of the valonea 
oaks attains perfect maturity practi- 
cally every year. This is the reason of 
the high percentage of tanning ma- 
terial which renders Turkish so ma- 
teria'ly superior to Greek valonea. Re- 
cently there has been obtained from 
the cups holding the fruit of the val- 
onea oak an extract which is peculiarly 
suitable.for tanning sole leather. It 
renders the leather so prepared highly 
flexible and.of a fine color. This ex- 
tract"iS™héing’ p'aced on the market in 
a liquid and in a crystalline form, con- 
taining 31 and 71 per cent.. tannin, re- 
spectively. In pre-war days England 
was the chief buyer of Turkish valonea, 
the balance going to Italy, Austria, 
Germany and the United States of 
America. Turkey is now supplying 
the whole of the requirements of Ger- 
many and Austria. 
Detailed reports on the _ separate 
items of the loca! market follow:— 
ALBUMEN,—Conditions in the mar- 
ket for prime hen egg albumen have 
been unfavorable. This is true both 
in regard to obtaining supplies and to 
the prices asked for such stocks as are 
available. Stocks have not been reach- 
ing shipping points in China in a large 
Way, and difficulty also has been 
found in making financial arrange- 
ments as well as in securing tonnage 
for moving stocks to this country. 
These combinations of circumstances 
have tended to cut down receipts at 
domestic points and prices are high 
owing to the limited offerings and to 
the high cost of transportation. The 
spot market is purely nominal in 
many, quarters, with prices given at 
$1.05 per pound in other quarters. 
ANILINE OI: AND SALT.—The 
market for aniline oil is holding a 
fairly steady position, with first hands 
asking 30@31c. per pound for spot and 
shipments. Some resale lots are still 
on the market, and concessions have 
been granted in different cases in or- 
der to move stocks. There is a good 
call for this material against old con- 
tracts, but trading in the spot market 
is not heavy. The quotation for ani- 
line salt does not change, and may be 
repeated at 34@36c. per pound. 
BICHROMATES. — Bichromate of 
soda is reported to have sold at dif- 
ferent levels during the week. At least 
one round lot changed hands at 15%c. 
per pound, and quotations at that fig- 
ure were heard in different quarters. 
This was not a general price, however, 
and as high as 17c. per pound is 
quoted by some sellers. The market is 
said to be firm°as far as producers are 
concerned, but resale lots are appéar- 
ing in fair quantities, and the latter 
are generally offered under the prices 
asked by the large factors in the trade. 
While some small lots ‘were quoted at 
15%c, per pound in the latter part of 
the period, the quotation is given at 
16@17c. per pound, with the -possibility 
that limited amounts could be picked 
up under the inside figure. There is 
a difference of opinion regarding the 
amounts of bichromate held in the 
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spot market}’as some sellers say that 
such’ stocks havee.been reduced and 
that the undertonéris firm as a result. 
Bichromate of potash is’ offered in 
limited amounts by different sellers, 
but there is a range in the prices 
asked, and some holders of stocks 
were asking 38c. per pound during the 
week. In other quarters 37c. per 
pound was quoted, and sales were re- 
ported at 36c, per pound. Hence the 
maiket price is dependent on seller. 

GAMBIER.—Supplies of gambier are 
comparatively smal} in the spot mar- 
het, and while demand has been quiet 
as a result of the advance in values, 
the limited offerings prevent any sell- 
ing pressure, and with difficulty In 
making shipments the tone of the 
market is firm. For common gambier 
in the spot market the prices quoted 
are around 16%c. per pound. It is pos- 
sible that this price could be shaded 
in some quarters, as reports were 
heard to the effect that sales were 
made during the period at 16c. per 
pound. There are no open prices 
quoted for cube gambier on spot, and 
the supply seems to be exhausted. A 
report from the London market says 
that gambier is quiet, but is held at 
70s. per ewt. for spot and 65s. per ewt. 
for arrivals. : 

LOGWOOD.--There has been a fair- 
iy> good call for logwood. Trading i3 
not active, but a steady demand con- 
tinues and some sellers say that in- 
terest in the market has increased re- 
cently. Prices are in a steady posi- 
tion, with shipping conditions very 
important in establishing values at de- 
livered points. The asking price 
varies according to grade with Jamai- 
ca logwood held at $32@35 per ton. 
Haitian grades are quoted at $30 per 
ton on spot and to arrive. Logwood 
chips are offered at 3c. per pound and 
it is probable that some supplies could 
be secured under that figure, while 
some high grade selections are held at 
4c, per pound. Logwood extract is 
passing freely to consumers against 
contracts, with a moderate demand for 
spot material. Prices are holding on 
a steady basis with 51-degree extract 
quoted at 12@15c. per pound. 

MYRABOLANES.—A_ report from 
Caleutta says the market is steady. 
Demand is fair. A fair quantity is be- 
ing shipped to the United Kingdom 
end America, when freight is avail- 
able. A moderate demand for local 
and country requirement exists. Prices 
are fully maintained. Local dealers 
ure few. Shippers generally buy in 
the country. Quotations are Rs. 1-12 
to Rs. 2-8 per B. md., weight, loose, 
according to quality. For picked yel- 
low heavy nuts, the latter price is 
quoted. Offerings of myrabolanes in 
the local market are small and prices 
are largely nominal. 

QUEBRACHO EXTRACT. — Offer- 
ings of this material are said to be 
free, with some round lots held «ere 
for immediate shipment. Prices are 
based on grade, with solid extract 
quoted at 10@12c. per pound. For 
liquid extract prices are 5@6c. per 
pound. : 

STARCH.—The market was easier 
during the week. Some reports stated 
that the weaker position of the mar- 
ket was the result of lowering in 
prices for raw materials, but the latter 
do not seem to have gone down to any 
extent. Exports of starch continue. 
but are restricted by the lack of 
freight room. Prices are quoted on a 
basis of:—Pearl starch, in bags, $4.80, 
in barrels, $4.89; corn starch, in bags, 
$5.03, im barrels, $5.12; powdered 
starch, in bags, $5, in barrels, $5.09; 
finishing starch, No. 90 fluidity (hand 
packed), in bags, $5.50, in barrels, 
$5.63; crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 flu- 
idity (machine packed), in bags, $5.45, 
in barrels, $5.54. 

TUMERIC.—A report from primary 
points says that demand is fair. Prices 
have risen. Export sales are very lim- 
ited. Sales for local and country con- 
Sumption are passing for prompt de- 
livery on the “cash system” generally. 
No sales are reported for Europe. 
Stocks and supplies of new crop are 
rather small. Quotations are for:— 
Masulipatam, Rs. 13-0 to Rs, 18-0; Ma- 
dras and Gopalpore, Rs. 13-0 to Rs. 17-8; 
Pabna and Kushtea, Rs. 9-0 to Rs. 16-0; 
Daisi ang Jaggernathpore, Rs. 7-0 to Rs. 
15-8 per B. md., weight loose, according 
to quality. The latter prices are for 
clean retail fingers. 

Prices are quoted by local sellers on 
a basis of 10@10%c. per pound for Alep- 
po; 8%@9%c. per pound for Madras, and 
8@84c. per pound for China.
